A  Dumfries  chemist  his  been  fined  10Z.  for  selling  methylated 
spirit  on  a  Sunday  (p.  611). 

Transvaal  trade  through  Natal  is  now  ahead  of  that  through 
the  two  other  routes  (p.  636). 

Four  out  of  six  candidates  have  parsed  the  Major  examination 
in  London,  and  sixty  out  of  224  the  Minor  examination  (p.  608). 

The  Recipes  for  Dr.  Blundell's  gout-and-rheumitic  pills  and 
of  Crowe's  balsam  of  linseed  and  honey  did  not  find  a  purchaser 
at  500Z.  in  auction  (p.  600). 

Dr.  J.  W.  Swan  is  "Xrayser's"  leading  topic.  In  the  Valhalla 
of  great  men  trained  in  pharmacy  Swan  ranks,  he  says,  very  near 
to  the  universally  recognised  head  of  them,  Scheele  (p.  615). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  successfully  prosecuted 
an  unqualified  assistant  at  Manchester  for  selling  poison,  and 
another  and  his  employer  (Mr.  Blanchard)  at  Pontefract  (p.  639). 

The  Local  Government  Board  auditors  now  require  dis- 
pensers in  provident  institutions  to  balance  the  income  and  out- 
put of  medicines,  and  we  show  how  absurd  the  requirement  is 
(p.  618). 

A  Chemists'  Association  has  been  formed  in  the  diamond- 
fields,  with  Mr.  W.  GassoD,  F.C.S.,  of  Kimberley,  as  the  first 
President,  and  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  as  the  official  organ 
(p.  636). 

Our  Paris  Correspondent  hag  interviewed  M.  Bourquelot 
regarding  the  centenary  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy.  Satis- 
faction was  expressed  regarding  the  visit  of  Mr.  Atkins  and  Mr. 
Idris  (p.  604). 

The  unqualified  vendors  of  arsenical  shaep-dip  at  Ballinasloe 
have  again  been  prosecuted  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  with 
success  this  time,  the  defence  thit  sheep-dip  is  a  patent  medicine 
having  been  Withdrawn  (p.  610). 

Extract  op  Yeast  is  being  put  up  and  supplied  to  retailers  as 
"  Liebig's  extract  of  meat,"  but  has  hitherto  escaped  detection  by 
public  analysts  owing  to  the  want  of  a  reliable  test.  We  give  one 
by  Mr.  A.  Sear],  F  C.S.,  on  p.  619. 

Preston  Grocers  are  angry  with  the  Chemists'  Association  of 
the  town,  in  consequence  of  some  things  that  were  said  at  a  recent 
chemists'  meeting,  the  point  being  whether  the  grocers  or  the 
chemists  asked  a  conference  about  prices  (p.  602). 

We  think  the  new  clause  added  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  means 
more  than  is  intended,  as  open  shops  for  the  sale  of  poisons 
belonging  to  doctors  and  widows  of  chemists  will  be  exempt 
from  the  registration  provisions  applicable  to  other  open  shops. 
The  prospects  of  the  Bill  look  more  hopeful  (p.  616). 

The  Fiscal  Policy  of  the  drug-trade  should,  according  to 
Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton,  be  non-protectionist,  on  the  ground  that  any- 
thing which  favours  monopoly  is  bad  for  a  nation,  and  that, 
broadly,  Britain's  interests  and  foreign  trade  would  be  severely 
disturbed  by  the  reimpoiition  of  Customs  duties  (p.  613). 

There  are  some  new  points  about  medicine-stamp  matters  this 
week.  "  When  the  cough  is  troublesome  "  is  liable  ;  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  has  got  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  say  that  felt  corn 
and  bunion  plasters  are  not  liable,  and  we  give  labels  for  blood- 
purifier  and  blood-purifying  pills  which  have  been  marked 
"liable"  (p.  617). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council,  at  its  meeting  on  Wednesday, 
decided  to  fill  up  three  of  the  six  vacancies  amongst  annuitants  ; 
to  re-introduce  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  with  a  clause  conserving  the 
rights  of  those  mentioned  in  Section  16  of  the  1883  Act  and  in 
Section  1  of  the  1869  Act ;  and  agreed  to  try  Mr.  Glyn- Jones's 
technical-lectures  scheme  in  a  modified  form  at  the  evening 
meetings  (p.  606). 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
was  held  on  October  5.  Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard  charged  the  Council 
with  not  prosecuting  those  who  break  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  a 
warm  discussion  ensued.  It  wa3  agreed  to  reduce  the  term  of 
experience  for  the  Assistants'  examination  to  two  years,  and  a 
resolution  was  passed  asking  the  Local  Government  Board  and 
other  public  bodies  to  prefer  Irish-made  medicines  (p.  631). 

Apart  from  a  large  speculative  business  in  cloves,  and  to  a 
lesser  extent  in  shellac,  business  in  Mincing  Lane  produce  is 
quieter  than  last  week.  Fluctuations  are  fairly  numerous,  how- 
ever, and  include  higher  prices  for  cloves,  cocoa-butter,  menthol, 
Russian  aniseed  oil,  clove  oil,  coriander  oil,  and  peppermint  oil, 
the  latter  article  being  much  quieter,  speculators  having  turned 
their  attention  to  quinine.  Jalap,  cetaceum,  and  golden-seal  are 
firmer,  and  cream  of  tirtar,  castor  oil,  and  codeia,  are  easier  (p,  627j. 
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Local  newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

The  excellent  radiographs  in  the  Royal  Photographic 
Exhibition,  New  Gallery,  W.,  are  the  work  of  Mr.  W.  M.. 
Martin,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Redruth. 

At  the  Nottingham  Police  Court,  on  October  3,  Arthur 
Roberts  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  breaking 
into  the  shop  of  Mr.  Charles  A.  Bolton,  chemist,  of  Carlton 
Street,  Nottingham. 

While  passing  through  Nottingham  Goose  Fair,  on  October  2, 
a  well-known  local  chemist  lost  a  gold  watch  and  chain,  valued 
at  about  40/.  It  is  believed  that  one  of  the  light-fingered 
visitors  successfully  annexed  it. 

The  first  step  towards  the  extension  of  the  Torquay  Water- 
works was  taken  on  October  1,  when  the  Mayor  of  Torquay 
(Councillor  John  Taylor,  chemist  and  druggist),  cut  the  first 
sod  of  a  new  reservoir.  A  silver  spade  and  a  silver  salver 
were  presented  to  Mayor  Taylor  as  a  memento  of  the  occasion. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on  October  6, 
it  was  agreed  to  sanction  the  erection  of  a  projecting  clock 
at  the  second-floor  level  of  Nos.  82  and  83  High  Holborn,  as, 
shown  on  the  plans  submitted  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Boots 
(Limited)  on  condition  that  no  advertisement  be  placed  over 
or  affixed  to  such  clock. 

The  committee  entrusted  with  the  carrying  out  of  the 
memorial  to  the  late  Alderman  Benjamin  Robinson,  chemist, 
Salford,  met  on  October  2,  when  it  was  resolved  that  the 
memento  should  take  the  form  of  a  white  marble  bust  of  the 
late  Alderman,  to  be  placed  on  a  suitable  pedestal  in  the 
Technical  Institute,  and  that  Mr.  John  Casidy,  a  Manchester 
sculptor,  be  selected  to  execute  the  work. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Taunton  on  October  5,  on  the  body 
of  Charles  Chorley,  described  as  a  chemist,  it  was  stated 
that  deceased,  who  was  fifty- one  years  of  age,  had  not  for 
some  time  followed  his  calling  as  a  chemist.  He  was  in 
lodgings  and  died  suddenly.  The  medical  evidence  attri- 
buted the  cause  of  death  to  hemorrhage  of  the  lung,  caused 
by  the  bursting  of  some  large  blood-vessel  in  the  chest. 

An  actress  named  Cissy  Brinkman  was  remanded  at  Bow 
Street,  on  October  1,  on  a  charge  of  stealing  a  diamond  ring, 
worth  151.,  belonging  to  Mrs.  Margaret  Curtis,  wife  of  Mr. 
M.  Curtis,  chemist  and  druggist,  51  High  Holborn,  W.C. 
The  defence  was  that  prosecutrix  owed  the  prisoner  10/.  for 
clothing  and  21.  10s.  for  borrowed  money,  and  prisoner  was 
keeping  the  riDg  (which  prosecutrix  lent  her)  as  security  for 
the  debt. 

At  North  London  Police  Court  on  October  7,  Robert 
Dibb  (27),  Belton  Road,  Tottenham,  was  remanded  on  a 
charge  of  stealing  soap  and  perfumery  to  the  value  of 
25?.  15s.,  the  property  of  the  Crown  Perfumery  Company, 
Sidney  Road,  Homerton.  It  was  stated  that  the  prisoner 
was  formerly  in  the  employ  of  the  company  as  a  clerk  in 
the  packing-department,  and  the  allegation  was  that  he  had 
induced  two  men  under  him,  named  Stiles  and  Cooper,  to 
take  goods  and  dispose  of  them.  He  was  originally  charged 
with  these  men  with  stealing  the  goods,  but  the  evidence 
against  him  then  was  insufficient,  and  he  was  discharged. 
The  other  men  were  sentenced  to  terms  of  imprisonment,  and 
on  their  release  the  prisoner  Dibb  was  rearrested,  and  these 
men  now  gave  evidence  against  him. 

Post-graduate  Lectures. 

A  series  of  lectures  which  are  to  commence  on  October  13 
at  the  University  College,  London,  are  suitable  as  a  post- 
graduate course  for  pharmacists.  Mr.  F.  Soddy  will  give 
twelve  lectures  on  radio-activity  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays 
at  5.30  p.m.,  beginning  on  October  13.  The  other  courses 
are  on  "Research  at  Low  Temperatures,"  by  Dr.  M.  W. 
Travers,  beginning  on  October  26,  and  "  Spectroscopy,"  by 
Mr.  E.  C.  C.  Baly,  beginning  on  November  6.  The  fees  are 
one  guinea  for  the  courses  on  "  Radio-activity  "  and  "  Spectro- 
scopy," and  10s.  for  the  "  Low- temperature  "  lectures. 


Cape  Parcel-post. 
A  circular  was  issued  on  October  6  by  the  Postmaster- 
General  stating  that  on  certain  articles  produced  or  manufac- 
tured in  the  United  Kingdom  a  reduction  from  the  general 
rate  of  Customs  duty  is  allowed  on  importation  into  the  Cape 
Colony,  Orange  River  Colony,  Natal,  the  Transvaal,  Southern 
Rhodesia,  the  Bechuanaland  Protectorate,  and  Basutoland, 
provided  a  proper  certificate  of  origin  is  produced  by  the 
persons  to  whom  the  goods  are  addressed.  Persons  forward- 
ing by  post  goods  which  are  bona  fide  manufactures  of  the 
United  Kingdom  should  state  this  on  the  Customs  declaration 
attached  to  each  parcel,  or  the  South  African  authorities 
will  assume  the  contrary.  The  value  of  the  contents  of 
parcels  must  in  all  cases  be  correctly  stated.  In  case  of 
unde*-- valuation  the  goods  are  liable  to  be  confiscated. 

Explosives  in  Alderney. 

The  Alderney  States  cn  October  5  issued  an  order  pro- 
hibiting the  manufacture  of  explosives  on  the  island.  The 
order  is  the  result  of  an  official  inquiry  into  a  number  of 
mysterious  cases  of  death  among  the  cattle  on  the  island. 
Traces  of  mercury  were  found  in  the  viscera  of  the  dead 
cattle,  and  in  many  meadows  and  girdens  the  herbage  was 
impregnated  with  mercury,  which  is  dangerous  both  to  men 
and  cattle.  The  presence  of  the  mercury-powder  is  attri- 
buted to  an  explosion  at  a  factory  where  fulminate  of 
mercury  was  being  manufacture"'.  The  explosion  occurred 
on  September  10  (see  C.  §  B ,  September  19,  page  486),  afc 
the  time  of  the  recent  gale,  which  scattered  the  powder 
broadcast.  Further  losses  of  cattle  continue  to  be  reported. 
The  chief  industry  of  the  islanders  is  the  raising  of  cattle. 

The  Pill,  the  Balsam,  and  the  Lease. 

At  the  London  Auction  Mart,  Tokenhouse  Yard,  E.C.,  on 
October  7,  Messrs.  Arthur  Harris  &  Co.  submitted  to  public 
auction  the  recipes  of  Dr.  Blundell's  gout-and-rheumatic 
pills,  claimed  to  have  a  reputation  of  over  foity  years,  and 
Crowe's  balsam  of  linseed  and  honey,  said  to  have  a  reputa- 
tion of  thirty-three  years'  standing,  and  the  lease,  with 
vacant  possession,  of  the  shop  and  premises,  31  Wardour 
Street.  Soho,  W.,  belonging  to  Mr.  Crowe,  who  is  eighty-four 
years  old  and  anxious  to  retire.  The  auction-room  was 
crowded,  and  among  the  chemists  present  were  Messrs. 
William  Warren  (Russell  Street,  Covent  Garden),  C.  D.  Parry 
(W.  W.  Flood  &  Co.,  Borough  High  Street,  S.E.),  F.  W. 
Truman  (Old  Kent  Road,  S.E ),  T.  Needham  (Needhams, 
Limited),  and  W.  M.  Campbell  (Goldhavvk  Road,  W.).  Mr. 
W.  Leighton  Bailey  (Bailey's  Goutine)  also  kept  a 
watchful  eye  on  the  proceedings.  It  was  soon  evident 
that  the  "syndicates,  chemists,  pill  and  patent-medicine 
manufacturers,  and  wholesale  druggists,"  to  whom  the  lots 
were  offered  as  an  excellent  trading  concern,  were  not  eager 
to  become  proprietors.  The  auctioneer  prefaced  his  eulogy 
of  the  recipes  by  saying  that  "  that  ever-esteemed  and  aged 
lady  the  Baroness  Burdett-Coutts  "  now  occupied  the  house 
where  Dr.  Blundell's  pills  were  first  made,  The  average  net 
profit  for  the  past  five  years  had  been  about  341/.  12s.  per 
annum,  tut  the  reason  for  this  comparatively  small  income 
was  that  the  pills  had  not  been  pushed  and  advertised.  The 
pills  were  made  "from  the  recipe  of  the  late  eminent 
physician,  James  Blundell,  M.D.,  of  Piccadilly,  consulting 
physician  to  the  Royal  Family  and  many  members  of  the 
nobility,  who  during  his  extensive  practice  of  fifty  years 
made  the  study  of  gout  and  rheumatism  the  chief  feature 
of  his  profession."  These  pills  were  offered  in  one  lot,  with 
all  the  beneficial  interest,  rights,  and  sole  use  with  posses- 
sion of  the  reoipe  for  making.  All  that  was  required  of  the 
purchaser  would  be  a  little  judicious  advertising,  and  it 
must  not  be  overlooked  that  the  expenditure  in  the  manu- 
facture of  the  pills  was  small,  and  there  was  no  factory  or 
business-plant  to  take  over,  so  that  the  purchaser  was  free 
to  choose  his  own  locality  and  mode  of  compounding  the 
articles.  A  first  bid  of  101.  was  scorned,  and  a  second  of  20/. 
was  likewise  ignored.  A  start  was  made  at  400/.,  and  after- 
considerable  delay  and  much  persuasion  450/.  was  reached. 
No  advance  being  forthcoming,  the  lot  was  withdrawn,  the 
reserve  being  stated  at  500/.  Lot  2,  "  Crowe's  balsam  of 
linseed  and  honey,"  described  as  made  "  perfect  only  after 
many  years  of  sludy  and  trials  by  the  inventor,  and  now 
recognised  as  a  really  wonderful  cure  for  coughs,  colds,  sore-

throat,  influenza,  bronchitis,  and  a  well-known  remedy 
affording  perfect  relief  in  asthma  and  consumption,"  was 
then  put  up.  The  average  net  profit  for  the  past  five  years 
was  given  at  about  211/.  16s.  10d.,  and  here,  again,  said  the 
auctioneer,  the  sole  fault  was  non-advertising.  Mr.  Thomas 
Matthew  Crowe,  the  inventor,  never  advertised  ;  "  he  was  a 
slow  man,  or  perhaps  never  had  the  means  to  advertise,  and, 
in  fact,  in  a  word,  he  neglected  the  business."  The  balsam 
was  offered  entirely  on  its  merits,  and  had  always  been  manu- 
factured at  a  cost  ensuring  a  large  margin  of  profit.  Then, 
again,  said  the  auctioneer,  those  taking  the  balsam  were 
advised  in  the  instructions  to  occasionally  take  a  dose  of 
Crowe's  bilious  and  liver  pills,  the  recipe  for  which  was 
included  in  this  lot,  together  with  the  apparatus  for 
manufacturing  the  balsam.  The  bidding  reached  220/.,  and 
this  lot  was  also  withdrawn.  The  lease,  with  vacant  posses- 
sion, of  the  shop  and  premises,  31  Wardour  Street  (an 
unexpired  lease  of  sixteen  years  at  100/.  per  annum),  was 
then  offered,  and,  commencing  at  500/.,  some  spirited  bidding 
brought  the  figure  to  950/.,  and  finally  to  1,000/.,  at  which 
price  it  was  sold. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Southall's  shares  are  quoted  at  the  Birmingham  Stock 
Exchange  at  21s.  6i.  to  22s.  6d.,  and  carry  a  percentage 
of  4/.  12s. 

The  past  summer  has  been  a  most  disappointing  one  to 
the  mineral- water  trade,  and  pharmacists  have  felt  the  pinch 
caused  by  the  adverse  weather. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Mann,  Ph.C,  was  the  External  examiner  in 
pharmacy  and  materia  meclica  at  the  University  this  term. 
The  Intramural  don  is  Mr.  Coole  Kneale. 

The  University  Council  have  appointed  Mr.  T.  S.  Moore 
B.A.  Oxon.,  to  the  lectureship  in  chemistry,  and  Mr.  Guy 
Barlow,  B.Sc,  to  the  lectureship  in  physics. 

Miss  Hadley,  who  passed  the  Major  last  week,  is  the 
dispenser  at  West  Bromwich  Hospital  and  daughter  of  Dr. 
Hadley,  of  Handsworth.  She  was  a  pupil  at  the  Technical 
School  and  of  Mr.  Dewson. 

Professor  Whittle's  discovery  of  a  new  nematode  has  led 
to  the  important  statement  that  it  causes  symptoms  like 
West  African  "craw-craw,"  and  that  a  true  case  of  its 
effects  has  been  wrongly  diagnosed  by  several  medicos  as 
one  of  smallpox. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Birmingham  Association  of  Gardeners 
Professor  Hillhouse  read  a  paper  on  the  Wye  composite 
flowers,  and  instanced  a  singular  fact  that  though  the 
composite  order  is  of  vast  extent,  only  comparatively  few 
possess  medicinal  properties  or  are  included  in  the  B.P. 

Speaking  at  the  Birmingham  University  on  October  5, 
Sir  Victor  Horsley  complained  that  the  policy  of  the  present 
Education  Department  was  reactionary,  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  when  Mr.  Chamberlain  was  Prime  Minister  a 
change  would  come  over  the  spirit  of  the  department.  Sir 
Victor  maintained  that  State  aid  should  be  granted  with 
which  to  place  our  Universities  on  a  proper  footing  and 
maintain  original  research.  The  present  chaotic  condition 
of  medical  education  he  ascribed  in  a  great  degree  to 
the  unrepresentative  character  of  the  General  Medical 
Council.  On  the  occasion  Sir  Victor  was  the  chief 
guest  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  of  the  University 
to  inaugurate  the  opening  of  the  session.  About  three 
hundred  medical  practitioners  of  the  city  accepted  the 
invitation.  In  his  address  Sir  Victor  advocated  more 
universities,  higher  education,  specialisation,  the  migra- 
tion from  university  to  university,  the  merging  of  the 
twenty-three  educational  examining  bodies  by  statute  into  a 
one  postal  system  to  secure  more  uniformity,  the  abolition  of 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  fixing  as  the  highest 
standard  the  M.D.,  and  diminution  of  financial  shortage. 
There  was  an  excellent  display  of  scientific  objects  and 
demonstrations  in  the  laboratories.

Epsom  Salts  Suspected. 

The  death  occurred  at  Preston,  last  week,  of  George  Smith, 
a  tobacconist,  under  circumstances  which  have  led  to  an 
adjournment  of  the  inquest  which  was  held.  Deceased  was 
taken  ill  on  October  3,  and  his  wife  gave  him  half  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  what  she  thought  was  Epsom  salts.  Later  in 
the  evening  her  husband  became  unconscious,  and  the  wife 
was  suspicious  that  the  contents  of  the  packet  were  not 
Epsom  salts.  The  man  died,  and  the  Coroner,  in  explaining 
that  death  seemed  to  have  resulted  from  syncope,  said  the 
medical  men  who  conducted  the  post  mortem  desired  an 
opportunity  of  examining  the  remainder  of  the  contents  in 
the  packet,  which  was  obtained  at  a  grocer's  shop. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

There  is  a  considerable  interest  here  in  the  fortunes  of 
Moseley's  Food  (Limited),  the  proprietors  of  "  Moseley's 
Food,"  which  was  manufactured  in  Sheffield  before  the 
removal  to  the  present  premises  at  Stockport.  The  firm  are 
now  introducing  an  extract  of  meat. 

During  last  week,  owing  to  crowded  hotels,  many  of  the 
delegates  at  the  National  Conservative  Conference  here  had 
to  rely  on  private  hospitality.  Among  these  was  Mr.  Henry 
Potter,  J.P.  (Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke),  who  was  the  guest  of 
Mr.  Councillor  A.  Russell  Fox,  F.L.S.  Mr.  Potter  repre- 
sented Whitechapel  at  the  Conference.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson, 
L.C.C.,  was  also  present. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  fire  at  the  premises  immediately 
adjoining  Messrs.  Boots'  branch  in  Westbar  on  Wednesday 
about  noon,  which  was  fortunately  extinguished  without 
much  damage  being  done.  The  interest  in  this  small  out- 
break was  added  to  by  the  fact  that  there  is  a  gun-shop  in 
the  rear,  and  the  near  presence  of  a  stock  of  ammunition 
increased  the  excitement. 

The  friends  of  Mr.  William  Ward,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
will  be  glad  to  learn  that  he  has  nearly  recovered  from  the 
effects  of  his  accident  at  Harrogate,  although  he  still  walks 
with  a  limp.  From  detailed  accounts  of  the  mishap,  Mr. 
Ward  appears  to  have  been  fortunate  in  escaping  without 
grave  injuries,  as  he  was  pitched  off  the  front  of  the  vehicle 
on  to  the  horses  when  the  'bus  overturned.

Eeuuuuerztirn  c:  Put  lis  Dispensers. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Shoreditch  Guardians  last  week  it 
was  reported  that  the  House  Committee  had  considered  the 
question  of  the  remuneration  of  the  dispenser.  The  Lccal 
Government  Board  have  fixed  for  dispensers  a  commencing 
salary  i  f  1207.,  risirg  to  140Z.  after  four  years,  and  afterwards 
by  increments  cf  10/.  every  four  years  to  180?.  If  the 
Guardians  wish  to  provide  the  officer  with  dinner  and  tea, 
that  must  be  allowed  for  in  fixing  the  salary.  The  Cam- 
mittee  regard  the  scale  laid  down  as  most  unsuitable,  and 
unlikeiy  to  attract  the  class  of  candidates  it  was  apparently 
desired  that  it  shculd.  They  recommended  a  salary  of  120/., 
risirg  to  140/.  in  fcur  years,  with  further  increments  of  5/. 
every  four  years,  to  a  maximum  of  150/.,  without  emoluments, 
the  alternative  being  a  deduction  of  10/.  a  year  for  luncheon 
and  tea.  Mr.  Winkler  said  the  initial  salary  was  not  so  much 
as  ii  used  to  be  on  account  of  the  pension,  and  rightly  so. 
Mr.  Harverson  said  the  emoluments  would  be  worth  25/.  a 
year,  and  the  Committee's  report  was  adopted.

Mr.  Currie,  bachelor,  and  Miss  Gibson,  spinster,  were 
minors  living  in  Berwick,  the  lady  being  only  about  eighteen 
years  old.  They  resolved  to  get  married,  lheir  house  was 
furnished,  all  the  formalities  were  completed,  and  the 
bridegroom,  who  is  employed  in  the  shop  of  a  Berwick 
chemist,  saw  his  prospective  wife  cn  the  eve  of  the  wedding, 
which  was  to  have  taken  place  cn  September  30.  The  next 
morning,  when  the  hcur  for  going  to  chuTch  arrived,  the 
bride  was  nowhere  to  be  found.  The  bridegroom  therefore 
had  to  go  to  the  parish  minister  and  infejm  him  that  the 
marriage-  ctuld  net  take  place  as  the  bride  had  disappeared. 

Fires. 

On  October  5  a  fire  occurred  in  the  store-room  above  the 
shop  of  Mr.  H  J.  Bates,  chemist  and  druggist,  BenwelL 
The  fire-brigade  was  quickly  on  the  scene,  and  the  flames 
were  extinguished  bet  ere  much  dam?ge  had  been  done  to 
tne  baQding,  although  the  stock  suffered  considerably. 

Oj  October  5  fire  broke  out  on  the  premises  of  Messrs. 
fisher  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  Calvert-  S'reet,  "Norwich. 
At  an  early  boor  flames  were  seen  in  a  part  of  the  building, 
and  the  fire-brigade  summoned.  By  some  smart  work  the 
brigade  quickly  got  the  fire  in  hand  and  prevented  it

Damage  estimated  at  20.000/.  was  done  by  a  fire  which 
broke  out  on  October  7  in  Messrs.  Samuel  Ward  k  Co.'s  oil 
and  paint  warehouse  at  32  Great  Guildford  Street,  Southward. 
The  building,  which  was  of  six  floors,  extended  100  feet  in 
cue  c:re::i:u  and  £1  feet  in  the  truer,  aud  —a;  packed  trout 
top  to  bottom  with  great  quantities  of  white-lead,  turpentine, 
paints  of  every  kind,  petroleum  spirit,  and  thousands  of 
t:us  ::  material  :t  the  m:st  iudaturu  ab!e  character.  Iu 
response  to  a  "brigade7'  call  twenty-five  steamers,  long 
ladders,  coal-vans,  and  150  firemen  were  galloped  to  the 
scene  from  all  parts  of  the  metropolis.  Between  half -past  five 
and  six  o'clock  the  flames  were  rushing  from  floor  to  floor 
amongst  the  inflammable  contents,  and,  fanned  by  the 
fairly  strong  western  breeze  which  was  blowing,  the  fire 
rapidly  enveloped  the  whole  building  and  burst  through  the 
roor.  At  this  time  a  lifer  float  from  Blackfriars  Bridge  was 
requisitioned,  and,  mooring  at  a  convenient  point,  added  the 
powerful  jets  of  her  engines  to  the  work.  The  fire  was 
prevented  from  extending  to  neighbouring  premises,  but  the 
four  upper  floors  were  burnt  cut  and  the  roof  was  destroyed. 


Eetaliation. 

The  recent  meeting  of  the  Preston  Chemists'  Association 
(t.  $  D.,  September  26,  page  535)  came  up  for  discussion 
at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Preston  Grocers'  Association 
on  October  5,  when  Mr.  E.  Kay,  an  ex-President  of  the 
Association,  took  strong  exception  to  some  of  the  statements 
made  by  the  chemists  at  that  gathering.  Mr.  Williamson, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Chemists'  Association,  said  that  the 
suggestion  had  been  made  that  the  Chemists"  Associations 
and  the  Grocers'  Associations  should  meet  and  discuss  the 
price  question.  He  (Mr.  Kay)  desired  to  know  whether  the 
Grocers'  Association  had  really  approached  the  chemists  to 
that  effect  ?  Both  the  Chairman  and  the  Secretary  denied 
that  any  advances  had  been  made  by  the  Grocers'  Associa- 
tion, and  Mr.  Kay  proceeded  to  read  a  report  of  the  meeting, 
in  the  course  of  which  it  appeared  that  one  of  the  speakers 
stated  that  grocers  had  no  right  to  sell  many  of  the  goods 
they  now  did,  having  regard  to  the  special  training 
chemists  received.  He  would  not  argue  the  question  as  to 
whether  grocers  had  a  right  to  sell  chemists'  goods  or  whether 
chemists  had  a  right  to  sell  grocers'  goods,  but  he  wished  it 
clearly  understood  that  the  Preston  Grocers'  Association  did 
!  not  request  the  chemists  to  meet  them  on  the  question  of 
fixing  prices.  (Hear,  hear.)  Ever  fince  the  formation  of 
the  Grocers'  Association  he,  as  they  knew,  had  taken  the 
very  strong  position  that  they  shou'd  not  fix  the  selling-prices 
of  gcods.  They  had  seen  so  many  associations  failing  over 
that  matter  that  in  Preston  they  determined  to  leave  it 
alone.  At  the  same  time  he  had  discovered  that  the  sugges- 
tion for  the  proposed  conference  emanated  from  the  P. AT. A, 
of  which  Mr.  Glyn  Jones  was  the  Secretary.  Surely  the 
chemists  might  have  had  the  goodness  tc  acknowledge  that 
the  proposal  came  from  their  own  ranks.  (Hear,  hear.) 
Personally,  however,  he  was  in  sympathy  with  the  P.AT.A., 
and  was  anxicus  that  he  should  not  be  misunderstood  in 
regard  to  that.  The  P.A.T.A.  plan  applied  to  the  whole 
country,  but  the  plan  as  foreshadowed  by  the  chemists  would 
make  the  price  question  purely  local.  He  did  not  wish  it  to 
appear  that  the  Preston  growers  were  endeavouring  to  raise 
the  price  of  proprietary  articles.  (Hear,  hear.)  Mr.  Beard- 
wood  (Secretary)  also  wished  to  make  it  clear  that  they  had 
no  need  to  ask  the  chemists  to  confer.  They  were  working 
together  for  the  protection  of  trade  generally,  and  not  for 
the  fixing  of  prices :  therefore  they  were  bound  to  be  in 
sympathy  with  any  other  trading  body  working  on  similarly 
legitimate  grounds.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  taste  of  one  of  the 
speakers  at  the  chemh-ts'  meeting  (Mr.  Arkle)  was  equal  to 
his  logic,  and  his  logic  was  very  bad  indeed.  Mr.  Arkle 
painted  out  that  grocers  had  no  right  to  sell  chemists' 
articles,  for  the  simple  reason  that  chemists  were  registered 
and  had  to  undergo  a  special  training,  but  he  would  like  to 
tell  Mr.  Arkle  that  if  he,  as  a  chemist,  were  to  confine  himself 
to  dealing  only  in  those  goods  for  which  a  special  training 
was  necessary  he  would  have  fe^er  goods  to  sell.  He  was 
pleased  to  notice  that  the  chemi-ts'  Secretary  did  not  share 
the  opinions  of  Mr.  Arkle  or  Mr.  Hadfield,  and  he  (Mr. 
Beardwood)  hoped  the  Chemists'  Association  did  not,  and 
that  Mr.  Arkle  and  Mr.  Hadrield  were  the  two  exceptions. 

The  "Week's  Poisonings. 
"Four  of  the  fifteen  deaths  from  poisoning  that  have 
occurred  during  tne  week  were  atrriooted  to  misadventure, 
tue  ::"uer5  were  clearly  suicides.  Six  deaths  -'ere  caused  by 
laudanum  The  victims  were  Ada  Parker,  of  Seaham,  a 
butcher's  widow  of  intemperate  habits:  Edward  Jones,  of 

!  Botherham,  an  ex-soldkr;  Sarah  Bagley,  a  Grimethorpe 
miner's  wife;  Florence  Wright,  a  y^u-g  married  woman  at 
Basford:  Matilda  Russell,  a  Sharker  :-ok  commission  agent's 
wife,  who  was  suffering  from  melancholia ;  and  Isabel'a 
Newsham,  the  wife  of  a  master  mariner  at  Liverpool. 
At  the  inquest  on  the  last-named  victim  the  evidence  showed 

!  that  two  laudanu-n-bottles  were  fcund  by  her  side.  A  few 
davs  before  she  had  g  ne  to  a  heal  chemirt  and  asked  for 
22.  of  laudanum,  hut  the  ctemL-t  declined  to  serve  her  with 
more  than  Id.  worh.  Deceased  said  she  wanted  the  poison 
to  allay  the  pang*  of  neuralgia.  She  ihen  went  to  another 
shop  and  s ucc«-ed«  d  in  obti-inirg  Zi  of  laudanum.  The 
Coroner  (Mr.  T.  E  Samps' n)  fgain  c- mmented  on  the 
necessitv  for  mak'r  g  rrore  d  fficult  ihe  purchase  of  poison3 
by  the  public.    Afttr  deliberation,  the  jury  fci  n  1  that  death 
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was  due  to  misadventure.  Carbolic  acid  was  taken  by  a 
starving  boiler-maker  named  Murdock,  who  lived  at  South 
Shields  ;  by  a  Southport  servant-girl  named  Reynolds  ;  and 
by  Emily  Goodwin,  a  general  servant  to  a  Hornsey  lady. 
A  Leeds  tailoress,  Sarah  Ellen  Riley,  poisoned  herself  with 
oxalic  acid,  and  the  same  poison  was  taken  in  mistake  for 
Epsom  salts  by  George  Robert  Powley,  a  waiter,  at  Ilfra- 
combe.  A  Worcester  leather- worker,  Alfred  Bishop,  poisoned 
himself  with  arsenic.  Otto  Hoensch,  a  professor  of  languages 
and  teacher  of  chemistry,  was  poisoned  by  cyanide  of 
potassium  at  Altrincham  on  October  3,  presumably  by 
mistake.  A  Wombwell  miner,  Charles  Crump,  swallowed  a 
quantity  of  belladonna-liniment  to  which  a  number  of 
lucifer-matches  had  been  added.  He  died  from  phosphorus 
and  belladonna  poisoning.  John  Frankland,  a  Bolton 
plumber,  poisoned  himself  in  Queen's  Park  Recreation- 
ground  with  spirit  of  salt.

The  Coroner's  jury  found  that  he  died  from  an  overdose  of 
chloral  taken  to  induce  sleep.

The  Belfast  Board  of  Guardians  will  meet  on  October  13 
to  elect  a  dispenser  for  the  workhouse  at  a  salary  of  80/., 
with  rations  and  apartments. 

Business  Changes. 

Mr.  Joseph  Moffet,  for  a  number  of  years  with  Mr. 
W.  Haslett,  druggist,  Belfast,  has  commenced  business  at  225 
and  227  Donegall  Road,  Belfast. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Thackeray,  L.P.S.I.,  has  acquired  the  Queen 
Street  Medical  Hall,  Dublin.  Mr.  Thackeray  is  the  originator 
of  the  newly  started  Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  and 
Apprentices'  Association. 

Presentation. 

On  September  30  the  staff  of  the  Cork  Chemical  and  Drug 
Company  (Limited)  met  at  the  warehouses,  80  Patrick 
Street,  Cork,  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  Mr.  P.  J.  D.  Fielding, 
manager  of  the  company,  with  an  illuminated  address  on  the 
occasion  of  his  marriage.  Mr.  D.  Horgon  (Secretary  of  the 
company),  who  presided,  congratulated  Mr.  FieldiEg  on  his 
approaching  marriage.  The  address  referred  to  Mr.  Fielding's 
business  capacity,  high  personal  character,  &c.  Messrs. 
Walsh,  Dorman,  Ferguson,  and  Kennelly,  heads  of  the 
various  departments,  joined  in  the  expression  of  the  good 
wishes  to  Mr.  Fielding. 

Belturbet  Explains. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Cavan  Guardians  last  week,  Dr. 
Soraghan,  medical  officer  of  the  Belturbet  Dispensary,  wrote 
in  reference  to  the  complaint  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
(C.  D.,  October  3)  as  to  the  excessive  cost  of  medicines 
and  medical  appliances  used  in  his  dispensary.  The  cost  of 
medicines  delivered  at  the  dispensary  was  36Z.  2s.  9d.,  and 
the  medical  and  surgical  appliances  5/.  16s.  lid.  The  reason 
of  the  apparently  excessive  cost  was  that  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  the  stock  of  medicines  and  appliances  was  very  low. 
The  quantity  of  drugs  procured  actually  lasted  thirteen 
months,  and  was  given  in  one  form  or  another  to  211  serious 
cases  of  illness  treated  at  the  patients'  houses,  and  418  at 
the  dispensary  ;  in  all,  629  cases.  Considering  the  number 
of  cases  treated,  he  thought  the  work  was  economically  done.

It  is  generally  supposed  that  the  English  chemist  stands 
alone  in  selling  articles  outside  of  the  usual  lines,  but  a 
chemist  in  the  far  North  is  making  a  side-line  of  boots  and 
shoes. 

Dundee  Notes. 

Summer  trade  still  lingers  though  October  has  arrived. 
Fly-papers  are  much  in  demand. 

What  is  chlorodyne  1  A  preparation  bearing  this  name, 
but  apparently  composed  of  the  most  innocent  ingredients,, 
is  being  sold  in  a  general  store  here  at  a  penny  a  bottle. 
Obviously  this  constitutes  as  great  a  public  danger  as 
paregoric  sine  opio. 

The  drugs  and  sundries  which  belonged  to  the  late  Dr. 
R.  S.  Smith,  Monifieth,  were  sold  by  public  auction  in- 
Dundee  last  week.  Mr.  Chas.  Kerr,  DivLional  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  called  upon  the  auctioneer  and 
warned  him  not  to  allow  poisonous  medicines  to  get  into  the 
hands  of  the  general  public. 

Edinburgh  Notes. 

Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins,  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  was  expected  in  E  linburgh  on  an  official  visit  after 
the  Council-meeting. 

The  slaughter  of  Minor  candidates  at  York  Place  has  not* 
been  less  this  month  than  usual,  ami  there  is  a  good  deal 
of  grumbling  about  the  academic  nature  and  the  sanity  of 
some  of  the  work  given. 

Councillor  Richard  Clark  (Messrs.  Raimes,  Clark  &  Co., 
wholesale  druggists)  has  been  again  selected  for  nomination, 
as  town  councillor  for  St  Stephen's  ward  In  the  course  of 
the  meeting  it  was  mentioned  that  Mr.  Clark  is  in  the  running 
for  the  Lord  Frovostship. 

The  Town  Council  on  Tuesday  sanctioned  a  number  of 
appointments  for  the  new  City  Ho-pital  at  Colinton  Mains, 
which  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  open  earlier  than  was 
intended  owiDg  to  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  in  the 
city.  One  of  the  officials  to  be  appointed  is  a  female  dis- 
penser, at  a  salary  of  50/.  per  annum.  Hitherto  a  dispenser 
has  been  employed  who  attended  only  at  certain  periods  of 
the  day,  when  necessary  ;  but.  owing  to  the  distance  from 
the  city,  a  resident  dispenser  has  been  found  necessary,  and 
the  Public  Health  Committee  have  agreed  to  employ  at 
female  dispenser.

(Prom  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Dr.  Theophile  Roussel,  Senator,  who  died  last  week,  is^ 
best  known  as  the  originator  of  the  law  for  the  protection  of 
infants.  It  is  perhaps  less  generally  known  that  in  his 
younger  days  he  studied  necrosi-  and  other  maladies  of 
matchmakers,  and  wrote  (in  18  17;  a  "New  and  Complete 
Manual  for  the  Manufacture  of  Chemical  Matches." 

An  "Assistants  Federation,"  or  Entente  Cordiale  for 
the  various  syndicates  of  pharmacists'  assistants,  is  ther 
latest  idea  of  the  Paru-ian  i-yndicite  of  "  Preparateurs  en 
Pharmacie."  The  Syndic ites  at  Marseilles,  Limoges,  Rouen, 
Besancm,  and  Le  Havre  hive  app  minted  delegates  to  confer 
with  their  Parisian  aonf/i  wwitb  a  view  to  united  action. 

Fibst-aid  for  Viper-bites — The  Petit  Par is ien  reminds 
the  French  sportsman  that  viper-bites  may  possibly  be  the 
result  of  tramping  through  thic'tets.  It  hints  that  a  tiny 
syringe  and  a  phial  of  solution  of  permanganate  of  potash 
and  chloride  of  gold  (I  part  to  100  paits  of  water),  need  not. 
occupy  more  space  than  a  matchbox.  The  writer  recommends 
that  the  wound  be  first  sucked — thus  did  the  fair  Eleanor- 
save  the  life  of  King  Elwaid  (not  the  Seventh),  ac-d  then 
2  or  3  c.c.  of  solution  injected. 

The  Frenxh  Employers'  Liability  Act  interests 
pharmacists  who  may  supp'y  remedies  to  injured  worn  tn 
&C,  as  the  recent  discussion  of  the  subject  at  the  Eure, 
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Pharmacy  Syndicate  proves.  The  general  opinion  is  that  if 
the  employer  choose  the  pharmacist,  the  ordinary  tariff  may 
be  charged.  If,  on  the  contrary,  the  workman  comes  alone, 
he  is  entitled  to  the  pauper  tariff  ("gratuitous  medical 
assistance"  rates).  But  as  a  rule  the  master  is  assured, 
and  the  pharmacist  has  to  fight  out  the  matter  with  a 
wealthy  and  possibly  rapacious  assurance  company,  which 
claims  the  pauper  tariff.  These,  so  far  as  present  indications  go, 
ought  to  jorofit  by  the  "  Provident  Societies  "  reduced  tariff, 
but  the  "  pauper  "  tariff  is  only  for  genuine  indigents  whose 
expenses  are  paid  out  of  the  rates. 

A  Terrible  Fire  broke  out  at  Marseilles  on  September  28 
in  the  steam  grinding-mills  of  M.  Antoine  Cobet,  Boulevard 
des  Dames.  This  factory,  situated  some  200  yards  from  the 
well-known  Quai  de  la  Joliette,  is  principally  employed  in 
grinding  drugs,  particularly  insect-powder.  The  dense, 
acrid,  and  stifling  fumes  produced  by  the  burning  pyrethrum 
and  chamomile  rendered  it  almost  impossible  for  the  firemen 
to  approach.  They  finally  betook  themselves  to  the  adjacent 
houses,  and  played  upon  the  fire  from  the  upper  storeys.  The 
total  value  of  the  property  destroyed  is  estimated  at 
4,0002. 

On  the  Black-list. — M.  Marc  de  Toledo  (the  pharma- 
cist who  rendered  such  useful  first-aid  at  the  Metro  accident 
in  August)  received  a  letter  from  an  assistant  he  had  just 
discharged,  informing  him  his  name  had  been  placed  "  on  the 
black-lit  t"  of  the  Assistants' Syndicate.  M.  de  Toledo,  an 
old  friend  and  well-wisher  of  the  Syndicate,  took  the  trouble 
to  write  and  ask  if  it  were  true.  The  Secretary  promptly 
replied  that  it  was  a  pure  invention.  M.  Eossay,  the  dis- 
charged assistant,  had  never  been  a  member  of  the  Syndi- 
cate, and  although  this  body  does  not  hesitate  to  publish  in 
its  official  organ  any  well-proved  case  of  injustice  towards 
assistants,  it  has  always  maintained  a  friendly  and  courteous 
tone  towards  pharmacists  in  general. 


The  Coming  Centenary. 

A  Chat  about  the  Arrangements. 

"  Ah,  you  know  the  President  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  comiDg  after  all!"  was  M.  Bourquelot's  first 
greeting  to  me  a  day  or  two  ago,  his  manner  and  intonation  I 
testifying  the  sincere  satisfaction  which  Mr.  Atkins's  decision  1 
had  afforded  him.    "And  M.  Idris  too,  who  wrote  us  a  very 
nice  letter  (une  lettre  charmante)." 

I  suitably  congratulated  the  General  Secretary  of  the 
Paris  Society  on  having  secured  the  presence  of  two  such 
thoroughly  representative  men,  and  inquired  :  "  And  the  rest 
of  the  five  great  Powers,  will  they  all  send  official  delegates  1  " 

"  France  and  England  you  know  about ;  and  we  shall  have 
one  German  pharmacist  at  least.  From  Austria  and  Eussia 
I  have  no  acceptance  so  far,  for  you  understand  the  distances 
from  those  countries  to  Paris  are  very  great,  but  I  am  in 
hopes  that  M.  Ferrein  will  decide  to  come.  You  know  he  is  I 
President  of  the  Moscow  Society  of  Pharmacy,  and  owns  one 
of  the  biggest  pharmacies  in  Eussia." 

"  And  your  nearer  neighbours  ?  " 

"The  Belgians,  as  in  1900,  will  be  well  represented;  they 
have  practically  all  accepted.  We  shall  have  at  least  one 
delegate  from  Switzerland  and  two  from  Italy,  besides  a 
Dane  (M.  Eeimers).  Spain  and  Holland  I  am  less  sure  about, 
so  far." 

"  And  the  United  States  ?  " 

"  Too  far  away  to  come  just  for  twenty-four  hours,  I  fear. 
But  from  America,  as  from  many  other  places,  I  have 
received  letters  which,  though  regretting  inability  to  attend,  I 
convey  such  flattering  appreciations  of  our  Society  that  we 
have,  all  the  same,  a  feeling  of  gratification." 

"  And  the  programme  ?  " 

"Here  it  is,  in  manuscript  at  least.  Simple  enough,  as 
you  see.  At  1.30,  reception  of  guests  in  the  Salle  des  Pas 
Perdus  of  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy." 

"  That  is  the  vestibule  outside  the  great  hall  ?  " 

"Yes;  where  the  walls  are  adorned  by  Bernard's  famous 
frescoes." 

"Then,"  continued  M.  Bourquelot,  "we  shall  have  our 
stance  solenndle  at  2  p.m.  in  the  Salle  des  Actes  hard  by. 
The  programme  includes  three  principal  items— (1)  address 
by  M.  Leger,  President  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy ; 


(2)  the  presentation  of  addresses  to  the  Society  from  por- 
vincial  and  foreign  pharmaceutical  associations,  &c.  ;  (3)  my 
paper  on  the  historical  origins  of  the  Society.  After  the 
proceedings  refreshments  will  be  offered  to  those  present." 

"  And  you  banquet  the  same  evening  ?  " 

"  At  the  Hotel  Continental  at  7  p.m." 

As  I  was  about  to  leave,  M.  Bourquelot  said :  "  And  please 
do  not  forget,  when  giving  a  list  of  the  names,  to  add  the 
'&c,  &c.'  For  there  are  quite  a  number  of  foreigners,  &c, 
invited  who  may  turn  up  at  the  last  moment.  I  have  simply 
asked  them  to  let  me  know  twenty-four  hours  in  advance  to 
facilitate  arrangements." 


Colonial  ano  jforeian  mews. 


Italian  Fertiliser-manufacturers  A  syndicate  of 

Italian  firms  who  produce  artificial  fertilisers  has  been 
formed,  with  a  capital  of  600,000/.  The  objects  are  to 
amalgamate  Italian  factories  which  produce  fertilisers  and 
allied  chemical  products,  and  to  regulate  prices  and  pro- 
duction.   Some  important  firms  are  outside  the  syndicate. 

Plant-protection. — An  association  of  geographical  and 
systematic  botanists  was  formed  at  Berlin  on  September  17 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  natural  formation  and 
individuality  of  plants.  Professor  Eagler  was  appointed 
President,  and  Herr  Pfitzer,  of  Heidelberg,  Vice-President.  It 
was  decided  to  hold  the  next  meeting  at  Stuttgart  in 
August,  1904. 

Mining  for  Eadium. — It  is  stated  that  a  company  is 
being  organised  at  Denver,  Colorado,  for  the  purpose  of 
mining  for  radium.  Specimens  of  the  ore  are  said  to  have 
been  analysed  by  Professor  and  Madame  Curie,  who  pro- 
nounced the  Eoutt  County  ore  to  be  the  best  in  the  country 
for  the  purpose  of  producing  radium.  The  ore  found  is  almost 
entirely  free  from  gold,  but  carrying  uranium  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  was  decided  to  take  up  claims. 

Phosphates  in  Japan. — A  British  consular  report  states 
that  deposits  of  phosphates  have  been  discovered  at  the 
village  of  Kaino  in  Japan.  The  quality  of  the  deposits 
varies  a  good  deal,  but  the  average  is  about  10  per  cent, 
phosphoric  acid.  Exploration  so  far  made  shows  that  there 
is  a  considerable  quantity  of  the  phosphate.  The  mine  is 
about  1§  mile  from  the  port  of  Funatsu,  on  the  Bay  of  Toba, 
so  that  shipments  can  easily  be  made. 

The  Borax  Trust. — The  report  of  the  committee  on  the 
drug-market  read  before  the  National  Wholesale  Druggists' 
Association,  at  Boston  last  month,  contained  a  vigorous 
protest  in  regard  to  the  working  of  the  Borax  Trust,  because 
they  have  suppressed  all  competition  and  allow  no  profit  to 
dealers.  The  irony  of  the  situation  seems  to  lie  in  the  fac 
that  while  the  article  sells  for  about  3c.  abroad,  American  con 
sumers  and  manufacturers  have  to  pay  a  protective  duty  of 
5c.  per  lb.  on  a  product  of  their  own  country,  and  the  profits 
go  into  the  pockets  of  the  English  syndicate.  The  committee 
recommend  that  the  N.W.D.A.  should  take  a  hand  in  fighting 
"  this  outrage,"  and  suggest  that  it  can  only  be  disposed  of 
by  attacking  it  in  Washington. 

Cuban  Druggists'  Strike. — The  imposition  of  a  special 
internal  revenue  tax  of  2c.  on  each  bottle  or  package  of 
patent  medicines  or  toilet-articles  by  the  provincial  authorities 
of  Havana,  which  caused  the  "  strike "  of  drug-store 
proprietors,  has,  according  to  Meyer  Brothers  Druggist,  finally 
been  modified  so  that  it  is  fairly  acceptable  to  the  druggists. 
For  almost  four  months  the  case  has  dragged  along,  and  the 
public  has  been  the  greatest  sufferer,  since  during  this  period 
the  stores  refused  to  sell  patent  or  proprietary  medicines  for 
fear  of  being  fined.  Eealising  that  they  could  not  gain  their 
ends  by  "  striking,"  the  pharmacists  decided  to  make 
overtures  to  the  authorities  for  a  modification  of  the  tax  law. 
and  in  the  meanwhile  to  discontinue  the  sale  of  patents  and 
toilet-articles.  This  was  done,  and  after  two  months  of 
conferences  a  compromise  was  effected,  by  which  an  addi- 
tional annual  licence-tax  is  imposed  instead  of  the  special 
2c.  stamp-tax  on  each  package.  Everyone  seems  better 
satisfied,  and  the  stores  have  displayed  large  cardboard 
signs  announcing  the  fact  that  they  have  resumed  the  sale 
of  toilet-article  and  patents.

A  Chemists'  Assistants'  Union  has  been  formed  in 
Sydney.  The  preliminary  meeting  was  held  on  August  23 
and  a  committee  chosen  to  draft  the  rules  for  submission  to 
a  general  meeting.  The  Union  has  by  the  N.S.W.  laws  to  be 
registered  under  the  Arbitration  Act. 

i  Use  of  the  Telephone. — The  Victorian  telephone 
authorities  have  objected  to  chemists  using  their  telephone 
on  behalf  of  non-subscribing  customers  in  such  cases  as 
asking  a  doctor  to  call  when  out  on  his  rounds.  As  a  result  of 
agitation,  the  Post  and  Telegraph  Department  have  since 
intimated  that  they  will  not  in  future  object  to  the  use  of 
the  telephone  in  this  particular  instance.  A  chemist  is 
surely  entitled  to  use  the  telephone  in  the  interests  of  his 
business  without  official  sanction. 

The  Anti-cutting  Association,  which  originated  in 
Sydney,  is  an  organisation  independent  of  Pharmacy  Boards 
or  Societies.  It  is  founded  on  similar  lines  to  the  British 
P.A.T.A.,  and  with  similar  objects.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  L.  A. 
Zions)  explains  the  object  of  the  A.C.A.  in  the  current 
number  of  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia.  Over  a 
hundred  chemists  have  already  paid  their  subscriptions. 
The  wholesale  houses  which  control  the  proprietary-medicine 
trade  have  agreed  to  join  the  movement. 

An  Educational  Conference  of  the  Pharmacy  Boards 
of  Australia  is  to  be  held  in  the  last  week  of  October.  The 
idea  is  to  arrive  at  a  uniform  system  of  examination  and  to 
endeavour  to  fix  a  standard  of  educational  requirements. 
The  CD. A.  suggests  that  three  sets  of  papers  from  the  six 
Boards,  and  the  answers,  should  be  submitted  to  each  of  the 
examiners,  with  a  request  that  they  would  appraise  the 
value  of  the  answers,  the  results  to  be  afterwards  published. 
In  this  way  an  idea  would  be  obtained  of  the  relative 
standard  of  the  examinations. 

An  Exclusive  Society. — The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
New  South  Wales  do  not  admit  within  their  ranks  the  "  d." 
men,  because  they  were  registered  only  upon  the  ground  of 
having  been  engaged  in  the  drug-trade  at  the  passing  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  The  view  of  the  Society  is  that  the  member- 
ship is  open  to  such  men  if  they  pass  a  fairly  easy  Modified 
examination,  and  that  the  admission  of  unexamined  men 
would  cause  a  secession  of  many  of  the  present  members 
and  lower  the  status  of  the  Society.  The  matter  has  been 
under  discussion  by  the  Society,  and  there  is  no  probability 
of  an  alteration  in  the  constitution  of  the  Society  for  the 
present. 

Mr.  W.  Wardrop,  who  has  been  elected  President  of  the 
Otago  Pharmaceutical  Association,  first  commenced  business 
at  Wellington  in  1877.  After  two  years  he  removed  to  South 
Dunedin,  and  has  continued  business  in  that  locality  ever 
since.  He  was  elected  on  eight  occasions  mayor  of  that 
borough,  and  after  a  retirement  of  several  years  was  recently 
elected  a  councillor.  Mr.  Wardrop  has  also  been  a  member 
of  the  Dunedin  Harbour  Board,  Dunedin  Licensing  Com- 
mittee, member  of  the  Charitable-Aid  Board,  and  trustee  of 
the  Dunedin  Hospital.  A  few  years  ago  he  unsuccessfully 
contested  a  seat  in  Parliament.  Mr.  Wardrop  has  been 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  Colony  for  the  past  twenty 
years,  being  the  only  chemist  in  Dunedin  and  suburbs  hold- 
ing that  honour. 

Phosferine  Trade-mark— An  appeal  has  been  lodged  in 
Wellington  by  Ashton  &  Parsons  (Limited),  of  London, 
against  the  decision  of  the  Registrar  of  Patents  to  allow  the 
registration  of  the  words  "  Marshall's  Fospherine  "  by  Mar- 
shall's Chemical  Company  (Limited).  Ashton  &  Parsons  had 
also  applied  to  the  Registrar  of  Patents  to  register  a  trade- 
mark "  Phosferine,"  and  their  application  was  granted. 
They,  however,  opposed  the  registration  of  "  Fospherine  "  on 
the  ground  that  it  applied  to  the  same  class  of  goods  as 
"  Phosferine,"  a  name  registered  by  them  many  years  ago. 


The  Registrar  decided  that,  a?  each  of  the  parties  have  used 
the  mark  independently  and  bond  fide  for  several  years,  the 
mark  should  be  registered  in  both  names. 

Tasmanian  Early-closing  Bill. — An  Early-closing  Bill 
has  been  introduced  in  Tasmania  by  the  Attorney-General. 
The  Bill  excludes  from  the  early-closing  provisions  chemists 
and  druggists,  as  well  as  undertakers,  public-houses,  and 
vendors  of  some  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  but  Part  3,  dealing 
with  shop-assistants,  affects  pharmacists  as  well  as  all  other 
traders.  Clause  15  provides  that  all  shop-assistants  em- 
ployed in  any  exempted  shop  shall  be  allowed  a  half-holiday 
from  half-past  one  p.m.  on  some  one  week  day  in  every  week 
except  a  week  in  which  there  is  a  public  or  bank  holiday 
allowed  to  such  assistants  as  a  holiday  or  half-holiday. 
Every  shop-assistant  shall  be  allowed  one  hour  between  the 
hours  of  twelve  noon  and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for 
dinner,  and  on  every  evening  when  the  shop  is  open  after 
six  o'clock  one  hour  between  the  hours  of  five  and  seven 
o'clock  for  tea.  No  woman  nor  any  young  person  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  shall  be  employed  about  a  shop  for  a  longer 
period  than  nine  hours  (excluding  meal-times)  in  any  one 
day,  except  on  one  day  in  each  week,  when  the  period  may 
be  twelve  hours.  No  woman  or  young  person  shall  be  em- 
ployed for  a  longer  period  than  fifty-four  hours  (excluding 
meal-times)  in  any  one  week.

Salts,  Carlsbad,  a  medicinal  compound,  15  per  cent. 
Sulphide  of  sodium,  free. 

Sulphur  torch,  formaldehyde,  with  tin  and  glass  containers, 
free. 

Tabloids  containing  opium  or  morphia,  30s.  per  lb.  of  opium  con- 
tained therein  when  not  dutiable  at  a  higher  rate  under  the 
heading  of  medicine. 

Toilet-preparations  :  Liquor  carbonis  detergens  (Wright's  alco- 
holic solution  of  coal-tar),  and  any  medicinal  or  toilet  prepara- 
tions containing  wood  naphtha  are  not  to  be  classed  as  methylated 
spirits,  as  spirits. 

Toilet-preparations,  containing  spirits,  25s.  per  gal.,  or  29  per 
cent.,  whichever  higher. 

Mr.  Thomas  Maugham,  the  newly  elected  President  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Queensland,  was  born  within 
the  sound  of  Bow  Bells,  his  father  (Dr.  William  Maugham) 
being  in  practice  in  the  West-end  of  London,  and  also 
lecturer  in  chemistry  and  medical  jurisprudence  to  the 
Charing  Cross  and  Westminster  Hospitals.  Mr.  Maugham 
served  his  apprenticeship  to  Mr.  R.  Watkins,  of  Belgravia, 
and  subsequently  was  an  assistant  with  John  Bell  &  Co., 
Oxford  Street.  In  conjunction  with  his  father,  who  was 
consulting  chemist  to  the  London  Gas-works  and  several 
important  institutions,  Mr.  Maugham  started  Maugham's 
Chemical- works,  with  which  was  associated  a  large  mineral- 
water- manufacturing  business  at  Park  Road,  Clapham. 
When  this  was  turned  into  a  limited  liability  company  Mr. 
Maugham  opened  a  pharmacy  at  Lavender  Hill,  and,  after 
carrying  on  for  some  time,  disposed  of  the  business,  and 
opened  again  at  Peckham.  During  this  time  Mr.  Maugham's- 
wife's  health  necessitated  a  complete  change,  and  Queens- 
land was  selected  as  the  place  to  settle  in.  In  1882  Mr. 
Maugham  landed  in  Brisbane,  and  joined  Mr.  Yea  in  his 
pharmaceutical  practice  and  in  the  aerated-water  business. 
The  latter  portion  ot  the  business  was  taken  over  by  a  company, 
and  when  Mr.  Yeo  disposed  of  his  pharmacy  Mr.  Maugham 
opened  at  New  Farm,  where  he  has  been  for  the  past  eleven 
years. 


A  Florida-water  Tipple. — Six  Alaskan  Indians  have  died 
from  the  effects  of  drinking  Florida  water  containing  96  per 
cent,  of  wood  alcohol.  The  trader  who  sold  it  was  tried 
for  selling  liquor  to  Indians,  but  was  acquitted. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 

A GOOD  deal  of  work  was  got  through  in  a  comparatively 
short  space  of  time,  but  Wednesday's  meeting  was 
•characterised  by  long  discussions  in  committee.  A  resolu- 
tion of  sympathy  on  the  death  of  Barnard  Simpson  Proctor 
was  first  passed,  and  then  the  affairs  of  the  Benevolant  Fund 
were  taken  in  hand.  Grants  amounting  to  144/.  were  appor- 
tioned to  applicants  and  the  selection  made  of  four  candi- 
dates for  the  three  annuities  to  be  given  in  December.  The 
Martindale  Bust  and  Medal  Fund  was  formally  accepted  by 
resolution.  A  clause  was  added  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill 
expressly  conserving  the  right  of  the  per.  ons  mentioned  in 
Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  or  Section  1  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Act,  1869.  The  Bill  is  to  be 
reintroduced  as  soon  as  Parliament  meets.  Mr.  Gifford 
objected  to  the  Bill  as  too  complicated,  and  would  prefer  a 
simple  titles  Bill.  Mr.  Wootton  emphasised  the  fact  that 
Clause  7  is  the  crucial  clause  of  the  Bill.  The  General 
Purposes  Committee  consider  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  scheme  of 
post-graduate  lectures  impracticable,  but  the  evening 
meetings  will  this  session  probably  take  the  form  of 
technical  lectures,  to  see  if  there  is  a  demand  for  such 
instruction.  Thare  were  224-  candidates  for  the  Minor 
examination  in  Lmdon,  but  only  sixty  passed.  The  pro- 
portion was  better  for  the  Major,  as  four  out  of  the  five 
candidates  passed.  The  address  which  the  President  is  to 
take  to  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  was  ordered  to  be 
stamped  with  the  seal  of  the  Society. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  W.C.,  on  October  7.  There  were  present  the  Pre- 
sident (Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins),  Vice-President  (Mr.  C.  B.  Allen), 
Treasurer  (Mr.  Walter  Hills),  and  Messrs.  Michael  Carteighe, 
■O.  Corder,  W.  G.  Cross,  W.  L.  Currie,  R.  L.  Gifford,  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones,  J.  F.  Harrington,  John  Harrison,  G.  T.  W. 
Newsholme,  C.  J.  Park,  R.  A.  Robinson,  A.  Southall,  C. 
Symes,  J.  Taylor,  A.  C.  Wootton,  and  J.  R.  Young. 

Mr.  Bremridge  was  still  too  indisposed  to  be  at  the 
meeting.  His  place  was  taken  by  Mr.  Chater,  who  was 
.assisted  by  Mr.  Freud. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  taken  as  read. 

The  Late  Mr.  Proctor. 

The  President  mentioned  the  death  of  Barnard  Simpson 
Proctor,  which  occurred  on  September  22.  The  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  agreed  to  on  the  motion  of  the 
President,  seconded  by  the  Vice-President  : 

This  Council  deeply  regrets  the  death  of  Barnard  S.  Proctor, 
one  of  the  Society's  most  loyal  and  respected  members,  and 
detires  to  record  its  sincere  appreciation  of  his  many  services 
to  the  Society  and  to  the  calling  with  which  his  name  will  ever  be  so 
honourably  associated.  As  a  past  member  of  the  Council  and  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners  for  England  and  Wale?,  as  a  leader  of 
pharmaceutical  thought,  and  as  a  teacher  of  pharmaceutical 
practice,  Barnard  Simpson  Proctor  has  the  highest  claims  to 
the  gratitude  and  affection  of  British  pharmacists,  and  the  memory 
of  his  strenuous  efforts  during  fifty  years  for  the  Society  and  the 
alvaneement  of  his  craft  will  not  readily  fade  from  the  minds  of 
those  who  were  privileged  to  work  with  him  or  who  have  derived 
encouragement  from  his  labours.  The  Council  tenders  its  sincere 
sympathy  to  the  family  of  the  late  member,  and  resolves  that  a 
.copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  Mrs.  Pro3tor. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 

A  number  (not  stated)  of  persons  were  elected  members 
■or  student  associates,  and  several  were  restored  to  their 
former  status  in  the  Society.  Some  names  were,  on  the 
statutory  declaration  of  the  applicants,  ordered  to  be  restored 
to  the  Rpgis'.er.

The  Vice-President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  said  an  unusually  large  number  of  cases  for  casual 
grants  were  considered  by  the  committee,  and  grants — two 
of  20/.,  two  of  15/.,  three  of  13/.,  three  of  10/.,  and  one  of 
5/. — were  made.  The  selection  of  the  candidates  for 
annuities  to  be  elected  in  December  took  up  a  considerable 
amount  of  time,  and  ended  in  the  recommendation  that  three 
candidates  be  added  to  the  provisional  list  which  already 
contains  the  name  of  the  unsuccessful  candidate  of  the  last 
election.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  six  deaths 
amongst  the  annuitants,  and  some  people  might  think  this 
denoted  six  vacancies.  The  fact  is,  however,  that  the  an- 
nuities from  the  fund  have,  owing  to  circumstances,  been 
kept  up  to  a  large  number  in  recent  years.  The  committee 
are  not  altogether  guided  by  the  amount  of  money  in  hand, 
but  care  is  taken  to  make  the  need  of  the  case  the 
chief  factor.  Most  rigorous  inquiries  are  made  through  the 
organisation  of  the  Society.  He  reminded  those  who  are 
timorous  as  to  the  small  number  of  candidates  recom- 
mended for  election  that  the  Benevolent  Fund  has  never 
been  more  active  than  now;  more  candidates  are  relieved 
than  ever  before.  Many  years  ago  the  casual  grants  were  on 
a  much  smaller  scale ;  some  300/.  was  formerly  distributed 
annually,  whilst  now  700/ ,  800/.,  or  even  1,000/.  is  paid  out, 
the  casual  grants  taking  more  the  form  of  minor  annuities. 
In  many  of  the  cases  of  need  which  come  before  the 
committee  it  has  been  found  possible  to  co-operate  with  the 
relatives  or  some  other  charity  for  the  welfare  of  the 
applicant.  In  this  way  a  great  amount  of  good  has  been 
done  in  recent  years.  He  (the  speaker)  was  sorry  to  find 
that  there  is  an  impression  on  the  part  of  divisional  secre- 
taries that  they  are  relieved  of  the  duty  of  collecting  money 
for  the  Benevolent  Fund.  Formerly,  when  the  Secretaries 
collected  the  annual  subscriptions  they  asked  for  contribu- 
tions to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  He  hoped  that  any  of  those 
gentlemen  who  read  his  remarks  will  endeavour  to  whip  up 
the  local  chemists,  and  he  was  sure  that  the  result  will  be 
a  welcome  addition  to  the  fund.  Every  case  is  relieved 
according  to  the  requirements,  but  still  a  considerable 
amount  of  money  is  needed.  Many  of  the  younger  men  in 
the  trade  who  are  getting  good  salaries  rather  neglect  the 
fund.  This  had  been  brought  home  to  him  more  than  once 
lately,  where  widows  had  applied  for  relief.  The  children 
would  have  been  eligible  for  the  Orphan  Fund  if  the  father 
had  only  made  a  small  payment  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  and 
belonged  to  the  Society  at  some  time  of  his  life. 

The  candidates  for  the  December  election  were  then 
announced,  the  election  being  fixed  for  Tuesday,  December  8. 

The  President,  in  putting  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  he  was  heartily  with  the  committee  in  the  course  they 
have  adopted.  He  felt  the  fund  was  relieving  in  the  mcst 
direct  and  valuable  manner  when  supplementing  the  efforts 
of  friends  and  other  charities.  The  fact  is,  the  President 
continued,  "  we  want  money,"  which  can  be  very  profitably 
applied  in  relieving  distress.  His  fear  had  been  that  the 
Fund  would  suffer  by  the  changed  method  of  collecting  the 
annual  subscriptions,  and  he  appealed  to  divisional  secre- 
taries not  to  neglect  the  claims  of  the  fund. 

The  report  was  adopted.

Mr.  Bremhidge. 

The  President  next  referred  to  the  absence  of  the  Secre- 
tary, who  is  suffering  from  an  attack  of  influenza.  "lam 
glad  to  say,"  said  the  President,  "  that  Mr.  Bremridge  is 
better,  although  he  is  not  allowed  to  leave  his  room.  He 
has  asked  me  to  thank  his  friends  for  their  kind  inquiries 
and  sympathy." 

The  Martindale  Memorial. 

The  President  reported  that  he  had  accepte  I  the 
Martindale  bust,  die  of  the  medal,  and  endowment  fund  on 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Carteighe  then  formally  moved  a  resolution,  drafted 
by  the  solicitor,  presenting  the  bust  and  fuud  to  the  Society, 
the  idea  being  to  obtain  the  benefits  of  a  trust  without 
having  a  trust-deed  executed,  owing  to  the  comparatively 
small  amount  of  the  fund.  Mr.  Carteighe  also  handed  over 
a  cheque  for  511.  15s.  4i.  to  provide  a  silver  medal  annually. 
"  We  feel  it,"  he  added,  "  an  honour  to  have  anything  to  do 
with  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  our  members,  but  there  is  a 
certain  amount  of  melancholy  satisfaction  in  performing  the 
duty  when  it  concerns  one  who  was  so  intimately  connected 
■with  us  as  a  past  president." 

Mr.  Newsholme  seconded  the  resolution,  and  said  that, 
although  a  committee  had  been  in  charge  of  the  memorial, 
Mr.  Carteighe  practically  took  the  duties  of  chairman, 
treasurer,  and  secretary.  The  bust  is  a  handsome  one,  and 
an  ornament  to  the  Examination-hall. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Mr.  Chater  then  read  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary 
Committee,  which  met  on  September  3D. 

The  committee  discussed  and  agreed  to  the  following 
clause  for  insertion  in  any  future  Pharmacy  Bill  that  may 
be  introduced  into  Parliament : 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  interfere  wiMi  or  abrogate 
any  of  the  rights  reserved  by  Section  XVI.  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  or  by  Section  I.  o£  the  Pharmacy  Act  (183S)  Amendment 
Act,  1859. 

The  committee  recommends  that,  before  the  commence- 
ment of  next  Session,  steps  be  taken  to  introduce  the 
Pharmacy  Bill,  with  the  additional  clause,  into  Parliament 
at  such  time  as  the  committee  may  deem  desirable.  It  was 
agreed  that  steps  be  taken  to  prepare  an  active  crusade  on 
behalf  of  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Carteighe  explained  that  the  new  clause  had  been 
draftel  to  meet  the  objections  of  medical  and  veterinary 
friends,  who  considered  that  their  rights  had  not  been  suffi- 
ciently conserved.  It  was  felt  that  it  was  desirable  to  meet 
any  opposition  from  that  quarter  berore  next  Session.  The 
new  clause  emphasises  the  privileges  enjoyed  by  the  medical 
profession  and  others,  and  it  is  proposed  t )  send  a  copy  of  the 
clau-e  to  those  public  bodies  affected  by  it.  The  committee 
also  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  Bill 
be  re-introduced  next  Session  in  exactly  the  same  form,  with 
the  exception  of  this  amendment.  As  there  are  rumours  of 
dissolution,  it  is  proposed  to  warn  their  friends  throughout 
the  country  to  be  ready  in  case  of  a  general  election  to  test 
the  fidelity  of  some  of  the  candidates  on  the  question.  It 
would  be  necessary  to  consult  some  of  the  backers  of  the 
Bill  before  it  is  possible  to  say  definitely  who  will  introduce 
it  into  the  House  of  Commons.  The  new  clause  has  been 
made  public  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  those  who  have 
grievances  can  see  that  their  objections  have  been  met. 

Mr.  Young  :  You  have  said  nothing  about  the  momentous 
question  of  dropping  any  of  the  clauses. 

Mr.  Carteighe  :  I  think  I  said  it  was  to  be  introduced 
exactly  as  last  year.  Continuing,  Mr.  Carteighe  said  all  the 
committee,  with  one  exception,  were  quite  clear  on  that 
P?int-  One  member  doubted  the  wisdom  of  introducing  the 
Bill  in  its  present  form,  but,  with  that  exception,  and  as  a 
matter  of  tactics,  it  was  considered  wise  to  introduce  the 
Bill  as  last  year,  with  the  new  clause  added. 

Mr.  Newsholme,  in  seconding  the  resolution,  said  that 
as  regards  Clause  7  the  committee  were  unanimous  in 
agreeing  to  its  retention.  There  was,  it  is  true,  some 
hesitation  as  to  that  clause,  but  during  the  recess  they  had 
had  an  opportunity  of  thinking  the  matter  over  more  care- 
fully, and  had  concluded  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  I 


leave  Clause  7  as  it  stood  last  year.  The  only  people  who 
controvert  the  clause  are  limit ei  companies  and  members  of 
Parliament  who  have  interests  at  stake — in  fact,  the  oppo- 
sition comes  from  those  who  are  goiDg  to  be  hit.  These 
naturally  object  to  the  clause;  but  if  that  clause  is  taken 
out  they  would  find  others  to  object  to,  un'.il  eventually 
there  would  be  no  Bill  left.  He  (the  speaker)  may  have 
been  half-hearted  about  the  Bill  at  first,  but  he  thought  it 
is  certainly  the  duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  intro- 
duce the  Bill  again.  Their  members  must  be  prepared 
within  the  next  few  months  to  interview  members  of  Parlia- 
ment in  view  of  a  possible  dissolution.  The  Bill,  perhaps, 
embodies  more  than  chemists  will  get,  bat  it  is  not  always 
possible  to  get  all  one  wants. 

Mr.  Gifford  said  he  would  like  to  explain  his  position  in 
the  matter.  The  Bill  has  been  standing  in  the  way  for  three 
years,  and,  as  far  as  he  could  see,  indications  do  not  point  to 
any  progress  in  the  future.  H3  objected  to  the  Bill  for  the 
reasons  that  it  is  too  complicated,  is  not  definite  in  what  it 
asks,  and  is  not  likely  as  a  private  measure  to  receive  the 
attention  necessary  to  pass  the  House  of  Commons.  It- 
would  be  better  to  ask  for  a  small  Bill — a  Titles  Bill — as  it- 
was  not  probable  that  such  a  Bill  would  be  refused,  and  it 
would  be  likely  to  be  grante  1  at  a  comparatively  early 
date.  If  the  present  Bill  is  proceeded  with,  it  is  necessary 
that  a  most  emphatic  point  should  be  made  of  Clause  7  and 
that  there  is  no  intention  of  accepting  the  Bill  unless  - 
Clause  7  is  included.  Mr.  Newsholme  had  said  they  should 
accept  what  they  could  get,  but  there  is  a  principle  involved 
in  Clause  7.  Another  objection  he  (the  speaker)  had  to  the  ■ 
Bill  is,  that  it  recognises  a  body  of  people  on  the  one  hand, 
and  on  the  other  makes  it  impossib'e  for  them  to  exist. 
What  he  contended  for  was  the  principle  of  individual  quali- 
fication and  the  title  being  used  only  by  the  person  who 
owns  it :  vicarious  qualification  should  not  be  allowed. 

Mr.  Kobinsox  thought  the  decision  to  retain  Clause  7  " 
right.    At  first  it  looked  hopeless,  but  there  are  officials  in 
the  Government  departments  who  do  not  think  the  clause  an 
improper  one.    At  his  (the  speaker's)  recent  vi-ib  to  Sheffield 
he  had  the  opportunity  of  speaking  to  one  of  the  gentle- 
men who  opposed  the  Bill.    It  was  Mr.  Btiley,  and  that 
gentleman  was  quite  unaware  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  states 
that  "no  person"  shall,  &c,  and  that  it  was  the  decision  of 
the  House   of  Lords  that  laid  it  djwn  that  a  company 
is  outside  that  definition.    "  We  parted  good  friends,"  said 
Mr.  Kobinson,    but  Mr.  Bailey  informed  me  that  he  should 
block  the  Bill  again,  because  the  law  permits  the  company 
to  carry  on  business  as  a  chemist. '    Continuing,  Mr.  Robin- 
son said  he  impressed  upon  Mr.  B  tiley  that  the  business  had 
many  risks,  and  that  he  had  better  retire  from  such  a  small 
business.    All  the  persons  who  backed  the  Bill  would  not  be - 
available  this  time,  but  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  . 
others. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  the  Bill  is  not,  as  Mr.  Gifford  said,- 
blocking  anything.  The  two  objections  made  by  that 
speaker  were,  firstly,  that  the  Bill  does  not  go  far  enough, 
and,  secondly,  that  they  should  have  asked  for  less — which 
was  surely  not  logical.  He  (the  speaker)  saw  no  more  reason 
now  for  withdrawing  Clause  7  than  he  did  twelve  months 
ago,  when  the  clause  was  first  introduced  into  the  Bill.  It 
was  a  just  demand  to  make,  and  the  only  opposition  comes 
from  those  who  have  vested  interests  and  have  not  been  able 
to  point  to  any  other  solution  of  the  question. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Gifford  in  his- 
contention  that  Clause  7  was  the  crucial  one.  He  hoped  the 
Bill  would  go  forward  with  the  full  intention  of  pressing 
Clause  7.  The  one  purpose  of  drafting  the  Bill  was  to  deal 
with  the  practice  of  pharmacy  by  companies.  The  Council, 
are  willing  to  consider  any  rival  scheme  to  meet  the  difficulty, 
but  at  present  he  would  like  it  emphasised  that  Clause  7  is. 
the  minimum  of  their  requirement*.  If  the  Bill  be  defeated 
they  could  not  help  the  nselves,  but  they  would  have  the  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  they  had  done  their  duty.  He  was 
pleased  to  hear  that  there  are"  influential  people  in  the  real 
government  of  the  country  who  see  the  justice  of  their  claim. 
When  members  of  Parliament  hive  been  educated  pharmacy- 
will  certainly  make  some  friends  in  both  Houses.  If  it 
comes  to  negotiations  with  the  Privy  Council,  he  (the 
speaker)  should  like  to  see  that  clause  put  forward  as  the? 
minimum  that  pharmacists  will  accept. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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Future  Arrangements. 

The  report  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee,  which  was 
taken  next,  stated  that  the  committee,  after  considering  the 
matter  of  post-graduate  courses,  have  concluded  that  it  is 
not  practicable  to  carry  out  the  suggestion.  The  committee 
recommend  that  the  Evening-meeting  Committee  be  asked 
to  arrange  a  series  of  technical  lectures  on  the  model  of 
one  which  was  given  by  Mr.  Goldby  last  year.  The  report 
also  recommended  that  adequate  accommodation  be  pro- 
vided for  the  lady  students  forthwith. 

Some  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  reference  to  the 
Evening-meeting  Committee,  it  bskg  considered  that  the 
report  bound  the  committee  to  provide  certain  lectures. 
The  report  was  therefore  amended— 

That  the  Evening-meeting  Committee  b3  asked  to  arrange  for  the 
delivery  of  lectures  if  practicable. 

The  President  then  explained  that  the  accommodation  at 
the  school  for  ladies  was  insufficient.  It  was  necessary  that 
retiring-rooms  for  reading,  writing,  or  rest  be  provided.  It  is 
proposed  to  take  a  room,  at  present  occupied  by  the  head- 
porter,  to  provide  the  needed  extension.  The  alterations 
would  cost  85L,  and  he  would  press  upon  the  Council  the 
need  of  accepting  this  part  of  the  report.  The  President 
added  that  if  the  school  came  to  be  inspected  it  would  be  sure 
to  be  condemned  on  sanitary  and  hygienic  grounds. 

Mr.  Carteighe  added  that  it  is  essential  that  the  work 
be  clone,  and  he  hoped  that  the  Council  would  in  this  case 
trust  the  committee. 

The  report  was  agreed  to. 

Examination-  matters. 

The  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  News- 
holme  were  appointed  a  committee  to  select  suitable  persons 
for  appointment  as  a  Board  of  Examiners  for  England  and 
Wales  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  was  also  received. 
The  part  made  public  referred  to  the  pass-list  of  the  October 
examinations.  Five  Major  candidates  were  examined,  and 
four  passed  ;  whilst  for  the  Minor  there  were  224  candidates, 
and  sixty  passed.  It  was  also  mentioned  that  fifty-six 
certificates  for  registration  as  apprentices  or  students  were 
received. 

Et  Cetera. 

The  diplomas  obtained  by  the  successful  Major  candi 
dates  were  ordered  to  be  stampsd  with  the  seal  of  the 
Society. 

The  Barnsley  Chemists'  Association  thanked  the  Council 
for  resolving  to  bring  out  a  compendium  to  meet  the  Stamp 
Act  difficulty. 

The  Grimsby  Association  recommended  Mr.  H.  W.  Colley 
as  divisional  secretary. 

The  Privy  Council  forwarded  an  ordinance  passed  in  the 
Netherlands  regarding  the  practice  of  druggists. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Pentney  wrote  suggesting  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  seek  the  co-operation  of  the  London 
Chemists' Association  in  interviewing  members  of  Parliament 
about  t'ae  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Mr.  I.  Bourdas  wrote  accepting  the  post  of  auditor. 

Mr.  F.  C.  G.  Walker  thanked  the  Council  for  giving  him 
permission  to  attend  the  advanced  course  in  the  School  of 
Pharmacy. 

Certificates  from  the  Malta  University  and  the  Royal 
Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  Ireland  were  referred 
to  the  Boards  of  Examiners  as  to  acceptance  as  a  pharma- 
ceutical Preliminary. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Sorden  forwarded  a  medical  certificate  that  ill- 
health  prevented  him  attending  the  second  part  of  the  recent 
Minor  examination.    He  was  excused. 

The  Paris  Visit. 

The  President  said  he  hoped  to  be  present  at  the 
centenary  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy,  and  intended 
to  present  the  address  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The 
address  was  ordered  to  be  stamped  with  the  seal  of  the 
Society,  but,  added  the  President,  "  the  words  of  the 
address  will  not  be  made  public  until  after  the  address  is 
presented." 

This  ended  the  meetirg.

He  went  to  Melbourne 
in  1853  by  the  barque  Bon  Pedro  II,  and,  after  spending 
some  time  at  the  diggings  in  Ballarat,  commenced  business 
as  a  chemist  in  a  large  tent  on  Pennyweight  Hill.  In  1862 
he  went  to  Buninyong,  where  he  took  part  in  public  affairs, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  borough  council. 

Wilkinson.— At  35  Brook  Street,  Whitley  Bay,  North- 
umberland, Ellie,  wife  of  Mr.  John  L.  Wilkinson  (Wilkinson 
&  Simpson,  Limited,  Newcastle- on-Tyne). 
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Trade  Law. 

Imitating  Townsend's  Sarsaparilla. — At  the  Dunedin 
(N.Z.)  Police  Court  on  August  20,  J.  D.  Chadwiek  was  charged 
with  having  applied  a  false  trade-mark  description —  viz,,  "Dr. 
Townsend's  Compound  Extract  of  Sarsaparilla  "—to  forty-eight 
bottles  of  a  liquid  other  than  the  description  professed.  For  the 
prosecution  it  was  stated  that  the  defendant  was  a  cordial-manu- 
facturer, who  started  business  in  Dunedin  in  a  small  way.  The 
evidence  showed  that  defendant  had  represented  himself  as  pre- 
pared to  supply  any  kind  of  sarsaparilla.  He  offered  to  supply 
either  Brook's,  Neligan's,  or  Townsend's  sarsaparilla  in  any 
quantity.  He  was  asked  for  Townsend's,  and  had  a  large  number 
of  labsls  printed  closely  resembling  the  labels  of  Townsei  d  3  sarsa- 
parilla the  signature  and  a  few  words  only  being  omitteL  The 
defendant  then  procured  a  number  of  bottles  which  had  formerly 
contained  Dr.  Townsend's  sarsaparilla,  and  these  he  filled  with  a 
mixture  which  he  sold  at  a  price  very  much  lower  than  the  lowest 
wholesale  price  that  the  genuine  article  could  be  supplied  at.  An 
analysis  of  tte  mixture  had  been  made,  and  it  was  found  that  the 
material  bottled  by  defendant  was  not  Dr.  Townsend's  sarsa- 
parilla. For  the  defence  it  was  admitted  that  defendant  had  not 
supplied  Townsend's  Earsaparilla,  but  it  was  contended  that  the 
labels  were  not  the  same,  but  differed  in  material  respects. 
Besides,  Townsend's  sarsaparilla,  as  all  dealing  in  it  knew,  was  in 
square  bottles  packed  in  cardboard-cases.  There  was  no  casing 
round  the  bottles  sold  by  defendant ;  they  were  simply  wrapped 
in  tissue-paper;  and  anyone  doing  business  with  him  would  know 
they  were  not  getting  the  genuine  article.  Defendant  further 
asserted  that  when  he  sold  the  stuff  this  was  pointed  out  to  pur- 
chasers. Defendant  did  not  do  a  large  amount  of  business,  the 
whole  extent  of  the  sales  being  about  13/.  Counsel  for  defendant 
would  not  admit  that  the  purchasers  were  deceived  at  all.  The 
31agistrate  said  he  had  no  doubt  there  was  intention  to  defvau], 
and  fined  defendant  10?.  and  3.'.  19s.  6i?.  costs. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

An  Unqualified  Assistant's  Penalty. 

Mr.  Elias  Cohen,  an  unqualified  assistant  in  the  employ- 
ment of  Messrs.  J.  L.  Smith  (Limited),  chemists  and  drug- 
gists, who  carry  on  business  at  a  number  of  shops  in  Man- 
chester and  Salford,  was  the  defendant  in  an  action  brought 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  the  Salford  County  Court 
on  Friday,  October  2.  The  defendant  admitted  selling  a 
bottle  of  Kay's  compound  essence  of  linseed  containing  a 
scheduled  poison,  and  offered  to  pay  the  51.  in  moLt'ily, 
instalments  of  2s.  each,  but  the  Society  would  not  accept  it. 
Mr.  Robson,  solicitor,  who  appeared  for  the  Society,  asked 
for  an  order  for  payment  in  fourteen  days,  failing  which 
he  would  apply  for  an  attachment.  The  Deputy  Registrar 
granted  the  application. 

A  Previous  Offender. 

At  Pontefract  County  Court  on  Wednesday,  October  7,  Mr; 
Peckover  (Messrs.  Peckover  &  Scriven,  Leeds)  appeared  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  two 
claims  for  penalties  of  5.'.  each  against  H.  S.  Blanchard, 
the  proprietor  of  Blanchard's  Drug-stores,  Carlton  Street, 
Castleford,  and  Henry  Lamacroft,  his  assistant.  On  de- 
fendants' application  the  cases  were  heard  by  jury.  The 
claim  against  Blanchard  was  taken  first,  and  ultimately  it 
was  agreed  that  the  verdict  in  that  case  should  be  binding 
against  the  assistant.    Blanchard  conducted  his  own  cass. 

Mr.  Peckover  explained  that  Blanchard  had  sold  poison 
in  a  compound  known  as  Teasdale's  chlorodyne.  Defendant 
agreed  that  the  poison  was  contained  in  it,  so  that  the 
dispute  was  as  to  whether  the  article  was  actually  pur- 
chased. 

Henry  Moon,  clerk  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Society,  pro- 
I  duced  the  authority  for  the  proceedings,  and  in  reply  to 
defendant  declined  to  state  whether  a  member  of  the- 
Society  in  Castleford  had  given  information.  The  proceed- 
ings were  instituted  in  accordance  with  instructions  he 
received,  after  defendant  paid  a  penalty  three  months  ago, 
to  inquire  whether  the  offences  were  continued.  He  did  not 
think  it  necessary  to  warn  defendant,  seeing  that  he  was  an 
old  offender. 

i     Mr.  Blanchard :  Why  did  you  not  act  after  the  first 
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irTirchase,  on  June  29,  instead  of  waiting  and  making  another 
urchase  on  July  4 1 
Witness  :  Simply  because  we  wanted  to  get  two  penalties 
instead  of  one. 

-.  To  get  as  much  money  as  possible  from  me  ?— No  ;  to  get 
■two  penalties  for  a  continuous  offence. 

Do  not  you  think  it  a  stab  in  the  back,  when  you  know  I 
■am  engaged  at  another  business  all  day  ?  — Certainly  not. 

Arthur  Fculds,  Manchester,  spoke  to  purchasing  the 
chlorodyne  from  Henry  Lamacroft,  defendant's  assistant,  on 
.the  two  occasions  named,  alorg  with  other  articles. 

Cross-examined  :  Lamacroft  might  have  left  the  shop  and 
fetched  the  chlorodyne  cut  of  the  house  attached  to  the 

-  shop ;  he  could  not  say. 

Defendant  said  that  about  two  years  ago  he  purchased 
the  business  from  a  registered  chemist,  and  there  vere 
certain  scheduled  poisons  in  the  stock.  He  took  these  out  of 
the  ftock,  in  order  that  he  could  not  sell  medicines  which 
contained  poisons,  and  he  was  always  careful  to  tell  his 
assistants  not  to  sell  anything  of  the  kind.    After  paying 

■  the  penalty  a  few  months  ago,  he  gave  strict  instructions 

-  that  everything  of  the  kind  should  be  taken  out  of  the  shop, 

-  and  he  believed  that  such  orders  had  been  carried  out. 
Whatever  was  sold  was  not  his  goods,  for  on  one  occasion, 

•Tvhen   he  was    at   the   shop    he   examined    the  place 
i  "thoroughly,  and  could  find  nothinginthe  nature  of  scheduled 
poisons.    The  assistant  sold  no  poisons  of  his  (witness's); 
but  it  was  not  for  him  to  say  whether  or  no  he  had  sold  any 
of  his  own. 

Cross-examined,  defendant  said  that  when  he  took  the 
business  there  were  certain  articles  in  the  stock  which  he 
knew  he  had  no  right  to  sell,  and  he  cleared  them  out  of  the 
shop  into  the  house  attached. 

Lamacroft,  the  assistant,  said  he  received  20s.  per  week, 
cut  of  which  he  paid  os.  6i.  for  the  house  and  the  furniture, 
but  he  was  allowed  to  practise  dentistry,  and  sometimes  did 
a  good  deal  of  teeth-extracting.  He  might  have  kept  a 
little  poison  in  the  shape  of  medicine  for  his  own  private 
use,  but  since  he  received  orders  from  Mr.  BJancbard  after 
the  payment  of  the  other  penalty,  he  had  not  sold  any  of 
-them.  He  had  no  recollection  of  having  sold  the  chloro- 
dyne to  Foulds  on  either  occasion,  but  he  would  not 
swear  he  had  not  done  so.  Of  course,  added  witness,  it 
was  an  easy  thing  to  get  a  wrapper  (which  were  distributed 
hundreds  at  a  time)  stick  a  label  on  it  and  wrap  a  bottle 
inside  and  say  it  had  been  purchased.  Pressed  by  Mr. 
Peckover,  however,  he  did  not  suggest  that  it  was  what  had 
,been  done. 

His  Honour  pointed  out  to  the  jury  that  the  employer  was 
liable  for  the  acts  of  his  assittant.  They  might  think  it 
was  hard  upon  an  individual  because  someone  in  his  employ 
.sold  something  which  contained  a  very  small  amount  of 
poison,  which  might  be  almost  harmless  except  in  large 
quantities,  that  a  penalty  s-hould  be  taken  from  him,  but  the 
jury  must  remember  that  if  a  person  would  do  that,  he  would 
do  more.  The  law  was  that  such  should  not  be  sold,  because 
obviously  if  poisons  were  sold  by  persons  without  knowledge, 

■  or  who  had  not  the  necessary  qualification,  the  danger  to 
the  public  would  be  very  serious  indeed,  for  people  might 
get  hold  of  poiscns  for  improper  purposes.  His  Honour 
having  directed  the  jury  as  to  the  fact  in  dispute,  they,  with- 
out retiring,  returned  a  verdict  in  favour  of  the  p'aintiffs,  and 
his  Honour  gave  an  order  against  each  defendant  (Lama- 
croft accepting  the  verdict  of  the  jury  as  against  him  also) 
for  two  penalties  of  51.  each — i.e.,  101.  against  each. 

Pharmacy  Acts  (Ireland). 

Are  Sheep-dips  Patent  Medicines? 

At  the  Ballinasloe  (co.  Galway)  Petty  Sessions  on  Saturday, 
October  3,  Mr.  Lawrence  Conroy,  merchant,  Ballinasloe,  was 
again  summoned  by  the  police  for  selling  and  keeping  open 
shop  for  the  sale  of  poison  in  the  form  of  Cooper's  sheep-dip. 
The  defendant  was  previously  summoned  for  the  same 
-offence  (see  C.  I).,  August  29,  page  391),  when  the  Magis- 
trates, by  a  majority,  dismissed  the  case  "  without  preju- 
dice,"  on  the  ground  that  the  dip  came  within  the  exemption 
as  to  patent  medicines  in  Section  31  of  the  1875  Act.  The 
Bench  on  Saturday  last  was  differently  composed,  and  con- 
sisted of  Messrs.  J.  J.  O'Shaughnessy  (presiding),  A.  C. 


Newell  (Resident  Magistrate),  J.  A.  Huggins,  and  John 
Hymes,  and  Colonel  Thornhill. 

Mr.  James  Blake  (Crown  Solicitor  for  the  county  of  Gal- 
way) conducted  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  Hutchinson- 
Davidson  (:olicitor,  Ballinasloe)  appeared  for  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Blake  said  that  before  opening  his  case  he  wculd  make 
an  application  that  the  evidence  be  taken  down  in  the  Petty 
Sessions  minutes-book. 

Mr.  Davidscn  :  I  do  not  think  that  you  need  trouble  about 
that.  I  have  considered  the  matter  carefully,  and  I  do  not 
think  there  is  any  defence. 

Mr.  Blake:  You  do  not  go  on  the  "  patent  "-medicine 
dodge,  then  ?  If  not,  I  will  call  on  Mr.  Conroy  to  plead 
guilty. 

Mr.  Newell,  R.M.  :  In  view  of  that  statement  I  think  we 
do  net  require  the  evidence  to  be  taken  down  in  writing,  but 
as  the  Bench  is  differently  composed  from  what  it  was  on 
the  last  occasion  you  will  have  to  go  into  the  evidence. 

The  complainant  (Sergeant  Timothy  O'Sullivan)  was  then 
examined,  and  stated,  in  answer  to  Mr.  Blake,  that  he  entered 
Mr.  Conroy 's  establishment  on  June  16  last.  The  place  was 
open  for  business,  and  witness  purchased  a  packet  of  Cooper's 
she?p-dip,  which  he  forwarded  to  Professor  Tichborne  for 
analysis. 

Piofessor  Charles  Tichborne  deposed  to  having  received 
by  registered  parcel-post  a  packet  of  Cooper's  sheep-dip 
marked  as  having  been  purchased  from  Lawrence  Conroy. 
He  analysed  it,  and  found  that  it  contained  about  20  per 
cent  of  white  arsenic,  which  is  a  scheduled  poison.  Three 
grains  constituted  a  poisonous  dose,  and  the  packet  therefore 
contained  800  poisonous  doses. 

Mr.  Blal  e :  That  is  the  offence  under  the  thirtieth 
section  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Mr.  Davidson :  This  is  the  ordinary  sealed  packet  that  is 
sold  all  over  the  country  ? 

Witness  :  I  believe  so. 

Mr.  Blake:  There  is  only  one  penalty,  your  Worships,  and 
the  penalty  is  a  51.  fine,  no  less  or  more.  It  is  proved  that 
Mr.  Conroy  kept  open  for  sale  and  sold  this  preparation. 
Those  are  two  offences,  each  liable  to  a  penalty  of  51.,  and  I 
will  ask  for  a  fine  in  each  case.  The  preparation  contains  a 
poison  scheduled  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  33  and  34 
Victoria,  and  should  not  be  sold  except  by  a  person  re- 
gistered under  the  Act.    The  penalty  is  51. 

Mr.  Newell,  R.M. :  You  mean  "  not  exceeding  51." 

Mr.  Blake  :  No,  sir.    The  penalty  is  51. 

Mr.  Davidson  :  There  are  two  summonses  here.  One  of 
them  contains  two  charges — keeping  open  and  selling,  and 
the  other  is  for  keeping  open. 

The  Magistrate  having  examined  the  summonses,  Mr. 
Newell  said  that  ore  charge — that  of  keeping  open — was 
repeated  in  both  of  them.  Mr.  Blake  admitted  that  this 
was  so.  He  asked  the  Magistrate  to  amend  the  first 
summons  by  striking  out  the  words  "  keep  open  his  shop," 
which  offence  was  covered  by  the  other. 

Mr.  Davidson  :  I  would  ask  you  not  to  agree  to  that.  It 
is  really  the  one  offtnee.  You  are  not  bound  to  amend  the 
summonses  :  that  is  a  matter  within  your  own  discretion. 
You  are  now  asked  to  amend  the  bad  summons  in  order  to 
secure  two  convictions. 

Mr.  Newell:  But  there  are  two  offences.  For  instance,  a 
person  may  not  keep  his  premises  open,  and  still  sell  the 
preparation  surreptitiously. 

Mr.  Blake  :  Excuse  me  for  saying  that  you  are  bound  to 
amend  the  summons.    You  are  acting  judicially. 

Mr.  Newell :  If  we  don't  amend  the  summons  there  is  only 
one  offence  before  us. 

Mr.  B'ake  :  It  makes  vary  little  difference  to  my  clients, 
tut  it  makes  a  considerable  difference  to  Mr.  Conroy,  for  the 
sirrple  reason  that  if  you  decline  to  amend  I  will  withdraw 
the  summ<  ns  and  biing  it  on  again  on  this  day  week.  The 
Society  have  been  put  to  considerable  expense  by  what 
occurred  on  the  previou3  occasion.  It  is  very  little  use 
having  the  same  thing  over  again. 

Mr.  Newell :  It  is  within  our  discretion  not  to  amend  the 
summons. 

Mr.  Blake :  Considering  that  the  case  would  be  brought 
on  again,  would  it  not  be  better  to  amend  the  summons  just 
now  1  Icn  tell  you  that  the  prosecution  will  be  renewed  if 
the  summons  is  not  amended. 

Colonel  Thornhill :  My  idea  is  that  both  offences  are 
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-embodied  in  the  first  summons  and  that  that  should  be 
sufficient. 

Mr.  Blake :  That  is  unfortunately  so,  but  it  is  in  the 
interest  of  Mr.  Conroy  that  I  am  speaking  when  I  ask  to 
.have  the  summons  amended. 

Mr.  Davidson  :  How  do  you  say  that  ? 

Mr.  Blake:  He  will  be  spared  your  fee  again.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  Society  to  carry  out  their  object. 

Mr.  Davidson  :  They  are  piling  it  on  now — that  is  what  they 
are  doing. 

Mr.  Blake:  That  is  a  very  wrong  observation.  If  Mr. 
Davidson  takes  the  trouble  of  reading  the  Act  of  Parliament, 
he  will  see  that  it  is  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the 
jrablic  in  whose  interest  the  Society  is  acting.  It  is  to 
.prevent  unqualified  persons  from  selling  poisons  in  a  way 
that  might  do  great  injury  to  other  people.  It  was  only  the 
other  day  that  a  very  big  sum  of  money  was  put  on  the  tax- 
payers of  Galway  from  cattle  being  poisoned  by  that  very 
dip.  When  a  qualified  person  sells  a  poison  of  this  kind  he 
enters  it  in  his  book,  and  it  is  possible  for  a  person  to  be 
made  liable  for  the  damage. 

Mr.  Newell :  Certainly  that  is  one  way  of  tracing  it. 

Mr.  Blake :  That  is  it ;  the  purchaser  must  sign  his 
name  in  the  poison-book.  When  you  consider  that  you 
are  here  as  magistrates  to  protect  the  public,  I  would  like 
to  know  if  everything  is  not  in  favour  of  amending  the 
•summons  ? 

Mr.  Newell :  It  would  be  an  inconvenience  to  have  the 
•whole  case  tried  over  again. 

Mr.  Davidson:  I  would  merely  say,  in  answer  to  Mr.  Blake, 
that  I  have  taken  the  trouble  to  read  up  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment. My  opening  remarks,  when  I  ' said  there  was  no 
defence,  clearly  conveyed  that.  Mr.  Blake  seems  to  think 
that  nobody  reads  up  an  Act  of  Parliament  but  himself. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Blake  :  I  said  that  

Mr.  Davidson  :  I  said  that  I  had  looked  into  the  Act,  and 
that  I  considered  there  was  no  defence. 

The  Chairman :  You  did  not  say  that  on  the  last 
-occasion. 

Mr.  Davidson:  Well,  some  of  your  Worships  took  a 
different  view,  and  I  allowed  you  to  pursue  it.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Huggins  :  This  was  sold  for  the  last  twenty  years  by 
all  the  hardware-merchants  of  the  town. 

Mr.  Blake :  Well,  I  presume  that  Mr.  Conroy  has  read  the 
catalogue  (produced),  and,  if  so,  he  could  have  seen  that  it 
was  only  saleable  by  chemists. 

The  Chairman:  I  have  seen  it  sold  for  the  last  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  years. 

Mr.  Davidson  :  If  this  was  a  case  of  Mr.  Conroy  compound- 
ing the  preparation  on  his  own  premises,  I  would  not  wonder 
if  they  pressed  for  two  convictions  ;  but  here  you  have  a 
different  matter  altogether.  The  packet  comes  to  him, 
-signed,  sealed,  and  delivered  by  a  wholesale  merchant,  and 
it  is  sold  without  his  interfering  with  it.  It  is  just  the  same 
as  if  it  had  been  sold  by  Mr.  Warren  (chemist)  up  the  street. 
Then  it  would  be  absolutely  impossible  to  trace  poisoning  to 
sheep-dip.    I  a-k  you  not  to  amend  the  summons. 

Mr.  Newell :  I  think  it  would  be  ridiculous  not  to,  in  view 
of  what  Mr.  Blake  says. 

After  a  shcrt  consultation  the  Bench  decided  to  amend  the 
summons  in  accordance  with  Mr.  Blake's  suggestion,  and  the 
Chairman  then  gave  the  decision  of  the  Bench.  He  said  : 
We  have  no  option  in  this  case  except  to  impose  a  fine  of  51. 
for  each  offence.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  if  we  had  the 
option  of  reduc'ng  the  fine,  and  takiDg  into  consideration 
that  this  case  has  been  the  first  brought  into  our  court,  we 
-would  be  inclined  to  impose  a  very  small  fine.  But  we  have 
no  option.  We  are  sorry  that  this  dip  has  been  sold  for 
so  many  years  all  over  the  country,  and  thit  this  is  our  first 
experience  in  having  to  deal  with  a  prosecution  in 
respect  of  it.  It  has  taken  a  good  many  people  by  surprise, 
but,  as  I  have  said,  we  have  no  option  but  to  impose 
ithe  fine. 

A  fine  of  101  against  the  defendant  was  accordingly 
registered. 

The  case  against  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Hibbit,  of  Kilconnelh 
was  next  gone  into.  The  prosecution  in  this  case  referred 
to  the  sale  of  "  Mallin's  sheep-  lip."  Similar  evidence  having 
"been  given,  a  penalty  of  1)1.  was  also  imposed  on  Mr. 
Hibbit. 


County  Court  Case. 

A  Builder's  Claim. 

At  the  Bingham  County  Court  on  October  6,  William 
Vickerstaff,  a  builder  and  contractor,  of  Radcliffe-on-Trent, 
sued  Thos.  Knight,  trading  as  Knight  &i  Co.,  chemists, 
Wheeler  Gate,  Nottingham,  for  14i.  8s.  8i.  for  work  dore  at 
Radcliffe.  After  hearing  the  evidence,  judgment  was  given 
in  favour  of  the  plaintiff. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Iron-oxide  Colouring. 

At  the  South-West  London  Police  Court  on  October  1,  a 
Battersea  grocer  named  Hobson  was  summoned  for  selling 
aniseed-balls  that  had  been  coloured  with  oxide  of  iron. 
Mr.  W.  Jago,  F.l.O,  for  the  defence,  said  he  had  experi- 
mented with  the  sweets  on  himself  and  on  his  young 
daughter.  The  chemist  experienced  no  ill  effects,  he  said, 
and  his  daughter  asked  for  more  of  the  sweets.  The  grocer 
was  held  to  be  not  guilty  of  the  offence  of  selling  an  article 
"  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded." 

Sweet  Nitre. 

John  B.  Williamson,  grocer,  Denman  Street,  Nottirgham. 
was  summoned  at  the  Nottingham  Police  Court  on  October  6 
for  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite  to 
the  extent  of  51  per  cent.  For  the  defence  it  was  stated 
that  the  defendant  had  been  in  the  habit  of  keeping  a  large 
quantity  of  the  spirit,  and  the  fact  that  he  had  had  it  in  the 
shop  for  some  time  was  offered  as  an  explanation  of  the 
deterioration.  The  Bench  ordered  defendant  to  pay  the 
costs. 

On  October  5,  at  the  R)therham  (West  Riding)  Court,  Henry 
George  Wimbush,  grocer,  of  Dinnington,  was  fined  Kb.  and 
costs  for  having  sold  ssveet  spirit  of  nitre  which  only  con- 
tained three-fifths  of  the  minimun  proportion  of  ethyl 
nitrite,  the  characteristic  and  medicinally  active  constituent. 
Defendant,  who  did  not  appear,  sent  a  letter,  in  which  he 
stated  he  had  had  the  drug  in  his  shop  for  twelve  months, 
and  suggested  that  its  cendition  was  due  to  evaporation. 


Revenue  Act. 

The  Sale  of  S.V.M. 

At  Dumfries  on  October  5,  Frank  PhilipMoore,  chem's';  anl 
druggist,  English  Street,  Dumfries,  was  charged  with  a  con- 
travention of  Section  26  of  the  Revenue  Act,  1839,  by 
selling  a  gill  of  methylated  spirit  on  Sunday,  September  20, 
to  William  Kerr,  a  street  porter.  It  was  admitted  that  Kerr 
had  got  on  the  Sunday  forenoDn  a  bettle  containing  3i. 
worth  of  spirit,  and  bearing  no  label,  with  which  two 
policemen  saw  him  leaving  the  shop ;  but  it  was  alleged  in 
defence  that  the  sale  was  actually  made  on  the  Saturday, 
when  he  paid  the  money,  left  the  bottle,  and  said  he  would 
call  again  for  it.  Mr.  Jamieson,  Supervisor  of  Inland 
Revenue,  who  prosecuted,  stated  that  chemists  were  licensed 
to  sell  methylated  spirit,  but  only  for  use  in  arts  and  manu- 
factures, on  condition  that  it  was  mixed  with  wood  naphtha 
and  mineral  naphtha  to  prevent  it  be;ng  used  as  a  beverage, 
and  they  were  prohibited  from  selling  it  on  Sunday.  He 
believed  that  Mr.  Moore  sold  a  large  quantity  to  unauthorised 
people.  Mr.  Kissock,  solicitor,  who  represented  accused, 
objected  that  these  remaiks  were  quite  irrelevant,  and  not 
supported  by  anything  which  had  been  brought  out  in 
evidence.  Mr.  Jamieson  said  he  departed  from  that,  but 
went  on  to  say  that  the  habit  of  drinking  methylated  spirit 
was  growing  in  Dumfries,  and  he  did  not  think  any  of  the 
chemists  would  supply  it  for  that  purpose  except  their  friend 
there.  Mr.  Kissock :  I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  at  all  to  cast 
these  reflections.  He  argued  that  the  sale  was  completed  on 
Saturday  during  the  authorised  hours,  and  that  was  the  only 
point  with  which  the  Court  had  to  deal.  Mr.  Lennox  (who 
presided)  said  the  Justices  were  satisfied  that  the  sale  was 
not  concluded  until  the  spirit  was  supplied  on  the  Sabbath, 
and  they  imposed  a  fine  of  1QL,  with  the  alternative  of  two 
I  months'  imprisonment.    Notice  of  appeal  was  given. 
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Bankruptcies  an£>  failures* 


Be  Annie  Elizabeth  Coxon,  trading  as  a  Chemist  at  Chester- 
le-Street. — At  Durham  Bankruptcy  Court,  on  October  6,  this 
debtor's  examination  was  closed. 

Be  R.  J.  Francis,  trading  as  a  Chemist  at  Workington. — In 
connection  with  this  failure,  the  Official  Receiver  of  the  Carlisle 
Bankruptcy  Court  announces  the  payment  of  a  first  and  final 
dividend  of  3|f?.  in  the  pound. 

Be  Arthur,  Fuhness,  trading  as  (he  Sheffield  Toilet-supply 
Company,  95  Mulehouse  Lane,  Crookes,  Sheffield. — The  Official 
Rsceiver  of  the  Sheffield  Bankruptcy  Court  reports  that  this 
estate  has  now  been  realised,  and  a  second  and  final  dividend  of 
2s.  2hd.  in  the  pound  will  be  paid. 

Be  Frank  Booth,  Ossett,  Druggist.— The  public  examination 
oE  this  debtor  was  appointed  to  be  held  at  the  Dewsbury  Bank- 
ruptcy Court  on  October  6,  but  upon  the  case  being  called  there 
was  no  response,  and  the  Official  Receiver  said  he  believed  the 
debtor  had  absconded.  Under  those  circumstances  he  asked  that 
the  examination  might  be  adjourned  sine  die.  The  Registrar 
granted  the  application. 

Be  William  Alfred  Davis,  trading  as  a  Chemist  at  Measham, 
Leicester. — The  first  meeting  of  creditors  took  place  at  the  offices 
of  the  Official  Receiver  (Mr.  F.  Stone),  at  Derby,  on  October  3. 
Particulars  of  the  statement  of  affairs  were  given  in  the  C.  c£'  D., 
October  3,  page  570.  After  going  through  the  details,  the  Official 
Receiver  remarked  that  the  account  is  not  all  clear.  Five  of  the 
debts  owing  to  unsecured  creditors  (of  whom  there  are  thirty-six), 
amounting  to  102?.,  are  in  respect  of  borrowed  money,  and  the 
remainder  is  for  goods  purchased  or  work  done.  No  resolutions 
were  passed,  and  the  estate  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Official 
Receiver  for  realisation  and  distribution.  The  public  examination 
takes  place  at  Burton  on  October  14. 

Be  George  Valentine  Chapman  Last,  formerly  in  business 
in  Holt  Road,  Kensington,  Liverpool,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. — 
At  the  Liverpool  Bankruptcy  Court  on  October  1,  before  Mr. 
Registrar  Cooper,  this  debtor  appeared  for  his  public  examination. 
The  liabilities  were  returned  at  471?.  14s.  llf?.,  due  to  three 
creditors.  The  items  of  these  creditors  were  stated  to  be  as 
follows  :  One  for  229 Z.  4s.  lid.  for  damages  and  costs,  one  for 
100?.  law-costs,  and  the  other  for  142?.  10s.  balance  of  money  lent 
by  bankrupt's  mother  towards  the  law-costs.  Mr.  Last,  ques- 
tioned by  the  Official  Receiver,  said  that  prior  to  1897  he  had  been 
a  chemist's  assistant,  but  in  that  year  he  bought  an  interest  in 
the  business  at  Holt  Road,  and  in  the  following  year  bought  out 
his  partner.  This  was  effected  by  money  borrowed  from  the 
bankrupt's  mother  to  the  extent  of  about  900?.,  of  which  about 
700?.  had  been  paid  off  from  time  to  time  out  of  the  profits  of  the 
business,  which  was  in  itself  a  paying  one.  In  March,  1902,  the 
bankrupt  sold  an  indiarubber  hot-water  bottle  to  Mr.  Priest,  but 
when  this  was  used  by  Mrs.  Priest  it  burst,  and  the  lady  was 
badly  injured.  The  consequence  was  an  action  for  damages, 
which  was  tried  before  Mr.  Justice  Walton,  who  held  that  the  sale 
of  the  bottle  implied  a  guarantee  that  it  was  fit  to  I  e  used  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  sold.  Judgment  was  givtn  againfct  the 
bankrupt  for  40?.  and  coBts.  In  July,  190?,  the  bankrupt  said  he 
sold  the  business  to  his  mother  for  395?.,  which  was  then  owii  g 
on  a  promissory-note.  His  reason  for  disposing  of  the  business 
was  that  he  wished  to  read  for  the  medical  professkn.  Another 
reason  was  that  his  mother  at  that  time  insisted  that  she  should 
have  the  money  due  to  her  under  the  promissory-note.  This  was 
in  view  of  the  action  which  was  then  threatened  by  Mr.  Priest, 
who  claimed  800?.  damages.  The  bankrupt  since  then  had  been 
employed  by  his  mother  at  2?.  a  week,  but  had  no  interest  in  the 
profits  of  the  business.  The  bankrupt  was  examined  at  con- 
siderable length,  especially  as  to  the  sale  to  his  mother.  He 
denied  that  the  object  of  the  transaction  was  that  his  mother 
should  be  paid  and  that  the  plaintiff  in  the  action  should  not  be 
paid,  and  said  the  real  reasons  were  those  he  had  given.  The 
examination  was  adjourned  for  a  fortnight.

Fiscal  Policy  and  tha  Dru^=trad2. 

By  A.  C.  Wootton. 


THOMAS  H.  POWERS,  head  of  the  firm  oE  Powers  Sc 
Weightman,  of  Phi'aielphia,  U.S.A..,  died  on  Novem- 
ber 20,  1879.  His  es'ate  was  valued  at  over  ten  million 
dollars.  Powers  &  Weightman  were  manufacturing  chemists, 
and  for  many  years  had  had  practically  the  monopoly  of  the 
American  quinine-market.  Tais  coincidence — the  monopoly 
and  the  ten  millions— struck  the  conscience  or  the  imagina- 
tion of  the  nation,  who  sulibnly  realised  that  by  means  of 
a  25  per  cent,  protective  duty  on  the  medicine  they  had  all 
been  contributing  to  the  fortunes  of  Mr.  Powers  and  his 
partners.  Within  a  month  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Powers  a 
Bill  putting  quinine  on  the  tariff  free-list  was  introduced 
into  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  on  July  1,  1880,  it 
passed  through  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature  by  large 
majorities.  The  measure  was  supported  by  much  journalistic 
moralising  on  the  shocking  heartlessness  of  taxing  the 
fever-stricken  sufferer  for  the  benefit  of  three  or  four  indi- 
viduals. 

Many  millions  of  dollars  have  been  subscribed  for  the  pro- 
tected manufacturers  of  the  United  States  since  1883,  and  a 
number  of  bachelors  of  commerce  have  graduated  there.  If 
they  all  try  throughout  this  century,  they  will  not  find  a 
valid  reason  for  treating  sound  Americans  on  a  scale  of 
justice  different  from  that  which  in  1880  they  were  moved 
to  apply  to  sick  ones. 

For  protection,  whatever  its  merits  may  be,  must  be  essen- 
tially unjust.  It  taxes  the  multitude  for  the  benefit  of  a 
favoured  few.  This  wis  apparent  enough  when  the  few 
were  reduced  to  a  single  firm,  as  in  the  quinine  case,  but  it 
gets  lost  sight  of  when  hundreds  or  thousands  are  interested. 

But  where  is  the  injustios,  it  may  ba  asked,  if  a  whole 
nation  deliberately  decides  to  tax  itself  in  order  to  foster  its 
infant  industries? 

Well,  the  victims  in  that  case  are  not  entitled  to  much 
sympathy,  it  is  true,  but  the  injustice  remains  all  the  same. 
The  various  manufacturers  clamour  vigorously,  and  perhaps 
arrive  at  something  like  a  roughly  equitable  distribution  of 
the  spoils;  but  the  mere  consumer  gets  no  compensation 
anywhere. 

"  Fostering  infant  industries"  is  one  of  those  fatal  labels 
which  Mr.  Balfour  has  lately  told  us  are  insisted  upon  in  all 
popular  disputations.  It  is  one  of  the  most  subtle  and 
dangerous  of  the  protectionist  fallacies,  for  the  reason  that 
it  has  some  foundation.  E/en  John  Stuart  Mill,  in  a 
guarded  way,  encourage!  it  Protective  duties,  he  said, 
might  be  defensible  as  a  temporary  expedient  in  a  young 
and  rising  nation  in  hopes  of  naturalising  a  foreign  industry, 
in  itself  perfectly  suitable  to  the  circumstances  of  the 
country.  For,  he  ad  led,  "the  sup?riority  of  one  country 
over  another  in  a  branch  of  production  often  arises  only  from 
having  begun  it  sooner." 

Mill's  admission,  it  will  be  seen,  depenls  first  on  the 
suitability  of  the  country  where  th3  p-otection  is  to  be 
given,  and,  secondly,  on  its  temporary  character.  Later 
economists  have  shown,  h'wever,  that  if  the  country  is 
suitable  for  the  industry,  protection  is  not  required;  and 
that,  once  established,  the  removal  of  the  scaffolding  is  sure 
to  be  resisted  to  the  uttermost,  and  will  be  a  greater  risk  than 
the  foundation  of  a  new  factory  can  ever  be. 

If  the  infant  industries  of  a  young  and  rising  nation  should 
be  protected,  so  should  the  infant  industries  of  an  old 
country  where  the  competition  of  old  experienced  houses  on 
the  spot  must  be  more  formidable.  And  if  it  is  desirable  in 
any  circumstance  to  encourage  pioneers  of  commerce  by 
State  protection,  the  simplest  and  fa:rest  method  is  a  direct 
subsidy.  Then  the  man  who  really  earns  the  reward  would 
get  it.  Under  the  protective  sy>tem  all  his  rivals  and  imi- 
tators share  equally  with  himself. 

But  it  may  be  objected  that  our  statesmen  have  not  pro- 
posed a  po'icy  of  protection.  They  have  not ;  nor  need  it  be 
assumed  that  they  desire  it.  But  their  schemes  necessarily 
involve  some  degree  of  protection  for  some  people  all  the 
same ;  and  once  on  that  road  the  experience  of  the  world 
proves  that  no  Board  of  Trade  can  fix  its  limit.  ■ 


Mr.  Balfour's  proposal,  which  is  admittedly  only  the  fore- 
runner of  other  fiscal  changes,  is  the  one  on  which  the 
opinion  of  the  nation  is  at  present  challenged.  In  his  per- 
suasive style  the  Prime  Minister  merely  asks  that  the  British 
Government  should  be  granted  a  little  freedom  to  retaliate 
on  other  Governments  which  impose  restrictions  on  the  im- 
portation of  British  products.  Mr.  Balfour  wants  that  free 
hand  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  free  trade.  And  it  may 
be  conceded  that,  in  spirit,  this  policy  of  retaliation,  of  fair 
trade,  or  of  reciprocity,  as  it  has  been  at  dilferent  times 
called,  is  not  necessarily  an  anti-free-trade  one.  "  It  may 
sometimes  be  a  matter  of  deliberation,"  wrote  Adam  Smith, 
"how  far  it  is  proper  to  continue  the  free  importation  of 
certain  foreign  goods,  when  some  foreign  nations  restrain 
by  high  duties  or  prohibitions  the  importation  of  some  of  our 
manufactures  into  their  countries."  But  Adam  Smith  warns 
his  readers  that  such  a  policy  must  add  another  in  jury  to  the 
people  adopting  it.  His  caution  is  tenfold  more  urgent  in 
the  much  more  complicated  state  of  modern  commerce  than 
it  was  in  his  day.  We  could  undoubtedly  inflict  a  severe 
blow  on  a  foreign  nation  by  partially  or  wholly  shutting  our 
markets  to  its  products,  or  to  some  of  them.  But  it  is  only 
prudent  to  consider  also  the  punishment  we  should  thereby 
impose  upon  ourselves. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  select  articles  on  which  the  re- 
taliatory duties  could  be  placsd,  because  in  almost  all  cases 
one  thing  affects  a  dozen  others.  Suppose  German  chemicals 
were  shot  at.  A  few  dozen  individuals  would  reap  the 
benefit,  but  a  score  of  other  industries  using  these  chemicals 
would  be  injured.  This  is  so  obvious  that  it  need  not  be 
developed.  But  it  further  follows  that  the  injured  manu- 
facturers would  straightway  bring  pressure  on  the  Govern- 
ment to  get  protection  for  their  products  also.  A.nd  their 
demand  would  be  a  reasonable  one. 

But  suppose  some  mere  luxury  were  cho:-en  for  the  experi- 
ment— say,  champagne.  The  nation  could  forego  champagne 
without  any  general  disaster  following.  The  retaliatory 
duty  must  be  high  enough  tD  reduce  considerably  the  im- 
portation, or  it  would  fail  in  its  object.  Would  the  ''classes  " 
rise  patriotically  to  the  occasion  ?  And  would  the  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  gracefully  submit  to  pay  two 
guineas  instead  of  one  for  their  annual  banquet  ? 

But  champagne  is  a  trifle.  The  great,  the  immeasurable 
risk  lies  with  any  interference  with  our  stupsndous  foreign 
trade.  Look  at  the  army  of  agents,  merchants,  brokers, 
bankers,  shippers,  buyers,  clerks,  sailors,  dockers,  and  others 
which  the  imports  of  this  country  employ.  These,  as  well  as 
the  manufacturing  classes,  have  to  be  considered.  Look  only 
at  the  sixty-five  millions  of  re-exports  which  come  into 
Britain's  annual  trade — a  business  which  only  free  trade  has 
made  possible.  Handling  that  mighty  mass  of  produce 
alone  involves  enough  to  write  a  book  about.  Note  only  in 
passing  that  those  sixty-five  million  pounds'  worth  of  goods 
make  up  2  600  cargoes  of  50,000?.  each,  for  there  is  a  double 
voyage  for  every  lot. 

Lastly  there  is  the  fact,  which  it  seems  impossible  to  fix 
on  people's  minds,  however  often  it  is  reiterated,  that  these 
vast  imports  are  the  payment  for  our  exports,  our  services, 
and  for  the  use  of  our  capital  invested  abroad.  We  do  not 
in  our  little  businesses  tax  our  customers  when  they  come  to 
pay  their  bills.  But  that  is  what  the  reactionists  propose  to 
do.  During  the  past  ten  years  we  have  received  1,550  millions' 
worth  more  goods  than  we  have  sent  away.  These  have  not 
been  paid  for  in  cash,  for  in  the  same  period  we  also  imported 
sixty  millions'  worth  more  bullion  than  we  exported.  That 
last  item  seems  lovely.  Everybody  sees  the  profit  when  the 
excess  of  imports  over  exports  is  in  gold  and  silver,  but 
many  people  mourn  over  it  when  it  consists  of  merchandise. 

In  1812  there  were  over  1,200  items  on  our  tariff,  and  some 
700  of  these  lines  were  drugs.  In  many  cases  there  were 
different  duties  for  the  same  article  if  it  came  from  a 
foreign  country  and  if  it  came  from  a  British  possession. 
Honey,  for  instance,  was  charged  I0j.  per  cwt.  in  the  former 
case,  and  5s.  in  the  latter.  Sea-damaged  drugs  were  pitched 
overboard  if  it  was  thought  they  would  not  pay  for  the 
Customs  and  the  landing  charges.  It  can  easily  be  seen  that 
London  could  never  have  become  the  drug-market  of  the 
world  if  anything  approaching  that  condition  of  things  had 
continued. 

Sydney  Smith  sketched  the  punishment  of  a  citizen  in  his 
day.    ''Taxes  on  the  sauce  which  pampers  man's  appetite 
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and  on  the  drug  ■which  restores  him  to  health  ;  on  the 
ermine  which  decorates  the  judge  and  the  rope  which  haDgs 
the  criminal ;  on  the  poor  man's  salt  and  the  rich  man's 
spice  ;  on  the  brass  nails  of  the  coffin  and  the  ribbons  of  the 
bride.  .  .  .  The  schoolboy  whips  his  taxed  top  ;  the  beardless 
youth  manages  his  taxed  horse  with  a  taxed  bridle  on  a  taxed 
road ;  and  the  dying  Englishman,  pourirjg  his  medicine, 
w'lich  has  paid  7  per  cent.,  into  a  spoon  which  has  paid 
15  per  cent.,  flings  himself  back  on  his  chintz  bed,  which  has 
paid  22  per  cent.,  and  expires  in  the  arms  of  an  apothecary 
who  has  paid  a  licence  of  100Z.  for  putting  him  to  death." 
Save  us  from  a  policy  which  tends  that  way  !

The  Grande  Grille  is  prescribed  in  liver-complaints,  including 
biliary  calculi,  in  gravel,  and  malarial  cachexia;  Chomel  in 
respiratory  affections  and  atonic  dyspepsia;  Hopital  in 
dysentery,  dyspepsia,  and  gastralgia  ;  Pare  in  gravel,  cystitis, 
enfeebled  digestion,  and  bronchial  catarrh  ;  Mesdames,  being 
comparatively  rich  in  iron  and  arsenic,  is  recommended  in 
cases  of  anosmia  and  leucorrhcea ;  while  Celestins,  which  is 
the  most  largely  exported  of  all  the  waters,  is  chiefly 
employed  in  the  treatment  of  gout,  uric-acid  gravel,  diabetes, 
and  albuminuria.  A  total  of  sixteen  million  bottles  was 
despatched  from  the  various  springs  last  year.  The  par- 
ticulars will  enable  chemists  to  advise  their  customers  who 
are  in  doubt  as  to  what  particular  spring  would  best  suit 
them.

Dr.  Swan's  Presence 

in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  lecture- 
theatre  list  W33k  was  itself  alone  an  inspiration.  The 
chemist's  apprentice  of  sixty  years  ago,  and  now  known 
through  the  world  as  one  of  the  most  famous  inventors  in 
the  fields  of  photography  and  electricity,  wa  others,  as  the 
French  say,  could  hardly  help  being  the  better — at  least  a 
little  humbler — for  having  sat  in  the  same  room  with  him. 
All  too  little  he  spoke  of  himself.  Only  a  few  sentences  to 
explain  his  position  in  reference  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
How  he  gradually  developed  his  business  into  a  specially 
scientific  one,  how  he  watched  an!  studied  the  work  of  other 
men,  how  he  expari  mntel  himself,  how  often  he  failed,  and 
what  led  to  his  successes.  Such  reminiscences  would  have 
been  intensely  interesting,  but  Dr.  Swan  is  far  too  modest  a 
man  to  have  even  thought  of  such  details  for  his  address. 

To  Three  Great  Inventions 

of  the  last  quarter  of  the  nine 
tsenth  century  Joseph  Wilson  Swan  was  one  of  the  leading 
contributors.  These  were  the  rapid  photographic  plate,  the 
carbon-process  of  photographic  printing,  and,  of  course 
principally,  the  inoaniascent  lamp.  We  miy  over-estimate 
our  contemporaries,  and  we  may,  and  often  do,  under-estimate 
them.  Bit  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  in  the  not  very 
crowded  Valhalla  of  great  men  trained  to  pharmacy  Swan 
ranks  very  near  to  the  universally  recogaisei  head  of  them, 
Scheele. 

The  Best  Thing 

in  Dr.  Swan's  address,  to  my  mind,  was  his 
illustration  of  the  value  of  college  training.  "You  are 
placed  in  circumstances  which  make  learning  comparatively 
easy,"  he  told  the  students ;  "the  atmosphere  is  the  atmo- 
sphere of  study ;  you  are  in  a  marching  corps,  and  you  must 
keep  step."  Sufficiently  true,  but  not  wholly  so.  A  good 
many  students  live  in  that  atmosphere  without  inspiring  it ; 
march  in  that  corps  without  keeping  step.  Many,  too,  of 
the  most  original  minds  have  created  their  own  work  without 
the  influence  of  association.  Swan  himself,  I  judge,  was  one 
of  these.  The  contrast  between  his  early  days  and  these 
must  have  struck  him  as  he  watched  the  distribution  of 
medals,  certificates,  and  scholarships.  The  youth  of  sixty 
years  ago  were  in  no  way  pampered  by  these  "  incentives," 
as  we  now  call  them.  Perhaps,  after  all,  theirs  was  the 
healthier  atmosphere. 

The  Medical  School  Addresses 

this  year  were  rather  more 
interesting  than  usual.  It  was  a  surprise  to  some  of  us  to 
find  Sir  Charles  Wyndham,  the  actor,  among  the  medical 
orators.  He  is  a  fully  qualified  doctor,  it  appears.  Our  old 
antagonist,  Mr.  Jastice  Wills,  who,  as  counsel  for  the  London 
and  Provincial  Association,  damaged  us  so  badly  in  1880, 
was  in  the  chair  at  Middlesex  Hospital,  and  advised  the 
students  not  to  trust  to  the  misleading  definition  of  genius, 
that  it  is  "an  infinite  capacity  for  taking  pains."  Let  them 
take  pains  by  all  means,  but  not  expect  thereby  to  become 
geniuses.  He  did  not  know  what  genius  was,  but  he  was 
sure  it  was  some  spark  of  heavenly  flame  not  given  to  every 
one.  The  most  witty  of  the  addresses  was  given  by  Dr.  Dakin 
at  St.  George's.  He  told  the  students  they  would  find  it  one 
of  their  greatest  difficulties  to  keep  abreast  of  the  medical 
knowledge  of  their  patients.  Only  by  some  application,  the 
study  of  foreign  medical  literature,  and,  perhaps,  by  some 


evasions,  would  they  be  able  to  bring  themselves  to  their 
patients'  platform,  and  convince  them  that  they  were  toler- 
ably well  qualified  to  carry  out  their  directions  in  the  treat- 
ment of  their  unijue  cases.    We  all  know  those  patients. 

Forty-nine  Years, 

as  Mr.  Atkins  reminds  us,  was  sufficient  timi 
for  Jacob  Ball,  Daniel  Hanbury,  and  Jonathan  Pereira  each  to 
do  his  life's  work ;  and  it  would  indeed  be  difficult  to  fini  other 
three  men  who  did  more  for  British  pharmacy  than  these. 
The  coincidence  of  age  in  these  three  instances  is  curious. 
Paracelsus  was  another  great  pharmacist  who  died  some- 
where bet  ween  forty-eight  and  fifty  (authorities  differ  as  to 
the  exact  date  of  his  birth) ;  Lavoisier  and  Davy  died  at 
between  fifty  and  fifty-one;  Bargmann,  the  S.vedish 
chemist,  who  has  been  describe!  as  the  founder  of  modern 
analytical  chemistry,  also  at  forty-nine ;  and  Scheele  at 
forty-four. 

The  List  of  Duties 

on  drugs  an!  chemicals  in  1819,  which 
Mr.  Tyrer  has  copiei,  would  have  been  more  interesting  if 
some  historical  explanation  had  been  added.  The  list  was 
probably  compiled  from  an  immense  work  prepared  by  a  Mr. 
Jickling  for  the  Treasury  and  publishel  in  1815.  It  was 
called  "A  Digest  of  the  Laws  of  the  Customs,  comprising  a 
Summary  of  the  Statutes  in  force  from  the  earliest  period  to 
the  531  George  III.  inclusive."  This  digest  had  occupied 
five  years  in  preparation,  and  fillei  1,375  pages.  It  is  diffi- 
cult for  us  to  imagine  the  complexity  of  the  Customs  laws  at 
that  period  in  force.  Originally  a  simple  5-per-cent.  subsidy 
on  all  merchandise  imported  or  exported,  with  the  taxable- 
value  of  such  merchandise  fixed  by  books  of  rates,  nothing 
could  be  easier  to  understand  than  the  Customs  laws  of  the 
Stuarts.  But 

Customs  Laws 

are  things  that  cannot  be  left  alone. 
William  III.  wanted  more  money,  and  a  second  "subsidy  " — 
that  is,  another  5  per  cent. — was  granted  to  him.  Then 
followed  a  multitude  of  other  changes.  Additional  subsidies 
were  granted  and  reduced  ;  to  meet  new  circumstances  or  for 
protective  purposes  some  articles  were  specifically  taxed ; 
preferences  were  allowed  to  goods  from  British  possessions; 
drawbacks  were  allowed  on  some  articles,  perhaps  to  the 
full  extent  of  the  duty,  perhaps  only  the  new  "subsidy," or 
perhaps  the  new  subsidy  and  one-third  or  two-thirds  of  the 
old  one.  This  explains  the  varying  proportions  of  drawbacks 
quoted  in  Mr.  Tyrer's  list.  The  importation  of  certain  goods 
manufactured  by  our  enemies,  such  as  French  cambrics  and 
wrought  silks,  was  forbidden  altogether,  though  other  Acts 
allowed  them  to  be  imported  for  re-exportation.  So  multi- 
tudinous were  the  statutes  which  regulated  importation  and 
exportation  and  dealt  with  retaliation  and  preference  and 
protection,  that  when  Huskisson  bagan  the  reform  of  the 
Customs  duties  in  1825  his  first  Act  (6  Geo.  IV.,  c.  103) 
repealed  443  older  statutes. 

The  Need  of  a  Pharmacist 

at  the  War  Office  to  superintend 
the  buying  of  drugs,  medicines,  and  druggists'  sundries  is 
made  evident  by  the  item  of  South  African  news  on 
page  565,  headed  "  Government  Bargain-sales."  No  one 
would  grudge  our  soldiers  on  service  all  the  comforts  that 
could  reasonably  be  provided ;  but  valuable  as  En o's  fruit- 
salt,  Condy's  fluid,  and  Seigel's  syrup  may  be,  it  might  be 
thought  justifiable  for  a  nation  at  war  to  economise  by 
supplying  equivalents  for  these  at  a  quarter  the  price.  By 
a  few  little  expedients  of  this  kind  a  pharmacist  as  buyer 
could  save  his  salary  many  times  over.

EMtctial  Comments 


The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  on  Wednesday  decided  to  re- 
introduce the  Pharmacy  Bill  next  session.  The  Bill  remains 
in  letter  and  principle  the  same  as  before,  but  a  clause  is 
added  to  correct  the  careless  drafting,  whereby  medical 
practitioners  were  treated  as  if  they  were  chemists  and 
druggists.  The  result  of  this  was  that  both  the  General 
Medical  Council  and  the  Council  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  took  steps  to  oppose  the  measure.  The  terms  of 
the  new  clause  will  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  up 
to  a  certain  point  will  not — 

(1)  Interfere  with  the  business  of  any  legally  qualified 
apothecary. 

(2j  Shall  not  affect  any  registered  medical  practitioner. 
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(3)  Shall  not  interfere  with  the  business  of  any  member  of  the 
Eoyal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  in  the  terms  of  the  1868  and 
1869  Acts. 

(\)  Shall  not  interfere  with  the  making  or  dealing  in  patent 
medicines. 

(5)  Shall  not  interfere  with  the  business  of  wholesale  dealers  in 
supplying  poisons  in  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing. 

The  business  of  a  deceased  chemist  is  also  provided  for 
under  Section  16  of  the  1863  Act,  and  the  provisions  are 
continued  by  the  new  clause.  If  such  a  business  is  con- 
verted into  a  limited  company  it  ceases  to  benefit  from  the  pro- 
visions, but  if  it  is  not  converted  and  the  new  business  is  con- 
ducted in  more  than  one  shop  the  one  assistant  of  Section  16 
will  be  all  that  is  necessary.  We  do  not  mean  to  be  hyper- 
critical in  this  remark,  but  it  is  well  to  be  sure.  The  new 
clause  is  really  intended  to  meet  the  objections  on  behalf  of 
doctors ;  but  it  goes  further,  by  saying  that  the  rights  con- 
veyed by  Section  16  are  not  to  be  interfered  with  or  abrogated. 
Consequently  apothecaries,  medical  practitioners,  veterinary 
surgeons,  patented-medicine  makers  and  dealers,  wholesalers) 
and  "widows"  have  their  old  rights  conserved.  The  Bill 
proposes  to  make  certain  changes  in  the  law  as  to  keeping 
open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons  as  enacted  in  the  first 
fifteen  sections,  and  each  shop  will  have  to  be  registered 
and  a  qualified  manager  must  be  in  it ;  but  doctors  will  not 
be  required  to  register  their  shops,  if  they  have  any,  or  the 
managers  thereof.  The  clause  does  not  go  further  than  this 
with  doctors,  and  if  unqualified  servants  of  theirs  sell  poisons, 
they  (the  servants)  can  be  prosecuted  as  at  present,  but 
their  employers  will  not,  like  registered  chemists,  be  liable 
for  any  penalty  imposed.  As  already  stated,  the  Bill  is  to  be 
exactly  the  same  as  before,  with  the  exception  of  the  new 
clause,  but  we  hope  the  phraseology  will  be  carefully  revised 
before  it  is  introduced.  The  directors  clause  stands,  with 
the  assurance,  through  Mr.  Robinson,  that  a  high  Govern- 
ment official  considers  it  no  more  than  justice.  It  is  wise  to 
keep  it  as  it  is.  The  object  of  proceeding  with  the  Bill  is 
largely  educational,  and  so  long  as  Clause  7  is  met  with  a 
mere  negative  it  would  be  bad  policy  of  the  promoters  of 
the  measure  to  modify  their  demands.  We  may  say  that  the 
Bill  goes  forward  with  some  assurance  of  support  from  the 
medical  profession,  as  represented  by  the  Biitish  Medical 
Association.  The  Parliamentary  Committee  of  that  body  is 
not  in  favour  of  the  proposals  made  by  the  Poisons  Com- 
mittee, and  we  hear  on  excellent  authority  that,  if  any 
Government  Bill  to  give  effect  to  it  is  introduced,  the  Asso- 
ciation will  oppose  it.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  with  the  new  clause  will  not  be  opposed,  as  the  com- 
mittee decided  last  Session. 


Medicine=stamp  Matters. 

The  persistence  of  interest  in  this  subject  is  not  surprising. 
Of  all  the  trade-upheavals  which  the  statutes  have  caused 
since  the  first  Act  became  law  120  years  ago,  the  present  one 
is  the  most  momentous  to  chemists  and  druggists,  and  as 
administrative  tradition  and  trade-custom  entangle  as  a  net 
the  clear  definition  by  the  High  Court  in  the  matter  of 
Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones,  some  difficulty  in  getting  a  footing  in 
the  shoals  is  excusable.  The  fact  that  this  is  the  four- 
teenth article  we  have  written  on  this  subject  since  we 
published  the  decision  of  the  Board  in  our  first  issue  in  June 
is  the  best  possible  index  of  trade-feeling  on  the  subject. 
Practically  every  one  of  the  articles  has  been  suggested  by 
points  arising  from  day  to  day.  The  first  one  that  we  now 
Holding-out  deal  with  is  the  phrase,  "When  the  cough  is 
in  troublesome."    We  gave  particulars  last  week 

of  two  instances  in  which  the  Stamps  Depart- 


ment marked  two  labels  at  different  periods  in  opposite 
ways  exactly.  It  is  not  necessary  to  go  into  the  details 
now.  We  have  all  the  original  documents  before  us,  and 
they  show  that  on  July  11  a  label  with  the  following  direc- 
tions was  marked  "  Not  liable  to  duty  "  : 

"  One  teaspoonf al  to  be  taken  twice  a  day  in  a  little  water  when 
the  cough  is  troublesome." 

The  same  wording  was  marked  "Liable  to  duty"  last 
month,  as  was  also  the  small

label  annexed,  which  is  akin 
in  wording  to  a  corn-paint 
label  marked  not  liable  on 
July  11.  The  explanation  is 
simple  :  the  Somerset  House 
Homer  nodded  on  July  11. 
The  Department  is  distinctly 
of  opinion  that  directions  of 
this  nature  on  medicines 
hold  them  out  for  the  cure 
or  relief  of  ailments.  We  do  not  think  that  the  contrary 
could  be  maintained,  therefore  qualified  chemists  will 
note  that  they  cannot  use  such  labels  under  Exemption  3 
without  revealing  the  composition  of  their  medicines  in 
an  approved  manner.  In  a  case  of  this  kind  when  an 
incorrect  opinion  has  been  given  officially,  such  opinion 
should  not  be  acted  upon  when  it  has  been  proved  to  be 
wrong,  therefore  anyone  who  has,  in  consequence  of  the 
statement  of  July  11,  used  the  phrase  "  when  the  cough  is 
troublesome"  without  stamping,  should  at  once  discontinue. 
Something  might  be  said  as  to  Homer  nodding,  but  it  is 
human  to  err,  and  a  great  advantage  to  the  trade  to  get  the 
opinion  of  experienced  persons  like  Somerset  House  officials 
for  the  asking.  The  privilege  has  been  much  abused,  thou- 
sands of  'labels  beiDg  sent  to  Somerset  House  which  the 
senders  ought  to  know  are  either  liable  or  not  liable.

Dear  Sir, — You  are  possibly  aware  that  there  are  corn-plasters 
sold  which  are  not  applied  externally  or  internally  as  medicines 
or  medicaments.  The  plasters  consist  of  felt  and  adhesive  sub- 
stances enabling  the  felt  to  be  placed  around  the  corn  so  as  to 
prevent  it  being  pressed  by  the  boot.  It  is  a  mechanical  contriv- 
ance and  does  not  act  medicinally.  The  same  thing  applies  to  a 
variety  of  bunion-plastera. 

I  send  herewith  a  box  of  each,  and  would  be  glad  to  know 
whether  the  Commissioners  regard  them  (as  labelled)  as  being 
liable  to  duty.  I  suggest  that  they  are  on  an  entirely  different 
footing  to  medicated  corn-plasters,  which  act  upon  the  corn  as  a 
solvent  or  softener.

Sir,— In  reply  to  your  letter  dated  25th  ult.,  I  am  directed  by 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  acquaint  you  that  if  the  plasters 
are  merely  intended  to  relieve  the  pressure  of  the  boot  or  shoe  on 
the  com  or  bunion,  and  are  not  in  any  way  medicated,  they  would 
not  fall  within  the  charge  of  medicine-stamp  duty.

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Mi.  Glyn-Jones  has  done  good  service  in  this  matter,  as 
many  chemists  throughout  the  country  have  been  discon- 
certed by  a  circular  sent  out  by  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son,  &  Sons, 
with  the  last  issue  of  their  price-list,  in  which  they  say  they 
have  been  "  informed  that  their  corn  and  bunion  plasters, 
if  sold  with  present  labels,  will  be  considered  liable 
to  patent-medicine  duty  after  December  31,  1903  From 
November  2,  1903,  these  plasters  will  be  supplied  so  labellei 
that  they  will  not  be  rendered  liable  to  duty."  The  firm  also 
offered  to  supply  new  labels  to  replace  the  old  on  boxes  in 
stock.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  proposed 
changes. 

Blood-  Hitherto  blood-purifiers  have  not  been  con- 

purifier,  sidered  to  come  within  the  charge  of  duty.  In 
"  Alpe  "  the  following  label  is  given  : 

THE  BLOOD-PURIFIER. 

Clears  the  skin  and  eradicates  all  impurities  from  the 
blocd,  and  is  also  an  excellent  spring  and  au  umn  medicine. 

The  author  remarked  that  this  "  c  mtains  no  express 
recommendation  for  any  ailment  or  class  of  ailments,  and 
involves  no  liability."  This  view  has  been  acted  upon  by  the 
Inland  Revenue  Department  since  Mr.  Alpe's  day  (see  The 
Chemists'  and  Deuggists'  Diary,  1903,  page  521)  until 
the  case  of  Spencer  v.  Needhams  was  heard  at  the  end  of 
June,  when  Mr.  Denman,the  Magistrate,  sail  :  "  Prima  facie 
the  statement  that  it  purifies  the  blood  is  equivalent  to 
saying  that  it  prevents  the  ailments  referred  to  "  (see  C.  $'  2?., 
July  4,  page  9).  The  Board  has  not  been  slow  to  utilise 
Mr.  Denman's  suggestion.  We  are  favoured  by  Messrs. 
Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb  (Limited)  with  copies  of 
three  labels  which  have  been  marked  "Liable  to  duty"  by 
the  Board.    The  wording  on  them  is  as  follows  :

When  the  Board  have  marked  labels  it  is  unwise  not  to  bow 
to  their  ruling,  but  we  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  a  good 
deal  to  be  said  on  the  other  side  in  the  direction  indicated 
by  Alpe.  Mr.  Denman's  remark  was  not  contradictory  to  the 
former  practice.  He  mentioned  "  the  ailments  referred  to." 
The  above  labels  are  not  of  that  nature,  and  the  duty  is 
chargeable  only  when  (amongst  other  things)  the  medicine 
is  held  out  or  recommended  as  beneficial  to  the  prevention, 
&c,  of  any  distemper,  malady,  ailment,  disorder,  or  complaint 
incident  to  or  in  any  wise  affecting  the  human  body.  Which 
of  these  is  "  blood  impurity  "  ?  If  the  SaDguinetti  decision  is 
relied  upon  by  the  Board  to  cover  this  and  similar  cases,  the 
whole  matter  :' s  bound  to  be  fought  over  again  early  next  year. 

If  there  were  wanted  further  demonstration 
of  the  benefits  which  Exemption  3  is  to  bring 
to  chemists,  in  spite  of  the  ailment-name  decision,  it  is  given 
in  a  catalogue  of  labels  which  Mr.  H.  Silverlock,  92  Blackfriars 
Road,  S.E.,  has  recently  produced.  We  reprint  a  few  of 
them  to  show  that  with  ailment-names  alone  there  is  little 


to  complain  about,  while  the  advantage  of  recommending 
known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies  is  great:

Mr.  Silverlock's  catalogue  covers  a  large  variety  of  stock, 
medicines,  and  the  labels  have  been  drafted  as  non-liable  for 
use  by  registered  chemists  under  the  provisions  of  Exemp- 
tion 3  and  the  latest  announcements  by  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  respecting  the  matter. 


Poor=Iaw  Dispensers. 

The  end  of  the  financial  half-year  of  the  Poor-law  having 
arrived,  the  various  Unions  throughout  the  country  will 
shortly  be  receiving  the  customary  notice  of  audit  from  the 
Local  Government  Board  auditors.  The  time  seems  oppor- 
tune, therefore,  for  a  word  of  warning  to  Poor-law  dispensers 
generally  to  be  prepared  for  a  possible  difficulty  they  may 
find  sprung  on  them.  The  Local  Government  Board,  in  Janu- 
ary, 1900,  issued  an  order  on  the  Newport-upon-Usk  Union 
with  reference  to  the  management  of  the  Union  dispensaries 
there,  on  the  lines  of  the  Metropolitan  order,  and,  in  their 
anxiety  to  find  a  little  work  for  their  hard-driven  staff  (hours 
from  10  to  4),  have  since  offered  to  issue  a  similar  order  on 
other  Unions.  This  order  provides  that  the  dispenser  shall 
enter  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  at  the  dispensary, 
the  time  of  his  own  arrival  and  departure.  Further,  that 
the  dispenser  shall  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  drugs, 
medicines,  and  stores  which  may  be  required,  and  submit 
the  same  to  the  Dispensary  Visiting  Committee.  His  other 
duties  are  to  keep  an  account  in  a  book,  to  be  supplied  by 
the  Guardians,  of  all  drugs,  medicines,  and  stores  com- 
mitted to  his  charge,  and  as  nearly  as  may  be  of  those 
consumed  or  supplied  to  or  for  the  paupers,  and  of  the 
quantities  thereof  remaining  in  stock,  and  to  balance  such 
account  at  the  termination  of  each  half-year.  Happy  man  ! 
It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how  this  order  works  at 
Newport.  The  order  also  directs  the  appointment  of  a 
Dispensary  Visiting  Committee,  one  of  whose  duties  it  is  at 
the  end  of  each  half-year  to  "  compare,  or  cause  to  be  com- 
pared, the  stock  of  drugs  and  medicines  in  the  dispensary 
with  the  account  showing  the  receipt  and  consumption  or 
disposal  of  the  same  as  kept  by  the  dispenser."  The  issue  of 
this  order  does  not  appear  to  have  attracted  the  attention  in 
provincial  dispensing  circles  which  it  deserves  ,  for,  viewed  as 
the  thin  end  of  the  wedge,  it  is  of  s'gnificant  import.  Whether 
in  pursuance  of  the  new  policy  instituted  by  the  issue  of  the 
Newport  order  or  not,  auditors  in  some  districts  have 
recently  developed  a  tendency  to  pry  more  closely  than 
theretofore  into  the  accounts  of  the  drug-department,  and 
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have,  of  course,  not  been  backward  in  making  suggestions 
to  improve  the  methods  in  use.  The  most  important  and 
far-reaching  of  the  suggestions  is  that  the  Guardians  should 
institute  a  half-yearly  stocktaking,  and  that  the  dispenser 
should  be  required  to  show  his  stock  received  and  how  dis- 
posed of  in  detail.  To  anyone  with  an  elementary  knowledge 
of  pharmacy  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  show  the  im- 
practicability of  this  ;  but  Local  Government  Board  auditors 
are  not  usually  chosen  for  their  knowledge  of  the  work  of 
any  of  the  departments  they  have  to  check.  More  than  one 
of  these  gentlemen,  having  been  seized  with  the  idea  of 
stocktaking,  has  returned  to  the  attack  each  succeeding 
half-year,  and  the  poor  dispenser  has  to  go  before  him  on 
each  occasion  and  do  his  best  to  stave  off  the  evil  day  for 
another  half-year.  The  auditor  will  argue  that,  having 
obtained  his  stock  at  the  commencement  of  the  half-year, 
an  entry  should  be  made  of  all  drugs,  &c,  used,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  half-year,  on  stock  being  again  taken,  the 
accounts  will  balance.  The  absurdity  of  the  suggestion  is 
apparent  even  in  dealing  with  the  stock  mixtures  which  are 
made  up  by  most  Union  dispensers.  Take,  for  example,  a 
simple  cough-mixture,  containing — 

Ammonium  carbonate       ...       ...  5  gr. 

Tincture  of  squill    20  minims 

Compound  tincture  of  camphor    ...  20  minims 
Chloroform-water  to...       ...       ...      1  fl.  oz. 

To  be  dissolved  and  mixed. 

On  the  receipt  of  every  prescription  for  this  mixture  the 
detailed  amount  of  each  of  the  four  items  would  have  to  be 
entered  in  the  out-going  stock-book,  and  this  procedure 
would,  apparently,  have  to  be  carried  out  in  connection  with 
every  prescription  dispensed,  however  elaborate.  The  poor 
dispenser  gets  his  ingredients  by  avoirdupois,  deals  them 
out  by  apothecaries'  weight  (approaching  in  accuracy,  it  is 
assumed,  that  which  is  requisite  in  determining  an  atomic 
weight),  and  he  is  expected  to  make  things  stra;ght  for  the 
auditor.  This  speaks  for  itself.  Poor-law  dispensers  outside 
London  should  be  ready  with  their  case  if  ever  they  are 
called  upon  to  fight  their  district  auditor  on  this  matter.  A 
few  lecturettes  to  these  gentlemen  on  the  intricacies  of  the 
4375  gr.  and  480  gr.  ounces  ;  the  law  of  the  meniscus  when 
applied  to  tenpenny  glass  measures,  and  the  need  for  a 
simple  rule  to  show  how  a  pound  weight  of  tr.  gent.  co. 
(sp.  gr.  unknown)  can  be  balanced  on  the  other  side  in  fluid 
drachms  and  ounces,  will  perhaps  filter  to  Whitehall,  and  so 
impress  the  authorities  so  profoundly  that  they  will  add  501. 
to  the  minimum  salary  of  Poor-law  dispensers. 


A  "Plant." 

If  any  pharmaceutical  examiner  were  to  ask  a  Minor  or 
Major  candidate  what  "plant"  grows  in  this  country  most 
profusely  (at  least,  from  the  numerical  point  of  view,  if  not 
in  bulk),  the  thoughtful  man  would  probably  reply,  "  Brewer's 
yeast."  Englishmen  are  the  heaviest  beer-drinkers  in  the 
world,  and  the  amount  of  yeast  grown  psr  day  runs  into 
many  tons.  This  was  run  to  waste  uatil  a  few  years  ago, 
when  Dr.  W.  H.  Squire  successfu'ly  demonstrated  that  dried 
yeast  can  be  produced  in  England,  and  large  quantities  are 
now  put  on  the  market.  Yet  we  import  from  10,000  to 
13,000  cwt.  a  month.  More  recent'y  it  was  discovered  that 
the  juice  of  yeast  on  evaporation,  yields  a  brown  extract 
which  resembles,  in  smell  and  taste,  extract  of  beef,  and 
large  quantities  of  this  are  now  marketed  as  a  rival  or 
substitute  to  extract  of  beef.  The  yeast-waste  has  still 
further  been  reduced  by  this  rroduction,  but  it  appears 


that  the  supply  is  greater  than  the  demand  for  the  vegetable 
extract,  and  some  enterprising  merchants  have  recently 
given  the  sale  a  fillip  by  putting  up  as  Liebig's  extract 
of  beef  the  yeast-extract,  either  alone  or  mixed  with  a 
small  percentage  of  genuine  beef-extract.  Their  enterprise 
has  been  successful,  because  public  analysts  have  up  to  the 
present  been  unable,  by  available  analytical  methods,  to 
distinguish  between  the  genuine  and  fictitious  extracts. 
This  can  be  understood  when  the  following  analytical 
factors  by  Zellner  (Zcit.  Hygien.,  1903,  42,  461)  are  com- 
pared :

Zellner's  observations  were  directed  to  the  exposure  of  the 
fraud,  which  also  exists  in  Germany,  but  he  found  that  the 
approximate  analytical  methods  applied  to  extracts  of  this 
character  are  not  sufficiently  exact  to  distinguish  them. 
He  found,  nevertheless,  that  yeast-ext  ract  especially  differs 
from  the  beef-extract  in  containing  a  considerable  quantity 
of  a  compound  which  appears  to  be  of  the  nuclein  type,  and 
it  does  not  contain  the  characteristic  beef- bases  which  are 
nutritive.  With  that  however,  we  are  less  concerned  at 
present  than  with  the  fact  that  the  yeast-extract  (a  com- 
paratively cheap  commodity)  is  beiDg  sold  as  extract  of 
meat,  manufactured  by  Liebig's  process  in  South  America 
from  finest  beef  only.  We  therefore  welcome  a  simple  test, 
which  has  been  devised  by  Mr.  A.  Searl,  F.C.S.,  after  a  long 
research.    It  is  as  follows  : 

Make  a  modified  Fehling's  solution  by  dissolving  1 00  gr.  of 
sulphate  of  copper  and  250  gr.  of  neutral  tartrate  of  soda  in  4  oz.  of 
water.  Add  to  this  250  gr.  of  caustic  soda,  diesolved  in  4  oz.  of 
water.  Dissolve  10  gr.  of  the  sample  to  be  examined  in  lh  oz.  of 
water,  and  add  to  it  half  a  volume  of  the  above  solution,  and  boil 
for  a  minute  or  two.  With  genuine  meat-extract  no  precipitation 
occurs,  but  with  yeast-extract  a  bulky  curdled  precipitate  of  a 
bluish-white  colour  is  thrown  out,  which  is  almost  insoluble  in 
water.  When  collected,  washed,  dried,  and  weighed  several 
samples  of  yeast-extract  have  been  found  to  give  approximately 
1  gr.  of  this  precipitate  (it  looks  to  the  eye  more  like  20  gr.)  from 
10  gr.  of  extract.  It  naturally  varies  a  little,  according  to  the 
amount  of  moisture  and  ash  contained  in  the  sample.  Only  one 
sample  of  yeast-extract  has  yet  been  found  which  did  not  respond 
to  this  test,  and  in  that  case  it  readily  reduced  the  copper. 

Only  this  test  was  wanted  to  ensure  the  exposure  of  the 
fraud.  We  find  that  the  test  works  well.  Proceedings  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  in  respect  to  the  sale  of 
the  yeast-extract  as  Liebig's  extract  of  meat  are  under  con- 
sideration, and  these,  if  successful,  are  almost  certain  to 
bring  the  packers  under  the  ban  of  the  Merchandise-marks 
Act. 
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Pharmacy  Act  Prosecutions. 

The  discussion  initiated  by  Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  on  the  lack 
of  prosecutions  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  hardly  finished  so 
abruptly  as  our  report  on  page  633  seems  to  indicate.  Part  of 
the  report  comes  to  us  after  the  end  pages  were  printed. 
There  were  some  lively  passages  between  the  President  and 
Mr.  Bernard.  Mr.  Bernard  contends  that  the  Society  was  too 
parsimonious  in  the  money  it  spent  during  the  past  year, 
considering  that  the  chief  income  of  the  Society  is  derived 
from  examination-fees.  Those  who  pass  the  examinations 
are  entitled  to  some  protection,  as  also  are  the  public.  Mr. 
Beggs,  the  President,  gave  a  very  vigorous  reply  to  Mr. 
Bernard's  challenge,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  suggestion 
that  members  of  Council  received  payment  for  prosecution 
expenses.  The  question  as  to  what  benefits  a  licentiate  is 
entitled  to  from  the  Society  of  which  he  is  not  a  member 
appeals  with  equal  force  to  the  pharmacists  of  Great  Britain, 
where  the  difference  between  the  cost  of  the  examination 
and  the  fees  paid  by  the  candidates  is  much  greater.  The 
difference  is  so  great  that  if  the  money  were  invested,  the 
income  would  pay  the  costs  of  all  the  Pharmacy  Act  prose- 
cutions the  British  Society  undertake. 

The  Benevolent  Fund  Election. 

It  does  not  seem  quite  charitable  to  put  up  four  old  and 
ailing  people  to  go  through  the  trial  of  an  election  for  the 
sake  of  keeping  up  the  interest  of  the  subscribers  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund.  The  anxiety  and  heart-aching  felt  by  all 
the  candidates  as  to  the  result  of  the  appeal  must  be  par- 
ticularly severe  when  it  is  known  that  one  of  the  four  must 
go  without  an  annuity  for  at  least  another  year.  The  fund 
is  administered  in  an  extremely  enlightened  manner,  and  the 
minor  annuitants — as  the  Vice-President  designates  those 
who  receive  casual  grants — grow  in  number  year  by  year. 
The  subscribers  do  not  complain  that  the  system  of  minor 
annuities  lessens  their  interest  in  the  fund,  and  it  is  hard  to 
see  what  complaints  would  be  justly  made  if  annuitants  were 
sometimes  appointed  without  an  election.  The  expense  of 
an  election  is  considerable,  both  to  the  Society  and  the 
candidates.  The  money  spent  from  the  General  Fund  of  the 
Society  on  an  election — stamps,  stationery,  &c. — would  be 
enough  to  support  another  annuitant.  We  suggest  that  a 
scheme  of  minor  annuitants  might  be  considered  by  which  a 
small  pension  could  be  assured  to  those  worn-out  members  of 
the  trade  who  at  present  exist  on  casual  grants.  A  certain 
income  would  be  much  more  acceptable  than  casual  grants, 
which,  apparently,  depend  on  a  re-investigation  of  the  cases 
year  after  year. 

"Kick  Me." 

A  number  of  commercial  travellers  who  chanced  to  be  in 
the  Bell  Hotel,  Norwich,  on  August  20  sent  to  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain this  telegram  : 

The  commercial  travellers  assembled  at  the  Bell  Hotel,  Nor- 
wich, unanimously  support  you  in  the  suggested  fiscal  reform,  and 
heartily  wish  you  success  in  your  forthcoming  autumn  campaign. 
They  feel  that  the  trade  interests  of  the  country  are  identical  with 
your  proposals. 

Subsequently  a  long  manifesto  was  addressed  to  the  com- 
mercial travellers  of  the  United  Kingdom  advocating  that  a 
resolution  of  approval  and  encouragement  should  be  sent  to 
Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain  from  every  commercial  hotel  in 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  on  the  date  of  the  Glasgow 
speech.  This  manifesto,  which  filled  a  column  of  last 
Saturday's  Daily  Telegraph,  was  signed  by  twenty-five  com- 
mercial gentlemen.  The  drug  and  allied  trades  are  repre- 
sented in  the  list  of  signatories — the  travellers  for  two  firms 
of  manufacturing  chemists,  one  soapmaker,  one  perfumer, 
and  two  ink  and  colour  houses  having  appended  their  names 
■ — not  a  bad  showirg  out  of  a  total  of  twenty-five.  But 


amongst  the  signatures  are  four  who  represent  foreign  firms, 
amongst  them  an  oil  company  and  an  eau  de  Cologne  firm. 
Surely  personal  principles  and  the  interests  of  principals 
conflict  here.  These  four  signatories  earn  their  bread  and 
butter  by  selling  to  buyers  in  this  country  the  products  of 
foreign  factories,  so  that  the  manifesto  in  which  they  par- 
ticipate is  for  them  somewhat  akin  to  the  schoolboy  practice 
of  tagging  a  "kick  me"  placard  on  the  coat-tails.  But  why 
they  should  do  this  for  themselves  is  "  what  no  fellah  can 
understand."

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Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

The  annual  business  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held 
on  Thursday,  October  1,  when  a  fair  gathering  of  the 
members  was  presided  over  by  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  President 
of  the  Association. 

The  B.P.C. 

The  first  business  was  the  report  of  the  delegates  to  the 
Bristol  Conference,  and  Mr.  Currie  expressed  his  apprecia- 
tion of  the  hearty  reception  accorded  to  the  visitors,  and 
spoke  of  the  Conference  as  having  been  very  successful.  He 
would  have  liked  a  larger  representation  from  Scotland, 
Dundee  alone  having  fully  risen  to  the  occasion.  SpeakiDg 
of  the  forthcoming  Compendium,  he  said  it  was  matter  for 
regret  that  the  B.P.C.  Formulary  had  not  been  recognised 
and  utilised  as  the  medium  for  the  publication  of  the  recipes. 
Such  recognition  would  have  been  a  fitting  compliment  to 
the  committee,  who  for  so  long  had  done  much  good  work. 
Mr.  Maben  followed  with  a  general  agreement  with  Mr. 
Currie's  remarks  as  to  the  Conference,  which  he  thought  had 
been  remarkably  successful,  and  he  also  agreed  with  his 
views  as  to  the  Formulary.    Mr-  J.  P.  Gilmour  presented 

The  Annual  Keport, 

which  gave  a  resume  of  the  work  done  during  the  year.  The 
meetings  had  all  been  interesting,  but  the  attendance  had 
not  been  encouraging.  Complimentary  allusion  was  made 
to  the  co-option  of  their  President  (Mr.  Currie)  as  a  member 
of  Council,  on  which  distinction  Mr.  Currie  was  warmly  con- 
gratulated. The  Treasurer's  report  was  submitted  by  Mr. 
Maben,  who  said  the  total  income,  including  credit  balance 
from  last  year,  was  37/.  Is.  5d.,  and  the  expenditure  was 
10Z.  9s.  5d.,  leaving  a  balance  to  be  carried  forward  of 
26?.  12*.  Ten  years  ago  the  normal  water-mark  of  subscrip- 
tions was  about  30/.  A  year  ago  they  had  eighteen  subscrip- 
tions, and  this  year  they  had  thirty-six  at  2s.  6^.  each  ;  next 
year  he  hoped  they  would  increase  in  arithmetical  progres- 
sion and  reach  seventy-two.    The  reports  were  adopted. 

The  Chairman  then  referred  to  the  fact  mentioned  in  the 
report  that  he  had  been  co-opted  a  member  of  the  Council. 
He  thanked  the  Association,  and  especially  Mr.  Gilmour,  for 
their  efforts  to  get  him  elected,  and  also  all  the  members 
throughout  the  country  who  voted  for  him.  Now  that  he 
had  got  in  he  found  he  had  much  to  learn,  and  so  far  he  had 
not  said  very  much  ;  but  he  did  not  mean  to  be  a  silent 
member,  and  he  hoped  ere  long  that  his  voice  would  be 
heard  in  17  Bloomsbury  Square.  He  had  been  very  heartily 
welcomed  by  his  fellow-councillors  at  their  first  meeting,  and 
he  looked  forward  to  being  of  some  use  on  the  Council. 

New  Office-bearers. 
The  following  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  :  Hon 
President,  Mr.  John  McMillan  ;  Hon.  Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  B 
Macadam  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland  ;  President,  Mr.  W.  L. 
Currie;  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  James  Moir  and  John 
Murchie ;  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour ;  Treasurer  and 
Librarian,  Mr.  T.  Maben  ;  Committee,  Mr.  A.  Frazer  (Paisley), 
and  Messrs.  H.  P.  Arthur,  A.  Boyd,  E.  Brodie,  T.  Dunlop, 
J.  H.  Biddell,  and  George  Robertson. 

Beating  Bloomsbury. 

The  Secretary  intimated  that  a  draft  syllabus  for  the 
ensuing  session  had  been  prepared,  mainly  by  the  energy  of 
Mr.  Maben,  and  it  was  proposed  that  the  programme  should 
consist  of  a  series  of  "  post-graduate  lectures,"  the  following 
subjects  being  mentioned,  each  lecture  being  handled  by  a 
specialist  in  the  subject:  "The  Pharmacist  as  Optician," 
"  The  Pharmacist  as  Photographic-dealer,"  "  The  Pharmacist 
as  Food-specialist,"  "The  Valuation  of  Drugs,"  "  Serums  and 
their  Preparation,"  "  Vaccines  and  their  Preparation,"  "  Prac- 
tical Methods  of  Urine-analysis,"  and  "  The  Pharmacist  and 
the  Inland  Revenue." 

The  Chairman  read  a  communication  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Federation,  suggesting  certain  subjects  for  discussion, 
and  it  was  agreed  to  remit  to  the  Council  to  arrange  meetings 


to  discuss  the  Federation  proposals,  in  addition  to  the  course 
outlined  above. 

Mr.  D.  S.  Robertson  (Rutherglen)  introduced  the  question 
of  parochial  outdoor  dispensing,  and  wished  the  Association 
to  approach  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the  subject,  but 
the  discussion  was  adjourned. 


Teesside  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  on  Thursday,  October  1,  at 
the  Albany  Restaurant,  Middlesborough,  at  9  p.m.  Mr.  R.  R. 
Bainbridge  (President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  was  a 
good  muster  of  members. 

The  President,  in  his  opening  address,  explained  that 
the  Executive  had  thought  it  advisable  to  change  the  date 
of  the  annual  meeting  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the 
first  week  in  October.  The  new  rules  of  the  Association  were 
then  read  by  the  Secretary,  and,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  N. 
Robinson,  were  carried  unanimously. 

A  discussion  was  inaugurated  by  Mr.  Brackenbury  on  the 

Latest  Phases  of  the  Stamp  Act. 

He  emphasised  the  great  laxity  of  the  authorities  in  ad- 
ministering the  Act  in  the  past,  but  went  on  to  say  that 
recent  cases  have  of  necessity  rendered  the  administration 
more  strict,  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  a  good  time  was 
in  view  for  the  duly  qualified  chemist  and  druggist.  He 
recommended  that  every  help  should  be  given  to  the 
authorities,  who  were  trying  to  correctly  interpret  the  Act  as 
it  stood. 

Mr.  A.  Lee  agreed  that  the  Act  ought  to  benefit  chemists, 
but  considered  the  suppression  of  ailment-names,  such  as 
"Cough-mixture,"  "Liver-pills,"  &c,  would  be  to  the  dis- 
advantage of  the  public,  for  if  sent  out  unlabelled  it  would 
have  a  tendency  to  cause  accidents.  He  opposed  the  dis- 
closure of  formulas  as  an  injustice,  and  the  course  the 
average  chemist  would  adopt  would  be  to  stamp  his  own 
especial  remedies.  The  point  he  wished  to  emphasise  was 
that  the  new  reading  of  the  law  would  encourage  the  small 
vendors  to  take  out  a  patent-medicine  licence,  with  the 
result  that,  with  the  ordinary  proprietaries,  they  would  go  in 
for  the  more  profitable  drugs  also,  so  that  competition  would 
be  keener  than  ever.  He  admitted  that  it  was  very  good  of 
the  Revenue  authorities  to  make  a  distinction  between  the 
qualified  chemist  and  the  ordinary  trader,  but  emphasised 
the  fact  that  this  could  b3  evaded.  A  large-size  stamped 
package  could  be  opened,  and  the  contents  sold  loose,  just 
as  is  the  custom  with  Beecham's  pills  in  the  poorer-class 
districts.  As  an  example  of  this,  Mr.  Lee  handed  round  the 
meeting  a  small  packet  of  Perrj's  pills,  made  by  a  firm  in 
Leeds.  These  were  sold  from  a  stamped  Is.  box,  and  each 
pennyworth  of  pills  was  wrapped  along  with  a  labelled 
empty  box  in  a  paper  wrapper  recommending  the  pills  for 
various  ailments. 

The  discussion  was  taken  up  by  other  members,  but 
the  President  expressed  the  opinion  that  when  the  new 
regulations  were  put  into  working  order,  the  qualified  man 
would  benefit  very  materially,  as  on  the  first  prosecution  of 
unlicensed  and  unqualified  traders,  the  troublesome  articles 
would  be  speedily  dropped  by  them. 

Officers  Ee-elected. 

On  the  President  intimating  that  the  year  of  office  of  the 
Executive  was  now  over,  Mr.  Robinson  moved,  and  Mr. 
Hornsby  seconded,  that  they  be  elected  as  before,  en  bloe. 
This  was  carried  unanimously,  Mr.  Owen  accepting  office  as 
Secretary  for  Middlesborough  in  place  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Thompson, 
resigned.  The  hearty  thanks  of  the  members  were  accorded 
to  Mr.  Thompson,  who  had  worked  so  hard  and  so  well  for 
the  interests  of  the  chemists  of  Teesside. 

Messrs.  E.  Gregory  and  Wetherley  were  admitted 
members  of  the  Association  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Fixlayson. 
The  question  of  the  total  closing  on  Wednesday  from  1  p.m. 
was  left  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Brackenbury,  Close,  Hornsby, 
and  Lee  to  arrange. 


Brighton  Association  of  Pharmacy. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday,  October  6,  at  9  p.m.,  at 
122  King's  Road,  Brighton,  the  residence  of  the  President, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  F.C.S.,  who  presided.     Mr.  Gwatkin  was 
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on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Blamey,  seconded  by  Mr.  Gibson, 
recommended  for  re-election  as  divisional  secretary;  and,  on 
the  proposition  of  Mr.  Franklyn,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  W. 
Savage,  Mr.  Blamey  was  recommended  as  assistant  or  sub- 
secretary,  if  approved  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  as 
Mr.  Gwatkin  can  only  continue  in  office  if  he  has  assistance. 
The  question  of  arrangements  for  the  proposed  visit  of  the 
Ccnpererice  in  1905  was  discussed,  and  a  programme  was  pro- 
visionally agreed  upon.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  finished  the  proceedings. 


Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  Montgomery  Hall,  Surrey  Street, 
Sheffield,  on  Wednesday  evening,  October  7,  at  which  there 
were  present:  Messrs.  John  Austen  (President),  C.  F.  Carr, 
J.  F.  Eardley,  G.  J.  R.  Partes,  R.  D.  Djuglas,  J.  Gilbert 
Jacl-s-m,  F.  W.  Whitworth,  R.  D.  Tildesley,  F.  Medley,  W. 
Crouch,  and  H.  Antcliffe  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting  having  been  adopted, 

The  Report  of  the  Council 

was  moved  by  Mr.  C.  F.  CARR  and  seconded  by  Mr.  JACKSON, 
and  supported  by  Mr.  Parkes,  and  carried. 

The  report  showed  the  membership  to  be  53,  as  compared 
with  49  last  year,  and  the  number  of  associates  14,  as  com- 
pared with  16.  The  falling-off  in  associates  is  due  to  lack 
of  apprentices.  The  balance-sheet  showed  a  balance  of 
261.  8s.  2d.,  against  151.  15s.  3d.  last  year,  although  the 
normal  expenditure  had  been  exceeded  by  some  21.  or  31. 
The  Council  had  held  seven  meetings  during  the  year,  and 
five  general  and  four  special  meetings  were  also  held.  The 
fifth  smoking-concert  at  the  King's  Arms  proved  a  successful 
gathering,  and  the  chemists'  ball  at  the  Ro}'al  Victoria 
Hotel  was  the  most  successful  yet  held,  both  socially  and 
financially.  The  scientific  and  business  work  of  the  session 
was  also  referred  to  in  detail,  special  reference  being  made 
to  the  P.AT.A.  Conference  and  the  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund 
— for  the  latter  local  chemists  subscribed  231.  10s.  6d.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
is  ti  visit  Sheffield  in  1904,  the  Council  specially  asked  for 
the  support  of  the  members  during  the  coming  year,  as  the 
visit  of  the  Conference  will  entail  an  enormous  amount  of 
work.  No  steps  had  been  taken  on  the  action  of  the  Inland 
Revenue  authorities  in  regard  to  the  stamping  of  medicines, 
although  the  matter  was  discussed  ;  but  the  opinion  was  ex- 
pressed that  the  Sanguinetti  case  did  not  cover  such  cases 
as  liver-pills,  cough-mixture,  &c.  Mr.  Norman  S.  Goodyer 
had  been  awarded  the  Newsholme  herbarium  prize,  and  the 
Council  also  noted  with  pleasure  that  Mr.  Goodyer  has  since 
taken  the  silver  herbarium  medal  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

Mr.  Austen  proposed  that  Mr.  Tildesley  and  Mr.  Whit- 
worth be  scrutineers  for  the  voting  papers  for 

The  Election  op  Council. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Carr,  and  carried. 

The  result  of  the  scrutiny  was  that  the  whole  of  the  six 
retiring  members  of  the  Council  were  re-elected  as  follows, 
viz. :  Messrs.  H.  Antcliffe,  J.  Austen,  C.  F.  Carr,  R.  D. 
Douglas,  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  and  Geo.  Squire  ;  and  these, 
with  Messrs.  P.  Carr,  J.  F.  Eardley,  A.  R.  Fox,  J.  G.  Jackson, 
J.  B.  Pater,  and  J.  W.  J.  Turner,  will  form  the  Council  for  the 
ensuing  eighteen  months. 

In  response  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  request  for 
formulae,  it  was  decided  to  send  up  the  formula  for 
"  Jessop's  drops  "  or  "  American  colic-drops." 


Huddersfield  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  on  Wednesday  evening, 
October  7,  Mr.  Walshaw  in  the  chair.  Messrs.  Sykes,  Broad- 
bent,  and  Johnson  (Hon.  Secretary)  were  also  present.  They 
commented  upon  the  need  of  larger  attendances.  The 
Secretary  presented 

The  Annual  Report. 
This  stated  that  during  the  session  seven  meetings  were  held. 
It  could  not  be  considered  that  the  attendances  at  the 
monthly  meetings,  the  report  continued,  had  been  all  that

The  report  and  financial  statement  were  adopted. 

Other  Business. 

The  change  of  headquarters  was  commented  upon,  and  a 
resolution  adopted  to  the  effect  that  in  future  the  monthly 
meetings  should  be  held  at  the  Queen  Hotel,  on  the  second- 
Tuesday,  at  8.30  p.m.,  prompt. 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  deferred 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association,  to  be  held  in 
November. 

The  President,  Mr.  Broadbent,  and  Mr.  Stephens  were 
appointed  Federation  delegates,  and  they  were  instructed  to 
see  to  the  revision  of  the  rules  about  which  Mr.  Broadhead 
wrote.  The  members  present  protested  strongly  against 
some  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Waddington,  of  Bradford,  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  West  Riding  Federation. 

It  was  resolved,  in  conclusion,  to  send  out  a  very  earnest 
whip  on  the  issue  of  the  next  agenda  with  a  view  to  a  larger 
and  more  active  meeting  of  members. 


Great  Yarmouth  Pharmaceutical  Association 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Thursday,  October  1,  at  156  King 
Street,  Great  Yarmouth.  There  was  a  fair  attendance,  Mr. 
T.  B.  Male  being  in  the  chair.  A  considerable  number  of 
letters  were  read,  most  of  which  had  been  dealt  with  since 
the  last  meeting  in  June.  With  regard  to  the  request  for 
formulae  for  publication  to  comply  with  the  Inland  Revenue 
regulations,  it  was  decided  to  leave  action  to  individual 
members.  Mr.  W.  Sheppard  Poll  was  unanimously  nominated 
for  the  post  of  Divisional  Secretary.  A  short  discussion  took 
place  on  the  "  Ialand  Revenue  "  and  "  Labels"  question,  and 
it  was  the  generally  expressed  opinion  that  it  was  best  to 
leave  matters  alone. 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  October  6. 
Alderman  Henry  Dunn,  of  Shipley  (President),  occupied  the 
chair,  and  there  was  a  large  attendance. 

The  Presidential  Address 

was  the  first  item  on  the  programme,  and  after  referring  to 
trade  matters  of  local  interest,  he  spoke  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill,  saying  that  its  fate  afforded  another  illustration  cf  the 
fact  that  the  whole  system  of  private  Bill  legislation  is  ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory.  Here  was  a  case  of  a  great  society 
finding,  after  much  effort  and  cost,  that  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  all  registered  chemists  are  being  snatched  from 
them  merely  because  of  a  legal  quibble  that  the  word 
"person"  does  not  mean  a  number  of  persons;  and  when 
the  Society  appealed  to  Parliament  to  rectify  its  own 
blunders,  or  to  get  rid  of  an  injustice  occasioned  by  this 
quibble,  the  result  was  nil.  The  whole  system  brought  dis- 
credit upon  the  age  in  which  we  live,  and  formed  a  striking 
illustration  of  the  lack  of  business  aptitude  possessed  by  the 
670  descendants  of  Solomon,  whose  businesslike  methods 
were  said  to  be  the  admiration  of  the  civilised  world.  The 
President  also  referred  to  the  Poisons  Committee's  report, 
which  he  strongly  condemned,  and  spoke  next  of  Mr. 
Tocher's  scheme  for  the  re- constitution  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council,  which  he  favoured.  Incidentally  he  said 
the  notion  that  London  must  constitute  a  majority  of  the 
Council  is  a  great  barrier  to  reform,  and  has  nothing  but 
tradition  in  its  favour.  He  believed  this  tradition  will  die, 
just  as  the  tradition  ha\  died  that  the  office  of  President 
can  only  properly  be  held  by  a  Londoner. 

The  recent  decision  of  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities 
as  to 

THE  USE  OF  AILMENT-NAMES 

had  caused  a  considerable  flutter  amongst  the  fraternity 
The  decision  would  very  probably  cause  some  inconvenience 
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but  the  outcome  of  it  was  likely  to  he  a  substantial  gain 
The  concession  granted  to  chemists  who  were  "  persons ' 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  a  valuable 
one.  The  principle  laid  down  by  the  authorities  that  ail- 
ment-named remedies  convey  a  recommendation  appeared 
to  be  sound.  Any  inconvenience  caused  to  chemists  by  this 
dictum  is  largely  counterbalanced  by  the  ruling  that 
"  known,  admitted,  and  approved "  remedies  are  exempt 
from  stamp-duty.  If  a  chemist  desires  to  place  before  the 
public  a  preparation  recommended  as  a  remedy  for  any 
specific  disease  or  ailment,  and  if  he  claims  a  sole  proprietor- 
ship in  such  preparation  by  keeping  its  composition  secret, 
it  is  his  manifest  duty  to  affix  the  oblong  revenue  stamp  to 
such  preparation  ;  but  if  he  puts  up  a  preparation,  the  com- 
position of  which  is  set  out  on  the  label  in  English  or  Latin, 
or  if  the  label  refers  to  some  formula  in  a  collection  of 
"  known,  admitted,  and  approved  "  remedies,  the  chemist  is 
relieved  of  the  responsibility  of  stamping  such  preparation. 
The  President  referred  to  the  facilities  which  have  been 
offered  to  chemists  for  meeting  the  new  requirements ;  then 
spoke  of  the  difficulty  experienced  by  chemists  in  obtaining 
apprentices,  which  he  said  has  become  somewhat  acute ; 
and,  finally,  he  suggested  that  the  Association  might  add  to 
its  present  usefulness  by  instituting  an  arrangement  for  an 
interchange  of  goods  overstocked,  making  itself  the  medium 
for  the  collation  of  lists  of  such  goods,  so  that  members 
might  be  able  to  purchase  from  each  other,  and  thus  prove 
mutually  helpful.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Wadding'! on,  after  complimenting  the  President  on  his 
address,  spoke  of  Mr.  Tocher's  scheme,  and  said  that  it 
appeared  to  him  to  be  cumbersome,  and  defective  in  the 
respect  that  it  only  provided  for  triennial  elections.  He 
moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Silson  seconded. 

Alderman  Dunn  said  that  the  reason  why  he  preferred 
Mr.  Tocher's  scheme  was  that  he  thought  it  a  good  thing 
to  see  each  member  of  the  Council  directly  responsible  to  a 
certain  number  of  chemists. 

Mr.  Waddington  said  the  evil  of  having  too  small  an 
area  for  a  constituency  was  that  it  was  difficult  to  get  a 
suitable  man  within  that  area,  and  that  they  had  to  go 
outside,  with  the  result  of  want  of  touch  with  the  con- 
stituency. 

Other  Business. 

Mr.  Dutton  was  elected  to  represent  the  Association  on 
the  Council  of  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Trades  in  place  of 
Alderman  Dunn,  who  is  now  on  the  Council  by  virtue  of  his 
presidency  of  the  Association. 

It  was  announced  that  the  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  had  promised  to  deliver  an  address  to  the 
members  of  the  Association  on  Wednesday,  October  28,  and 
that  on  October  20  there  would  be  a  discussion  on  the 
stamp-duties. 

The  following  were  elected  as  ordinary  members  :  Mr. 
W.  E.  Metcalfe,  Mr.  F.  A.  Wilman,  and  Mr.  Foster  Smith. 
Mr.  F.  A.  Wilcock  was  elected  an  honorary  member. 

The  meeting  then  ended.

Fre3  Trade  v.  Protection. 
Sir, — "  Xrayser  "  says  our  best  plan  is  to  say  to  the  Legis 
lature,  in  regard  to  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  poisons, 
"  Make  them  effective  or  leave  them  alone  altogether."  So 
say  I.  This  is  our  best  plan,  but  we  have  tried  it  so  often 
that  we  are  getting  weary  of  it.  Every  time  we  have  gone 
to  the  Legislature  (when  we  had  one)  asking  for  bread  we 
have  been  answered  with  stones,  so  far  as  these  restrictions 
go.  At  the  present  time  it  would  not  reveal  an  unhealthy 
amount  of  sarcasm  in  one  to  say  that  we  have  not  got  a 
Legislature  to  go  to.  Even  when  we  have  a  Legislature, 
however,  it  has  always  been  found  to  be  even  more  under  the 
dominance  of  sentiment  and  prejudice  than  the  people  them- 
selves. Every  petty,  unfounded,  unreasonable  prejudice 
which  sways  the  common  crowd  appears  to  be  magnified  a 
hundredfold  in  the  bosom  of  the  Legislature.  Do  the  people 
whisper  "  free  trade,"  the  Legislature  shouts  the  talismanic 
words  back.  Do  the  people  joke  about  lid.  profit  on  the  shil- 
ling, the  Legislature  roars  "  Shame."  Do  the  people  speak  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  as  a  body  protective  only  of  its 
members,  the  Legislature  yells  "Third  schedule."  If  I  were 
to  look  for  a  body  of  men  hidebound  in  prejudice,  forming 
a  mirror  for.  the  distorted  and  magnined  reflection  of  all  the 
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people's  passions,  prejudices,  sentiments,  pettiness,  mean- 
ness, thoughtlessness,  unreasonableness,  I  do  not  know  that 
I  could  do  better  than  go  to  the  British  Legislature.  We 
have  not  often  an  opportunity  to  lay  our  shoulder  to  a 
wheel  which  must  grind  to  powder  one  of  the  sentiments 
which  has  done  us  infinite  harm,  but  I  contend  that  we  have 
one  now.

In  these  days  of  keen  competi- 
tion, which  affects  the  wholesale  trader  quite  as  much  as  the 
retail,  the  wholesale  traders  ought  not  to  be  expected  to 
continue  a  system  which  has  nothing  to  commend  itself,  and 
is  a  heavy  tax.  The  retail  buyer  who  is  a  business  man 
looks  for  the  best  quality  of  goods  at  the  most  reasonable 
price,  and  does  not  expect  a  present  for  going  where  he  can 
get  these.  The  whole  system  of  presents  in  business  is 
antiquated,  and  it  is  a  pity  the  wholesale  houses  cannot  agree 
to  drop  it,  for  it  is  an  unpleasant  transaction  both  to  the 
giver  and  receiver.

Protected  Prices  in  Liverpool. 

Sir, — 'Mr.  Leggett  is  quite  right  when  he  says  "  that  many 
P.A.T.A.  articles  are  being  sold  by  several  firms  under  the  mini- 
mum retail  prices,"  but  I  do  not  think  that  he  is  right  when 
he  says  "  that  the  P.A.T.A.  is  powerless  to  stop  big  firms."  If 
he  had  said  that  "  the  P.A.T.A.  fail  to  exercise  their  power," 
I  believe  he  would  have  been  nearer  the  mark.  The  people 
complained  about  may  possibly  be  on  the  black  list,  but  if 
the  wholesale  houses  are  a  bit  lax  in  the  matter,  and  there  is 
an  impression  that  it  is  so,  then  black-listing  is  simply  a 
farce.  Other  articles  which  might  be  mentioned  are  A.  &  H.'s 
food,  Browne's  chlorodyne,  and  Geraudel's  pastilles.  Private 
protecting  schemes  are  in  many  cases  failures ;  for  several 
years  Mellin's  food  was  cut  by  almost  everyone  below 
the  fixed  prices.  Bile  Beans  were  sold  at  Is.  until  recently, 
and  I  have  not  heard  that  the  practice  has  been  discontinued, 
— this  is  not  only  below  the  protected  price,  but  is  at  actual 
cost.  Although  the  Bile  Bean  Company  made  a  great  fuss, 
and  threatened  to  stop  chemists'  supplies  unless  they  signed 
their  agreement,  I  have  not  heard  of  their  taking  any  actic  n 
against  those  who  not  only  cut  below  stipulated  prices,  but 
actually  advertise  the  fact  by  means  of  their  price-lists  and 
windows.  Messrs.  Angiers  some  three  years  ago  informed  us, 
through  their  representative,  that  all  Liverpool  chemists  had 
agreed  not  to  sell  under  a  stipulated  price,  but  for  some  con- 
siderable time  their  emulsion  has  been  sold  in  several  estab- 
lishments at  10§<2.,  2s.,  and  3s.  6i.  respectively,  which  are 
about  the  prices  we  small  men  have  to  pay  for  them,  and  yet 
these  very  firms  expect  chemists  to  sell  their  goods  cheer- 
fully, and  cannot  understand  their  selling  them  very  reluc- 
tantly, and  frequently  damping  the  ardour  of  a  would-be 
purchaser.  Yours,  &c.

Sir,— The  cutting  below  P.A.T.A.  prices  is,  I  think,  pretty 
general  in  Liverpool.  This  morning  I  lost  a  sale  because  I 
refused  to  supply  Scott's  emulsion  at  lOffZ.,  the  price  at 
which  it  was  bought  last  Saturday.  This  instance  is  one 
amongst  the  very  many,  and,  of  course,  applies  not  to  Scott's 
alone.

Breaking  Stamped  Packets. 
Sir, — I  notice  that  the  proprietors  of  Fenning's  children's 
cooling-powders  have  added  that  article  to  the  P.A.T.A.  list. 
We  are  informed  that  we  must  not  retail  these  powders 
separately  at  a  lower  price  than  two  for  1§(Z.,  which  would 
give  3s.  for  the  2s.  9d.  box  retailed  in  this  way.  I  should 
like  to  ask,  therefore,  how  one  is  to  sell  the  box  with  the  3d. 
stamp  for  not  more  than  2s.  9d.  and  for  not  less  than  3s  ?  I 


am,  of  course,  aware  that  by  opening  the  13%d.  box  to  sell 
the  powders  in  couples  one  would  escape  the  difficulty.  Can 
the  revenue  authorities  then  demand  to  see  from  which  size 
of  box  one  is  retailing  these  powders  ?

[The  sale  in  small  quantities  is  not  a  matter  for  worrying  about 
when  the  exact  terms  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue's  statement 
are  considered.  The  late  Mr.  Peter  Wootton,  of  Luton,  wrote 
to  the  Board  about  the  matter,  and  the  Solicitor  replied  (July  25, 
1879) : 

"A  duly-stamped  box  of  .  .  .  pills  maybe  broken  open,  and  the 
contents  sold  in  small  quantities  unstamped  by  a  licensed  vendor 
of  patent  medicines,  provided  they  are  merely  wrapped  in  a  piece 
of  paper  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  are  not  delivered  to  the  purchaser 
in  a  packet,  box,  or  other  enclosure." 

The  Solicitor  also  wrote  to  the  C.  &  D.  on  July  31,  1879,  as 
follows  : 

"  All  medicines  which  are  liable  to  stamp-duty,  and  which  have 
been  sold  duly  stamped  by  the  original  vendor  thereof,  may  be 
re-sold  in  smaller  quantitiesl  by  licensed  vendors  without  being 
re-stamped.  If,  however,  the  re-sale  should  be  made  in  any 
'  packet,  box,  bottle,  pot,  phial,  or  other  enclosure,'  such  enclosure 
would  apparently  fall  within  the  charge  of  stamp-duty  imposed 
by  the  Act  44  George  III.  cap.  98,  and  the  retailer  would  be 
strictly  bound  to  show  that  the  article  sold  by  him  had  been 
previously  sold  to  him  under  the  proper  stamp." 

This  shows  clearly  that  the  price  at  which  powders,  pills,  &c., 
from  a  stamped  packet  are  re-sold  does  not  matter  to  the  revenue, 
as  re-sold  under  the  specified  condition  they  are  not  dutiable. 
The  last  sentence  of  the  Solicitor's  letter  to  us  answers  Mr. 
Stevenson's  question  as  to  demmd  by  the  authorities.  It  also 
shows  that  a  second  stamping  could  not  be  insisted  upon,  sup- 
posing a  stamped  medicine  were  repacked,  if  the  vendor  could 
prove  that  the  original  vendor  paid  the  duty.  We  believe  this 
to  be  sound  law,  for  the  terms  of  Schedule  B  in  the  1804  Act  are 
controlled  by  Secjion  3  of  the  1802  Act,  which  requires  the  duties 
to  be  paid  by  the  owners  and  proprietors,  or  makers  and  com- 
pounders, or  original  or  first  vendors. — Editor.] 


Legal  Queries. 

Consult  "The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,"  1903, 
before  formulating  Queries, 

156/46.  Judge. — You  should  ask  the  Post-Office  authorities 
what  Act  it  is  under  which  they  have  power  to  carry  wires 
over  private  property  without  the  consent  of  the  owner. 
Under  the  Telegraph  Act,  1833,  the  consent  has  to  be 
obtained,  and  if  refused  the  matter  is  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Trade.  Under  the  Telegraph  Act,  1892,  Section  4,  where 
lines  have  been  irregularly  constructed,  a?,  for  instance, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  such  owner  can  give  notice 
to  the  Telegraph  authorities  requiring  their  removal,  and 
this  is  what  we  should  advise  you  to  do.  If  the  local  post- 
master has  put  up  a  wire  on  his  own  account  over  your  land 
he  is  a  trespasser,  and  can  be  restrained  by  injunction,  like 
any  other  common  mortal.  We  should  advise  a  writ  being 
issued  against  him  claiming  an  injunction. 

160/17.  Microbe.  —  (1)  Petroleum-jelly  is  an  entire  drug, 
and  as  such  may  be  sold  with  a  recommendation  unstamped 
by  qualified  chemists  and  licensed  medicine-vendors.  (2)  If, 
as  we  presume,  your  headache-powder  is  a  single  drug,  it 
may  be  sold  unstamped  in  the  envelope  which  you  send  ; 
otherwise,  it  is  liable  to  duty,  having  a  triple  ailment  name. 

161/21.  Benentio. — We  do  not  think  that  any  deductions 
from  an  assistant's  wages  are  permissible  which  are  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  agreement. 

163/22.  C.  E. — A  limited  dentists'  company  is  not  re- 
quired by  law  to  employ  a  registered  dentist  to  perform  the 
operations  or  to  do  anything  else.  The  law  as  to  titles  is 
the  same  as  that  of  pharmacy,  but  the  Pharmacy  Act  pro- 
hibits any  person  selling  poisons  (and  one  may  do  that  for 
a  company)  but  the  Dentists  Act  does  not  require  dental 
operations  to  be  performed  solely  by  registered  dentists. 

162/47.  Yorkshire. — Syphons  bearing  a  chemist's  name 
privid  facie  belong  to  that  chemist,  and  if  he  can  prove  that 
he  always  lends  syphons  to  his  customers,  he  can  compel  any 
holder  of  such  syphons  to  give  them  up.

J.  H.  F. — Liquid  Annatto  for  fish-frying  is  now 
superseded  by  oil  solutions  of  aniline  colours.  A  stock 
colour,  for  instance,  is  made  by  dissolving  1  oz.  of  Whitlock's 
oil-soluble  orange  in  1  gal.  of  olive  oil. 

155/15.  E.  G.  P. — Toilet-paraffin  must,  of  necessity,  be 
greasy.  Such  a  preparation  generally  consists  of  refined 
heavy  petroleum  oil  perfumed  with  an  oil-soluble  synthetic 
scent,  such  as  ionone  or  heliotropin. 

166/23.    L.  J.  M. — Removing  Marking-ink  Stains. — If 

these  are  caused  by  a  silver  ink  use  iodine  and  potassium 
cyanide  alternately.  If  an  aniline  ink  is  to  be  removed  use 
alternately  a  dilute  ammoniacal  solution  of  potassium 
permanganate  and  dilute  solution  of  sulphurous  acid,  washing 
with  water  between  the  applications.

It  is  authoritatively  stated,  says  the  Batavia  Newiisblatl,  that 
the  Java  Trading  Company  in  Holland  has  decided  to  support  the 
combination  of  the  Java  cinchona- planters,  and  consequently  to 
maintain  the  Amsterdam  unit  of  Government  bark  at  6c.  during 
1904.  Now  that  the  Government  has  intimated  its  approval  of 
the  combination,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  says  the  Bat.  Nbhh,  that  the 
remainder  of  the  planters  will  join  the  combination. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

The  general  condition  of  the  heavy-chemical  market  remains 
practically  unchanged  from  that  notified  in  recent  reports.  The 
improved  tone  is  fully  maintained,  and  deliveries  all  round  may 
be  considered  as  being  satisfactory.

$6.50.  Ergot  is  advancing,  40c.  per  lb.  being  quoted ;  and 
Mexican  sarsapaiilla  is  scarce,  12c.  being  asked.  Buchu  is 
easy  at  20c.  per  lb.  for  greenish. 

Amsterdam,  October  8: — At  the  auctions  of  cinchona  held 
here  to-day  7,869  packages  were  offered  (weighing  712,485 
kilos.),  compared  with  10,899  packages  offerei  at  aucSion 
on  September  3.  Of  this  quantity  7,729  packages  were  sold 
at  an  average  unit  of  7.45c.  per  half-kilo.,  as  against  9  90c. 
per  half-kilo,  paid  at  the  previous  auction.  The  approximate 
quantities  of  quinine  sulphate  purchased  by  the  principal 
buyers  were  as  follows  :  The  English  and  American  factories, 
9,727  kilos.  ;  the  Brunswick  factory,  6  367  kilos. ;  the 
Mannheim  and  Amsterdam  factories,  9,177  kilos. ;  the 
Frankfort-on-Main  and  Stuttgart  factories,  4,032  kilos. ;  and 
various  buyers,  5,562  kilos.  The  prices  paid  for  the  manu- 
facturing-bark ranged  from  7c.  to  70^c.  per  half-kilo.,  and 
for  druggists'  bark  from  12£ c.  to  bZ\ c.  per  half-kilo. 

Germ  an = Egyptian  Trade. 

In  his  annual  report  the  Austro- Hungarian  Consul  at  Alexandria 
writes  of  the  growing  trade  of  Germany  with  Egypt,  largely  due 
to  the  direct  shipping  facilities  by  the  German-Levant  Steamship 
Line.  Germiu  exporters  receive  bills  of  lading  at  any  railroad- 
point  in  Germany  on  consignments  for  any  port  in  Levantine 
countries.  The  freight-rates  of  this  line  are  also  lower  than  those 
of  the  Austrian  lines.  In  consequence  thereof  many  Austrian 
export  firms  in  Bohemia  now  ship  via  Hamburg  instead  of  by 
Trieste,  when  expediting  consignments  for  Mediterranean 
countries.  The  Consul  also  states  that  articles  of  German  manu- 
facture are  now  sold  in  Egypt  which  were  formerly  supplied  by 
other  countries. 


Fire  at  Cooper's.— A  large  portion  of  the  sheep-dipping 
chemical  works  of  Messrs.  William  Cooper  &  Nephews,  at  Berk- 
hampstead,  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  October  8.  The  outbreak 
originated  in  the  engineering  department  and  extended  to  the 
large  printing  department.  Both  the  letterpress  and  litho- 
graphic departments  and  the  engiue-room  were  destroyed  before 
the  fire  could  be  at  all  got  under  control,  and  a  large  quantity  of 
valuable  machinery  and  apparatus  was  destroyed.  A  similar  fire 
took  place  at  the  works  about  fifteen  years  ago. 

Aerated- water  Bottles. — At  Fermoy  Petty  Sessions 
last  week,  T.  Kelleher  and  David  O'Sullivan,  mineral-water 
manufacturers,  Fermoy,  were  fined  6i.  aDd  10s.  costs  on  each 
summons  for  filling  bottles  embossed  with  the  trade  mark 
of  the  complainant  companies. 
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TWENTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 

ON  Monday  evening,  October  5,  the  annual  meeting-  of  the 
members  was  held  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin, 
at  7.30.  There  was  a  large  attendance  of  members,  which 
included  the  President  (Mr.  George  D.  Beggs),  in  the  chair, 
Messrs.  W.  F.  Wells,  P.  Kelly,  J.  Smith,  Professor  Tichborne, 
W.  Doig,  Dr.  Walsh,  and  Thomas  Batt,  members  of  Council ; 
and  Messrs.  J.  I.  Bernard,  W.  Corrigan,  Henry  Conyngham, 
W.  B.  Conyngham,  J.  J.  Fitzsimons,  A.  J.  Paterson,  R.  J. 
Savage,  John  Burnett,  J.  Chamberlaine,  Samuel  Curham, 
J.  T.  Turner,  and  others.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
were  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  confirmed. 

Election  Result. 

i  The  President  announced  that  there  had  been  no  contest

Walsh. 

President's  Address. 
Mr.  Beggs  said:  In  laying  before  you  a  review  of  the 
work  of  your  Council  for  the  financial  year  just  closed,  I 
have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  in  most  points  I  trust  you 
will  find  it  satisfactory.  Although  the  year  we  have  just 
passed  through  has  been  an  uneventful  one  for  pharmacy  in 
this  country,  still  I  think  that,  in  the  quiet  and  calm  that 
has  reigned,  we  can  see  that  there  is  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  several  branches  of  the  Society  to  work  in  harmony 
together.  The  financial  statement  which  the  Hon.  Treasurer 
has  laid  before  you  is— I  think  you  will  agree  with  me — of  a 
very  satisfactory  nature,  when  we  take  into  account  the 
general  depression  that  prevails  over  the  whole  country ;  and 
although  we  show  a  falling-off  in  the  numbers  on  the  register, 
this  is  chiefly  due  to  the  erasing  of  the  names  of  those  who 
do  not  reply  to  registered  letters.  Still  the  membership  is 
fairly  steady;  but  if  each  individual  member  would  only 
interest  himself  a  little  by  bringing  his  personal  influence  to 
bear  on  his  brother  licentiates,  and  induce  them  to  join  and 
support  our  Society,  much  more  could  be  done  to  protect  the 
interests  of  pharmacists  and  chemists  and  druggists  through- 
out the  country.  As  bearing  on  this  point,  I  would  like  to 
throw  out  the  suggestion  that  there  might  be  formed  in  each 
of  the  chief  centres  and  towns  local  societies  in  which 
matters  affecting  pharmacy  could  be  discussed,  and  in  this 
way  the  wants  of  the  district  kept  before  and  in  touch  with 
our  Society.  At  the  same  time,  this  would  give  an  oppor- 
tunity of  inducing  new  membership,  and  thus  enlarging  and 
strengthening  the  Society. 

PROSECUTIONS 

have  been  carried  out  during  the  past  year  by  the  Royal 
Irish  Constabulary,  and  included  a  case  for  non-labelling 
poisons,  in  which  a  conviction  was  obtained  and  a  fine  of  51. 
inflicted.  Another  case  was  that  of  a  hardware  merchant  for 
selling  preparations  containing  scheduled  poison,  a  fine  of 
101.  being  imposed.  As  is  usual  in  such  cases,  memorials 
were  forwarded  by  the  offenders  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
praying  that  the  fines  should  be  remitted  or  reduced,  but,  I 
am  pleased  to  say,  in  each  of  the  cases  the  memorials  were 
refused,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  had  a  very  salutary 
effect  on  would-be  offenders.  To  this  end  a  very  large 
number  of  cautionary  notices  have  been  served  by  the  Royal 
Irish  Constabulary,  who  have  been  urged  to  use  vigilance  in 
seeing  that  illegal  sales  are  relinquished.  However,  in  some 
of  our  recent  prosecutions  we  had  to  contend  with  the  same 
difficulty  that  we  complained  of  before,  of  having  cases  tried 
before  Magistrates  who  are  often  in  sympathy  with  the  local 
offenders.  That  this  state  of  affairs  exists  is  fully  borne 
out  in  the  Ballinasloe  cases,  which  no  doubt  are  fresh  in  the 
minds  of  most  of  us.  There  we  had  at  least  one  of  the 
Magistrates  on  the  Bench  turning  advocate,  I  might  say, 
for  one  of  the  offenders,  who  did  not  even  put  in  an  appear- 
gnce ;  yet  the  Bench  decided  against  your  Society  on  the 
around  that,  because  the  poisons  sold  were  of  the  packed 
sort,  they  necessarily  came  under  the  head  of  "patent 


medicines,''  and  they  actually  ruled  that  all  "  patents  " — 
those  containing  poison  and  otherwise — were  free  to  be  sold 
by  any  unqualified  trader.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that 
your  Council  took  steps  to  have  such  decision  reversed,  and 
I  am  pleased  to  say  that  we  have  succeeded  in  getting  201. 
fines  and  costs.  The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  Mr. 
Wells  for  attending  at  Ballinasloe  to  watch  the  cases. 

OUR  SCHOOLS 

have  during  the  past  year  been  conducted  with  the 
same  unremitting  care  and  ability  as  heretofore,  under  the 
guidance  and  supervision  of  Professor  Tichborne,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Kelly.  In  the  chemistry  class  the  number  of  students 
has  been  fairly  up  to  the  average,  but  I  regret  to  say  that 
the  botany  and  materia  medica  class  does  not  appear  to 
have  received  the  support  it  deserves,  from  what  cause  I  am 
unable  to  say.  The  falling-off  has  been  very  marked,  the 
number  of  students  attending  having  been  only  twenty-four, 
while  in  1902  we  had  on  the  roll  forty-one.  I  regret  to  say 
that  we  have  lost  the  services  of  Mr.  Ashe,  who  held  the 
professorship  of  materia  medica,  his  time  being  fully  occupied 
with  his  medical  duties.  Your  Council  have  secured  the 
services  of  Mr.  Hunt,  M.P.S.I.,  to  take  Mr.  Ashe's  place,  and 
Mr.  Arthur  Laird  takes  charge  of  the  botany  class.  The 
fears  I  entertained  in  1901  with  regard  to  the 

THEORETICAL  CLASS 

have  been  verified,  only  two  students  desiring  to  take  out 
this  special  course.  Your  Council  did  not  feel  justified  in 
continuing  the  expenditure  necessary  for  the  efficient 
working  of  it,  and  accordingly  had  to  close  it.  I  am  greatly 
disappointed  at  this  result,  the  Society  having  gone  to  con- 
siderable expense  in  thoroughly  equipping  the  class-room  in 
the  hope  that  it  would  be  of  service  and  advantage  to 
students  coming  up  for  the  licence.  The  starting  of  this 
class,  you  may  remember,  arose  from  the  rejjeated  remarks 
of  the  examiners  on  the  flagrant  want  of  knowledge  in  this 
subject  displayed  by  the  candidates  for  examination,  and 
unless  the  course  be  made  compulsory  I  see  little  chance  of 
its  being  used  or  appreciated. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Owing  to  the  regulation  stipulating  the  length  of  time  an 
examiner  shall  serve,  we  have  lost  the  services  of  Mr.  Forbes 
B.  Watson,  B.Sc,  who  completed  the  full  term  of  five  years 
as  examiner  in  chemistry,  and  who,  during  his  time,  main- 
tained a  very  high  standard  in  this  subject.  Your  Council 
have  been  fortunate  in  appointing  Mr.  D.  J.  Jardine,  A.T.C., 
F.C.S.,  M.P.S.I.,  who,  I  may  say,  holds  a  very  high  record, 
having  won  a  Royal  Exhibition  and  a  scholarship  of  50/'.  for 
three  years.  Mr.  Jardine,  having  had  the  training  for  and 
having  taken  out  our  own  licence,  knows  exactly  what  is  re- 
quired of  men  coming  up  for  our  examination.  This,  I  am 
pleased  to  say,  is  the  only  change  we  have  had  in  the 
Examining  Board  during  the  past  year.  The  examinations 
have  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  our  regulations,  and 
in  each  of  the  four  grades  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  candidates  over  last  year.  The  Preliminary 
examination  this  year  for  the  first  time  has  been  spread 
over  two  days,  instead  of  one  as  formerly.  This  is  a  decided 
advantage  to  the  candidates,  saving  them  from  interruption — 
one  day  being  devoted  to  the  papers  and  the  other  to  oral 
work  ;  and  the  arrangement  allows  the  examiner  to  test  the 
knowledge  of  the  candidate  more  thoroughly.  In  the 
Registered  Druggist  examinations  we  had  the  largest  increase 
for  some  years  back,  the  number  coming  up  this  year  being 
forty-one,  whereas  last  year  we  had  only  twenty-nine.  We 
have  also  had  an  increase  in  the  Assistants  over  last  year. 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  present  a  more  satisfactory  report 
on  the  present  state  of 

OUR  REGISTERS, 

which  show  a  considerable  falling-off.  This  is  principally 
due  to  erasures  for  non-reply  to  registered  letters.  I  would 
again  impress  on  our  licentiates  and  chemist  and  druggist 
friends  that  our  Society  is  not  supported  by  any  grant  or 
endowment  from  the  State,  and  consequently  the  necessity 
is  the  greater  for  licentiates  and  chemists  through  the 
country  to  support  and  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Society, 
and  thus  enable  it  to  protect  their  interests  ;  but  unless  we 
get  funds  we  are  powerless. 
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MEDALS. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  the  gold  medal  has  been 
awarded  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Howse,  L.P.S.I.,  for  having  obtained 
the  highest  number  of  marks  during  the  year.  Mr.  Howse 
made  a  very  creditable  score  of  243  out  of  a  possible  300. 
The  silver  medal  has  been  awarded  to  Mr.  V.  E.  Hanna, 
M.P.S.I.,  he  having  gained  240  out  of  a  possible  300,  making 
a  percentage  of  81  and  80  respectively. 

OTHER  MATTERS. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  attendances  at  all 
our  committee-meetings  during  the  year  have  been  most 
satisfactory. 

His  Majesty  the  King  having  visited  our  city  last  July,  a 
loyal  address  of  welcome  was  presented  to  him  by  your 
President  and  Mr.  Wells  (ex -President). 

As  you  are  aware  from  the  voting-papers  sent  you,  there 
was  no  contest  for  the  Council  vacancies  this  year.  Six  of 
the  retiring  members  have  again  offered  themselves  for  your 
suffrages,  and  I  am  very  pleased  to  say  that  we  have 
succeeded  in  persuading  Dr.  Walsh  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
There  being  no  contest,  I  conclude  that  the  members  are 
thoroughly  satisfied  with  their  representatives. 

The  death-roll  includes  our  late  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr.  George 
H.  Grindley),  who  had  been  for  over  twenty- two  years  an  active 
member  of  Council.  We  have  also  to  record  the  death  of 
two  other  pharmaceutical  chemists,  seven  chemists  and 
druggists,  and  two  registered  druggists. 

Before  concluding,  I  feel  I  must  thank  each  and  all  of 
my  many  friends  amongst  the  licentiates,  and  more 
particularly  the  members  of  Council,  for  so  patiently  bearing 
with  my  many  shortcomings.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  our 
worthy  Registrar  (Mr.  Perrall),  who  at  times  rendered  me 
such  ready  assistance.    The  following  are  the

The  chemists  and  druggists  show  a  reduction  of  twenty-three 
and  the  registered  druggists  a  reduction  of  sixteen,  largely  due  lo 
erasures  for  non-reply  to  registered  letters ;  and  deducting  the 
increases  in  the  number  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  pharma- 
ceutical assistants,  there  are  fourteen  fewer  names  on  the  registers 
now  than  last  year. 

The  Medals. 

The  President  said  he  was  sorry  the  winner  of  the  gold 
medal  (Mr.  Howse)  was  not  present  to  receive  it.  The 
medal  would  be  left  with  the  Registrar  for  him.  He  (the 
President)  also  regretted  that  the  rules  of  the  Society  did 
not  admit  of  a  second  gold  medal  being  given  to  Mr.  Hanna 
instead  of  a  silver  one. 

Finance. 

The  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr.  Smith)  submitted  a  summary 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  during  the  year.  The  total 
receipts  were  1,081/.  10s.  2d.,  and  included  in  that  figure 
were  225/.  15s.  for  forty-three  Licence  fees;  thiity-six 
re-pxatnination-fees,  561.  14s.  ;  sixty-eight  Preliminary  fees, 
142/.  16s. ;  thirty-two  re-examination-fees,  16/.  16s. ;  thirty 
and  a  half  Registered -druggist  fees.  128'.  2s.  ;  twelve  re- 
examination fees,  61.  6s.  ;  twelve  Pharmaceutical-as=istant 
fees,  121.  13s.  ;  subscriptions  of  171  members,  179/.  lis. ; 
subscriptions  of  twenty-nine  associate  druggists,  301.  9s. ; 
and  fines  recovered,  101.  Os.  lid.  The  expenditure  included 
46/.  4s.,  fees  to  Preliminary  examiners  ;  135Z.  9s.,  fees  paid 
to  Licence  examiners ;  211.  10s.  6d.  to  Registered-druggist 
examiners ;  11.  17s.  6d.  to  Pharmaceutical-assistant  ex- 
aminers ;  year's  salary  to  Registrar,  1201. ;  repairs  of  damage 
done  to  the  House  by  storm  and  fire,  222!.  15s.  6d. ;  law- 
costs,  43/.  18s.  Id.  ;  and  travelling  expenses  of  country 
members  of  the  Council,  22/.  The  balance  remaining  due 
by  the  Bank  of  Ireland  was  234/.  4s.  8d.  Mr.  Smith  also 
submitted  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the 
Society's  School  of  Chemistry. 

The  President  said  the  auditors  had  thoroughly  satisfied 
themselves  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  accounts.  The  balance 
in  hand  this  year  was  234/.  4s.  8d.,  as  against  only  173/.  19s. 
last  year. 

Mr.  Smith  said  the  licence-fees  for  the  year  now  under 
consideration  were  less  by  47/.  6s.  than  those  of  the  previous 
year,  when  they  were  257/.  5s.  But  this  was  because  a 
number  of  fees  did  not  come  into  the  present  account  in  con- 
sequence of  the  examinations  having  been  held  in  the  second 
week  of  the  month  instead  of  the  first.  The  fire  that  had 
occurred  in  the  House  was  only  slight,  but  it  had  been  found 
desirable  to  put  practically  a  new  roof  on  the  House. 

The  Discussion  Opens. 

Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard  said :  In  any  remarks  which  I  may 
offer,  or  any  criticism  in  which  I  may  indulge,  I  wish  it  to  be 
clearly  understood  that  these  are  directed  to  the  Council 
and  members  as  a  body,  and  should  be  accepted  as  devoid 
of  any  personality.    I  mention  this  in  order  that  sound  and 
above-board  discussion  may  ensue  rather  than  personal 
wrangling.    The  report  we  have  just  received  gives  quite  a 
host  of  figures  recording  membership,  candidates  examined, 
and  who  passed  or  failed,  fees  received  for  such  examina- 
tions and  for  the  various  educational  classes  promoted  by 
this  Society.    These  are  no  doubt  of  interest,  but  are  still 
more  or  less  a  repetition  of  what  we  have  heard  annually  for 
many  years.    But  there  is  one  matter  which  records  a  new 
departure,  which  I  believe  must  obtain  the  approval  of  all. 
I  refer  to  the  extension  to  the  provinces  of  one  of  the  higher 
offices  of  this  Society.    Your  Vice-Presidentship  has  been 
most  justly  conferred  on  a  Northern  member  ;  and  this  gives 
one  special  satisfaction,  as  you,  Mr.  President,  will  bear  me 
out  when  I  state  that  fully  fifteen  months  ago  I  urged  such 
a  course  on  you  ;  and  although  you  were  then  antagonistic  to 
my  views  on  the  matter,  I  must  only  take  the  deed  for  the 
will  and  congratulate  you  on  securing  an  able  and  experi- 
enced Vice-President  outside  the  narrow  Dublin  circle. 
There  is  also  another  matter  which  varies  the  monotonous 
routine  of  the  report — namely,  the  visit  to  Dublin  of  our 
Sovereign.    On  this  occasion  a  loyal  address  was  presented 
on  behalf  of  our  Council  and  Society,  and  I  am  sure  no 
member  will  take  exception  to  it ;  but  the  value  of  the 
address  and  the  prestige  of  the  body  presenting  it  must  have 
been  greatly  lessened  by  the  fact  that  throughout  the  various 
routes  traversed  by  his  Majesty  while  in  Dublin  not  a  single 
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establishment  could  be  found  belonging  to  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  this  Society.    This  fact  is  significant  of  the

of  Dublin  pharmacists.  I  am,  however,  glad  to  know  that 
for  the  next  three  years,  at  any  rate,  such  an  entire  absence 
will  not  be  noticeable,  and  that  the  principal  pharmacies  in 
this  city  will  have  an  independent  and  straightforward 
representative  in  Dr.  Walsh.  The  most  striking  feature  of 
the  report  is  the  entire  and  absolute  absence  of  any  attempt 
on  the  part  of  the  Council  to  carry  out 

THE  PROVISIONS  OP  THE  PHARMACY  ACTS 

in  regard  to  safeguarding  the  lives  of  the  public  and  in  pro- 
tecting its  licentiates  and  members  from  the  infringe- 
ments of  illegal  tradiDg  by  unqualified  persons.  It  was 
for  the  performance  of  these  functions  that  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  was  passed,  and  so  it  is  very  strange  that  these  duties 
have  been  absolutely  neglected  during  the  past  year  I 
know  that  the  cry  of  the  Law  Committee  and  Council  is, 
"We  will  not  spend  our  money  on  prosecutions.  The 
Government  should  provide  funds  to  carry  them  out  "  Well 
gentlemen,  if  your  Council  adhere  to  such  a  policy  much 
longer  they  will  And  their  occupation  gone,  and  quicker  than 
they  expect,  for  there  is  a  remedy  which  your  licentiates  can 
avail  themselves  of.  I  challenge  you,  Mr.  President,  to  state 
that  the  lack  of  prosecutions  has  been  due  to  the  absence  of 
infringements  of  both  the  Pharmacy  Acts  and  of  the  Poison 
Act ;  and  I  venture  to  state  that  heinous  infringements  of 
both  Acts  are  well  known  to  your  Council,  and  have  from 
time  to  time  been  reported  to  you.  To  my  personal  know- 
ledge not  alone  in  Dublin,  but  throughout  the  provinces 
such  illegal  practices  are  rampant ;  and  yet  this  Society,  posing 
as  the  guardian  of  the  lives  of  the  public,  does  nothing 
With  regard  to  the  cry  of  not  spending  our  money  on  prose- 
cutions, let  us  examine  the  facts;  and  what  do  we  find ? 
Simply  that  this  Society  is  not  a  self-supporting  one  It  is 
not  kept  alive  by  its  members,  for,  after  deducting  the  sum 
spent  on  supplying  the  trade  journal,  it  has  the  magnificent 
income  from  members  of  about  150Z.  per  annum,  which  is 
not  sufficient  to  pay  Registrar's  salary  and  rent  and  taxes. 
Still  we  find  that  it  spends  something  like  800/.  per  annum 
Where  does  it  get  that  amount,  and  where  does  it  get  the 
hundred  pounds  which  it  annually  places  on  deposit  ? 
The  accounts  read  out  here  to-night  will  tell  you  ;  but  the 
Council  takes  care  that  these  accounts  are  not  available  for 
examination  for  fully  three  months  hence,  and  thus  no 
opportunity  for  their  discussion  is  afforded  for  twelve 
months  But  by  the  last  published  report  you  will  see 
plainly  that  between  700/.  and  800Z.  is  annually  supplied  to 
the  Society  not  by  members,  but  by  the  despised 
licentiates,  who,  when  they  dare  to  complain  to  the  Council 
of  infringements  of  their  rights  and  ask  for  bread,  are  offered

Society,  and  many  thousands  that  have  been  spent  as  welL 
been  produced  by  the  licentiates  ?  Nothing  has  been,  done 
during  the  past  year  to  protect  them,  nor  will  anythicr  be 
done  while  the  present  policy  of  refraining  from  •'saea.diag: 
our  money  on  prosecutions  "  is  continued. 


THE  ACCOUNTS 

read  out  to  you  are  no  doubt  correct,  as  showing  the  mattey 
received  and  expended  during  the  past  year,  but  E  would 
point  out  that  they  in  no  way  disclose  the  Society's  e^acfc 
financial  position,  for  they  only  show  how  much  has  been 
received  and  how  much  paid.  Any  insolvent  or  fraudulent 
trader  could  give  such  an  account  and  appear  well  off  so 
long  as  he  had  not  to  disclose  his  unpaid  debts,  which  this 
statement  of  accounts  presented  to  us  does  not  do.  Where 
can  we  find  any  mention  of  outstanding  liabilities  »  Are 
there  none?  Have  there  never  been  any?  In  britiffia? 
these  matters  before  this  meeting  I  am  quite  aware  that  the 
tribunal  before  which  I  make  this  indictment  is  largely 
composed  of  the  defendants,  who  will  thus  be  both  jurya-iea 
and  defendants  at  the  same  time;  but  outside  such  in- 
fluenced parties  I  know  the  facts  I  have  placed  before  you: 
will  receive  due  consideration,  and  especially  from  the 
unfortunate  licentiates  who  have  parted  with  their  money 
and  get  nothing,  not  even  sympathy,  for  it.  I  move  that  the 
report  and  accounts  be  adopted  with  regret. 

Mr.  Conyngham,  jun.,  formally  seconded  Mr.  Barnard's 
motion. 

An  Amendment  Carried. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  I  move  an  amendment  that  the  report  be 
adopted. 

Mr.  Curham  :  I  feel  great  pleasure  in  seconding  that  I 
do  not  see  the  good  of  the  added  word  "  regret,"  or  vrhab  ife 
means.    It  is  absurd. 

The  President  pui  Mr.  Kelly's  amendment  and  declared 
it  carried  on  a  show  of  hands,  and  it  was  then  adopted  as  £ 
substantive  resolution. 

The  Ballinasloe  Case. 

The  President:  Touching  Mr.  Bernard's  charge  agaiast 
the  Society  as  well  as  the  Council,  I  am  sorry  indeed  that 
one  who  was  so  long  on  the  Council  and  had  his  share  of  its 
work  should  have  so  disparaged  the  whole  body.  He  has 
made  a  charge  against  the  whole  working  of  the  SoeCety. 
for  he  has  said  that  we  have  done  nothing  and  that  we  d<i* 
nothing.  He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Council  for  some 
years,  and  therefore  he  did  nothing  according  to  his  awn 
making  out. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  I  spoke  about  the  last  year. 

Mr.  Wells  said  that  the  question  answered  itself.  Et« 
was  one  of  the  two  who  went  to  Ballinasloe  and  who  received 
a  share  of  the  5/.  The  police  prosecuted  in  the  ease  aad 
asked  the  Society  to  take  it  up,  and  Professor  Tiehbocae, 
who  had  made  the  analysis,  was  sent  down  to  Balliaasloe. 
The  police-sergeant  did  his  work  well,  but  this  extraordinary 
thing  occurred— which  would  not  have  taken  place  in  any  half- 
civilised  or  uncivilised  country— that  one  of  the  Magistrates 
took  upon  himself  to  conduct  the  defence,  and  the  cases 
were  dismissed.  When  the  Society  were  made  aware  of  fch« 
result  they  instructed  their  solicitor  (Mr.  Clay)  to  take  steps 
to  have  a  proper  trial,  and  to  either  issue  fresh  summonses 
or  bring  the  case  up  in  the  King's  Bench.  Mr.  Clay  took  the 
matter  up,  and  issued  the  summonses  ;  but  he  was  taken  ill  irt 
London,  and  could  not  go  to  Ballinasloe.  Under  the  cic- 
cumstances,  the  Crown  Solicitor  of  Galway  (Mr.  Blake)  mrac 
asked  to  act  in  the  case,  and  he  did  so  on  the  condition  that; 
the  Society  would  assist  him,  as  he  was  not  familiar  with 
the  Act.  Professor  Tichborne  and  he  (Mr.  Wells)  went 
down,  and  he  must  say  that  he  never  se.w  a  solicitor  taking- 
up  a  case  with  more  vigour  than  Mr.  Blake  did.  [Mr.  Wells 
here  related  the  proceedings  in  the  case,  which  is  fully 
reported  on  another  page.]  Proceeding,  he  said  he  mentioned 
this  case  to  show  that  the  Society,  in  this  instance  at  all 
events,  were  not  afraid  of  spending  "  our  money,"  as  had 
been  said.  He  thought  people  should  know  always  what 
they  were  talking  about  before  they  made  statements  of  the 
kind  they  had  just  listened  to.  The  report  that  appeared  in 
the  daily  papers  was  a  poor  and  bald  report,  and  he  (Ms 
Wells)  felt  satisfied  from  what  he  had  learned  in  court  that 
the  parties  knew  well  they  were  breaking  the  law,  for  twenty 
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years  ago  a  Mr.  Greene  was  fined  in  Ballinasloe  for  selling 
the.  same  thiDg,  and  cautionary  notices  had  been  served  on 
these  gentlemen  by  the  police.  As  he  had  before  said,  he 
was  one  of  the  two  who  got  part  of  the  51.  for  going  to 
Ballinasloe,  and,  if  so,  he  was  going  to  spend  it.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

The  President  said  that  the  general  idea  of  the  Society 
was  not  to  be  parsimonious,  but  to  spend  every  penny  it 
owed  in  protecting  the  interests  of  members. 

Mr.  Bernard  said  he  did  not  refer  to  the  case  of 
Saturday  last,  but  to  what  had  been  done  during  the  past 
year. 

Mr.  Curham  :  I  move  that  we  go  on  to  the  next 
business. 

Difficulties  in  Prosecuting. 

Mr.  Kelly  said  it  was  with  the  greatest  difficulty  they 
could  get  convictions.  Mr.  Bernard  knew  well  that  for  the 
last  year  he  was  in  office  they  failed  to  get  convictions  in  a 
number  of  cases  in  Dublin. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  You  know  why  we  did  not. 

Mr.  Kelly:  Mr.  Bernard  has  not  a  bit  of  sense.  He 
knows  the  difficulty  there  is  in  getting  convictions — there 
are  wheels  within  wheels — when  we  bring  prosecutions. 

Mr.  Wells:  And  the  trouble  is  to  catch  the  offenders. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  Yes ;  you  may  catch  a  weasel,  but  not  these 
fellows.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Wells  :  You  must  catch  your  hare  before  you  can  get 
the  soup. 

Mr.  Kelly  said  there  was  a  big  establishment  in  D'Olier 
Street  which  sold  thousands  of  pounds'  worth  of  drugs  in 
the  year,  and  all  this  money  went  out  of  Ireland  to  England. 
The  Society  ought  to  devote  itself  to  getting  an  Act  passed 
to  put  a  stop  to  this  money  being  sent  out  of  the  country. 
He  did  not  see  that  there  would  be  much  difficulty  in  getting 
their  members  of  Parliament  to  move  in  this  matter,  and,  if 
so,  it  would  dispose  of  a  great  grievance.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  School  Account. 

Mr.  Smith  (Treasurer)  read  the  report  of  the  School 
which  was  adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Conyngham,  jun. 
seconded  by  Mr.  Corrigan. 

Examinations  Discussed. 

Mr.  Corrigan  then  proposed  the  following  reso'.ution  : 

That  this  meeting  suggests  to  the  Council  that  a  two-years' 
certificate  in  practical  pharmacy  be  accepted  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  for  the  Assistants'  examination  instead 
of  a  four-years'  certificate. 

He  thought  if  this  were  done  they  would  have  a  greater 
number  of  candidates  for  the  Assistants'  examination  than 
at  present.  He  thought  the  Society  should  accept  a  two- 
years'  certificate  as  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  does. 

Mr.  Bernard  said  the  Hall  requires  no  experience  at  all. 

Mr.  Kelly  seconded  the  motion. 

Dr.  McWalter  said  that  Mr.  Bernard  must  have 
referred  to  the  London  Apothecaries'  Hall  when  he  said  no 
experience  was  required  ;  but  the  Dublin  Hall  always 
required  two  years'.  In  the  London  Hall  at  present  it  is 
six  months'.  If  a  young  man  was  left  for  three  or  four 
years  without  going  in  for  an  examination  he  might  get 
lazy,  and  he  thought  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Corrigan  was 
deserving  of  consideration. 

Mr.  Bernard  said  he  was  correct  in  what  he  said  of  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall.    He  could  always  verify  his  facts. 

Dr.  Walsh  also  spoke  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Conyngham,  sen.,  also  submitted  the  following  : 

That  this  meeting  presses  on  the  Council  the  advisability  of 
having  the  Final  examination  divided  into  two  parts,  instead  of 
one  as  at  present. 

Two  years  ago,  he  said,  a  similar  matter  was  discussed, 
and  he  thought  that  during  the  four  years  an  apprentice 
was  learning  his  business  something  should  be  done  to 
occupy  his  mind — something  like  an  intermediate  examina- 
tion. They  could  make  it  an  Assistants'  examination  if  they 
wished,  or  a  pure  examination  in  pharmacy  (as  they  did  in 
Germany),  and  then  the  apprentice  would  be  free  to  go  in 
for  the  more  scientific  parts — chemistry  and  botany  and  so 
forth.  There  was  a  terrible  slump  in  the  class  of  apprentices 
they  were  getting,  but  he  was  glad  to  say  that  that  had  been 


changed  and  a  better  class  of  apprentices  was  engaging  in 
the  business. 

The  President  said  that  Mr.  Conyngham  was  quite  right, 
for  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society  in  October,  1901,  a  sugges- 
tion was  made  that  the  Pinal  examination  should  be  divided 
into  two  parts. 

Mr.  Conyngham,  sen. :  That  is  exactly  my  motion  at  the 
present  time.  Let  the  Intermediate  examination  be  equiva- 
lent to  the  Assistant's  examination.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Brown  said  he  did  not  think  the  Final  examination 
was  so  hard  that  it  should  be  divided  into  two  parts. 

Mr.  Wells  thought  a  special  Act  of  Parliament  would  be 
required  for  the  purpose. 

Mr.  Conyngham,  jun.,  said  that  a  great  deal  had  been 
stated  at  the  beginning  of  the  meeting  about  the  laxity  of 
prosecutions  ana  about  the  money  received  from  the  licen- 
tiates ;  but  that  was  not  the  chief  end  of  the  Society.  The 
Society  is  more  or  less  a  trade  union. 

Mr.  Wells  :  No,  no  ;  it  is  an  educational  body. 

Mr.  Conyngham,  jun.,  said  that  the  members  of  the  Council 
were  elected  for  the  purpose  of  forwarding  pharmacy  in 
Ireland ;  and  if  the  Society  could  enable  apprentices  to 
become  assistants  at  a  quicker  rate,  it  would  be  all  the 
better.  They  could  get  better  dispensers  there  than  in 
England,  but  they  could  not  get  men  to  attend  the  counter  so 
well. 

Dr.  McWalter  said  there  was  nothing  to  prevent  them 
dividing  the  examination  into  as  many  parts  as  they  liked. 
Including  1,000  registered  druggists,  there  were  about  2,000 
chemists  in  Ireland,  1,469  of  whom  held  the  certificated 
that  Society ;  but  they  had  only  thirty-two  qualified  assis- 
tants on  the  roll ;  hence  the  conditions  ought  to  be  altered. 

Mr.  Bernard  asked,  would  Mr.  Conyngham  withdraw  his 
motion  if  Mr.  Corrigan's  were  likely  to  pass  ? 

Mr.  Conyngham,  sen.,  said  he  would  do  so. 

Mr.  Corrigan  then  altered  his  motion  as  follows : 

That  this  meeting  suggests  to  the  Council  that  a  two-years 
certificate  in  practical  pharmacy,  after  passing  the  Preliminary 
examination,  be  accepted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
for  the  Assistants'  examination  instead  of  four  years'. 

Mr.  Kelly  seconded  the  motion  in  the  amended  form,  and 
it  was  agreed  to. 

Voting  for  Members  of  Council. 
Mr.  Bernard  then  proposed — 

That  this  meeting  requests  the  Council  to  take  such  steps  as 
are  necessary  to  secure  absolute  secrecy  in  voting  for  members  of 
the  Council  at  annual  elections. 

He  said  that  few  words  were  required  from  him  to  recommend 
its  adoption,  especially  as  the  principle  of  secret  voting  by 
ballot  has  already  during  the  past  year  been  put  forward  by 
members  of  the  Council  in  connection  with  their  system  of 
voting  at  elections  for  their  officers.  But  if  any  special 
reason  were  required,  it  is  supplied  by  the  fact  that  only 
about  one-half  the  number  of  the  members  exercise  their 
votes,  simply  because  they  know  that  it  is  possible,  and  it 
has  occurred,  that  the  members  can  scrutinise  how  they  vote, 
and  that  the  voting-papers  are  preserved  and  are  available 
at  any  time.  It  might  take  a  little  trouble  to  arrange  a 
suitable  system  and  have  it  sanctioned,  but  such  efforts  would 
be  rewarded  by  securing  the  confidence  and  support  of  the 
licentiates  who  kept  the  Society  alive. 

The  President  said  the  system  followed  was  the  same  as 
in  other  years. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  My  motion  has  not  been  seconded  yet. 

Mr.  Conyngham,  jun.,  said  he  would  second  the  motion  as 
a  matter  of  form. 

The  President  said  he  might  speak  on  behalf  of  the 
members  of  the  Council,  and  he  would  say  

Mr.  Bernard  :  Are  you  going  to  move  an  amendment  1 

The  President  :  I  am  not. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  Then  it  is  a  little  out  of  form  for  a 
chairman  to  interfere  until  the  matter  is  discussed. 

The  President  :  I  do  not  intend  to  closure  you  at  all. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  I  do  not  think  you  will. 

Mr.  Conyngham,  sen.,  said  he  thought  the  voting-papers 
should  not  be  kept. 

Mr.  Wells  :  It  is  a  regulation  that  the  Eegistrar  should 
keep  them. 

Mr.  Conyngham,  sen.,  said  he  never  saw  one  of  the  voting- 
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papers,  but  he  really  thought  that  the  Council  should  have 
the  papers  sealed  up,  except  for  legal  purposes. 

Mr.  Wells  said  it  did  not  say  much  for  the  honour  of  the 
Council  that  such  a  suggestion  should  be  made  as  that  of 
Mr.  Bernard.  The  elections  were  carried  out  in  the  ordinary 
•  way,  and  no  scrutineer  would  think  of  looking  at  any  part 
of  the  voting-paper  except  the  vote  itself. 

Mr.  Bernard  said  that  unless  they  looked  at  the  signature 
how  would  they  discriminate  between  bogus  and  genuine 
votes  ? 

Dr.  Walsh  said  that  in  the  Irish  Medical  Association  the 
qualifications  of  the  voter  were  set  forth  on  the  envelope, 
which  was  examined  and  disposed  of.  The  vote  inside  was 
dealt  with,  and  there  was  nothing  on  it  to  indicate  the  name 
of  the  voter.  He  did  not  know  if  that  system  were  necessary 
in  this  case,  but  he  merely  mentioned  the  matter  as  a 
guide. 

The  President  said  that  their  scrutiny  was  not  open  to 
the  slightest  imputation,  but  he  did  not  object  to  the  matter 
being  brought  forward  if  it  had  the  effect  of  bringing  in 
more  licentiates  to  take  an  interest  in  the  Society. 

Mr.  Bernard  said  it  would. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 

Irish  Medicines  Wanted. 

Dr.  McWalter  moved  the  following  resolution : 

That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  consider  that  the  preparation 
of  drugs  and  chemical  substances  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be 
encouraged  in  this  country,  in  order  to  give  students  an  oppor- 
tunity for  acquiring  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  subject,  and 
that  the  Local  Government  Board  be  requested  to  give  Boards  of 
Guardians  and  other  public  bodies  power  to  give  a  preference  to 
drug-contractors  supplying  articles  of  Irish  manufacture  when  the 
prices  are  neaily  the  same  as  those  of  English  contractors. 

He  (Dr.  McWalter)  would  make  an  earnest  appeal  to  the 
Local  Government  Board,  through  the  Society,  to  forego  the 
idea  of  insisting  on  the  lowest  tender  getting  the  contract, 
when  the  difference  was  very  slight. 

Mr.  Curham  seconded  the  resolution.  At  the  same  time, 
he  blamed  the  pharmacists,  who  did  not  support  Irish- 
manufactured  drugs  themselves.  He  remembered  the  time 
when  he  made  up  many  drugs  which  were  sent  to  England  : 
but  now  the  Irish  pharmacists  apparently  never  troubled 
themselves  on  the  matter,  with  the  result  that  the  Irish 
manufacturing-trade  was  killed. 

Mr.  Conyngham,  sen.,  said  that  the  present  system  was 
altogether  wrong. 

Dr.  Walsh  said  that  he  did  not  believe  they  had  the  Irish 
manufacturers  at  present  who  could  supply  the  drugs  they 
wanted. 

Mr.  Curham  said  there  were  several. 
The  President  thought  the  matter  was  one  that  the  Irish 
manufacturers  should  see  after  themselves. 
The  resolution  was  passed. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Conyngham,  jun.,  seconded  by  Dr. 
McWalter,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  the 
President,  who  briefly  replied,  and  the  proceedings  ter- 
minated. 


The  Elementary  Chemistry  of  Photographic  Chemicals.  By 
C.  Sordes  Ellis,  F.I.O.,  F.C.S.  7  x  4f.  Pp.  120.  Is. 
London  :  Hazell,  Watson  &  Viney  (Limited). 
An  intelligent  account  of  the  several  chemicals  used  in 
photography  classified  under  the  heads  of  sensitisers, 
developers,  fixers,  reducers,  intensifies,  and  toning,  ortho- 
chromatic,  and  miscellaneous  chemicals.  There  are  eight 
appendices.  One  of  these  deals  with  weights  and  measures, 
and  we  may  note  that  apothecaries'  weights  are  not  mentioned 
although  extensively  used  in  photography.  A  short  list  of 
synonyms  includes  such  things  as  dolomite,  galena,  horn- 
silver,  mosaic  gold,  pyrites,  sylvine,  volatile  alkali,  and 
wollastonite,  which  betray  the  theoretical  rather  than  the 
practical  chemist.  A  table  of  the  keeping  qualities  of 
photographic  chemicals  is  a  feature  we  do  not  remember  to 
have  seen  before,  and  there  is  some  original  work  shown  in 
an  appendix  on  the  keeping  of  sodium-sulphite  solution. 


The  Watkins  Manual  of  Exposure  and  Development.  By 
Alfred  Watkins.

This  is  a  revision  of  the  edition  we  noticed  a  year  ago. 
The  book  gives  answers  to  three  important  questions  :  How 
long  to  expose  1  How  long  to  develop  1  How  long  to 
tone  ?  The  Watkins  exposure-meters  and  eikronometer  are 
the  instruments  chiefly  referred  to  in  the  book.

The  recipes,  about 
a  hundred  in  number,  are  well  devised,  and  possess  the 
advantage  of  having  been  successfully  used  in  skin-practice 
for  a  number  of  years. 

Eye-symptoms  as  Aids  in  Diagnosis.  By  Edward 
Magennis,  M.D.,  D.P.H.  5^x3^.  Pp.  108.  2s.  net. 
Bristol :  J.  Wright  &  Co. 

An  endeavour  has  been  made  to  give  a  brief  and  orderly 
synopsis  of  the  knowledge  to  be  gleaned  from  observation  of 
some  special  symptoms  in  connection  with  ophthalmic 
diseases.  The  eyelids,  conjunctiva,  cornea,  lens,  vitreous, 
iris,  pupils,  ocular  muscles,  and  fundus  are  dealt  with,  and 
a  short  dictionary  of  ophthalmic  terms  is  appended.  Useful 
for  the  busy  practitioner  and  the  optician. 

"First  Aid"  to  the  Injured  and  Sich.  An  advanced  ambu- 
lance handbook.  By  F.  J.  Warwick,  B.A.,  M.B., 
Cantab.,  and  A.  C.  Tunstall,  M.D.  3rd  ed.  6^  x  4|.

Natal  Notes. — Our  Natal  correspondent,  writing  on 
September  12,  says :  Our  business  relations  with  the 
Transvaal  are  still  on  the  upward  grade,  inasmuch  as  we 
again  head  the  list  of  the  various  trade  routes.  The 
following  figures,  showing  the  imports  into  the  Transvaal, 
have  been  issued  by  the  Director  of  Customs  :

Influenza  has  been  very  prevalent  in  Durban  duriDg  the 
past  week  or  two,  and  drug-stores  have  had  a  busy  time  in 
the  prescription-department.    Unfortunately  pneumonia  has 
supervened  in  several  instances,  and  two  or  three  well-known 
citizens  have  succumbed  to  the  disease. — Mr.  Watkins- 
Pitchford,  Government  bacteriologist,  read  a  most  instructive 
paper  on  "Horse-sickness"  at  a  meeting  of  the  Inanda 
Agricultural  Association  on  September  10.    The  lecturer 
stated  that  the  earliest  record  of  the  existence  of  the  disease 
in  South  Africa  was  in  1719,  when  it  evidently  assumed  an 
epizootic  character,  spreading  over  Cape  Colony,  and  de- 
stroying a  large  number  of  horses.    After  giving  various 
details  of  numerous  experiments  conducted  by  himself  and 
other  members  of  the  Veterinary  Department  during  the 
past  few  years,  the  Government  bacteriologist  expressed  the 
opinion  that  a  special  species  of  mosquito  was  necessary  to 
the  spread  of  horse-sickness.    Certain  known  varieties  of 
mosquitos  could  produce,  even  in  small  numbers,  when 
infected,  an  extraordinary  disturbance  of  the  system  of  the 
horse,  and  such  a  fact,  in  conjunction  with  the  fact  that 
horses  protected  from  mosquitos  are  protected  from  horse- 
sickness,  lends  the  strongest  presumptive  evidence  to  the 
correctness  of  the  theory  that  the  disease  is  produced  by  the 
mosquito.— The  preventive  measures  of  the  Government 
against  locusts  appear  to  be  reaching  perfection,  and  the 
results  of  their  application  are  more  satisfactory  than 
formerly.    About  five  dozen  sprayers  have  been  procured 
from  America,  and  arsenic  from  England,  and  the  solution 
for  spraying  on  trees,  &c,  is  made  up  as  follows :  1  lb.  of 
arsenic,  J  lb.  washing-soda,  4  to  5  lbs.  of  sugar  (or  treacle), 
16  gals,  of  water.    First  boil  in  2  gals,  of  water  for  a 
quarter  of  an  hour,  and  then  add  to  the  14  gals,  of  water. 
This  mixture  has  been  found  perfectly  innocuous  to  stock, 
excepting  in  two  cases,  in  which  some  pigs  tried  some  of  the 
mixture,  and  their  example  was  followed  by  an  unlucky 
dog.    Both  were  buried  in  their  skins. 


renomination-paper  was  signed  by  Mr.  N.  O.  Euffel  as  pro- 
poser, and  by  Mr.  W.  Bascombe  as  seconder.
